him }'   He  had  word  fent  from  Germany,    That  ^^'^"^-  • 
-   -      -  B         '  if 
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if  he  thought  fit,  they  wouid  rid  him  of  Arimi- 
nivs^  the  moft  potent  Enemy  the  Romans  had,  by 
PoyfoiT.  He  returned  Anlwer,  That^  the  People  of 
Rome  tt^ere  vpont  to  revenge  themfelves  of  their  Ene- 
mies by  of  en  JKzys^  and  with  their  Swords  in  their 
Hands ^  andnot  clandeSlinefyy.  and  by  Fraud.  Where- 
in he  quitted  the  utile  for  the  honeft.  iTott  mil 
tell  jne  that  he  was  a  Deceiver,  and  did  not  ipeak 
as  he  thought :  I  believe  (b  too  ^  and  'tis  no 
great  Miracle  in  Men  of  his  Profeffiop.  But  the 
acknowledgment  of  Vertue  is  no  lefs  valid  in  the 
Mouth  of  him  that  liates  it,  forafinucJi  as  Truth 
forces  it  from  him  5  and  if  he  will  not  inwardly 
ssi^eive  it,  he  at  leaft  puts^  it  on,  and  with  it  makes 
himfelf  outwardly  fine.  Our  outward  and  inward 
Structure  is  full  of  Lnperfedion  5  but  there  is  no- 
thing ufelels  in  Nature,  not  €0  much  as  Inutility 
it  felf  ^  notlaing  has  insinuated  it  felf  into  tliis  Uni- 
verfe,  that  has  .not  therein  fbme  fit  and  projper Place. 
Our  Bm4,  is  cemented  with  fickly  Qualities,  Am- 
hitioHy  Jealoujie,  Envy^  Revenge,  SuferSition,  and 
Vejpatr,  have  fo  natiural  a  Pofleffion  m  us,  that  the 
Image  is  difcem'd  in  Beafts  :  Nay,  and  Cruelty, 
^  fo  unnatural  a  Vice  -,  for  even  in  the  midft  of  Q)m- 

*  paifion,  w^e  feel  within  I  know  not  what  tart-fweet 
titillation  of  ill-natur'd  Pieafinre  in  feeing  others 
fiilier,  and  the  Qiildren  feel  it.

Of  the  Seeds  of  whicli  Qualities^  whoever  Ihould 
y^es  ne-  "diveft  Man,  would  deftroy  the  Fundamental  Con- 
aiiQ^y^j.^.(iitions  of  Humane  Life  :  Like  wife  in  all  Govern- 
ments,     ments  there  are  neceflary  Offices;,  not  only  abject 

but. 
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bat  vicious  alib..   Vices  have  there  a  help  to  make 
up  the  Seam  in  our  piecing  •/  as  Poifons  are  ufeful 
for  the  Confervation  of  Health.    If  they  become 
excufable  becaufe  they  are  of  ufe  to  us,  and  that 
the  common  Neceffity  covers  their  true  Qualities  5 
we  are  to  reiign  tliis  Part  to  the  ftrongejft  and  bold- 
eft  Gtizensj   who  ficrifice  their  Honour  and  Con- 
fciencty  as  others  of  old  facrific'd  their  Lives  for 
the  good  of  their  Country  :    We  who  are  weaker, 
take  upon  us  the  parts  of  Actions,  lioth  that  are 
more  eafie,  and  lefs,  hazardous  :    The  Publick  Weal 
requires  that  a  Man  ftiould  betray,   and  lye,  *  and 
maflacre  •,   let  us  Jeave  this  CommiJjUon  to  Men  that 
are  more  obedient,  and  more  fiipple.    In  eameft, 
1  have  often  been  troubled  to  fee  judges^  by  Fraud, 
and  fiilfe  hopes  of  Favour  or  Pardon,  allure  a  Crimi- 
nal tp  confefi  his  Fad,  and  therein  to  make  ufe  of 
Cozenage  and  Impudence,    tt  would  become  Tu- 
ftice,    and  Vlato  himfelf,   \yho  countenances  this 
manner  of  proceeding,   to  furnilh  me  with  other 
means  more  fuitable  to  my  own  liking.    This  is  a 
malicious  kind  of  Juftice,  and  I  look  upon  it  as  no 
lefs  violated  by  it  felf  than  others.    I  faid  not  long 
fince  to  fbme  Company  in  Pifcourfe,  That  I  Jbould 
hardly  be  drawn  to  betray  my  Vrime  for  a  particnlar 
Man^  who  Jbould  be  very  much  ajhawed  to  betray  any 
f  articular  Man  for  my  Prince  j  andi  do  not  only  hate 
deceiving  my  felf^  but  that  any  one  Ihould  deceive 
through  me  ^  I  will  neither  afford  matter  nor  occa- 
fion  to  any  fuch  thing.    In  the  little  I  have  had  to 
mediate  betwixt  our  Princes  in  the  Divifions  and 
Snbdiviiions,  by  which  we  are  at  this  time  torn  to 
pieces,  I  have  Deen  very  care&l  that  they  fliould 
neither  be  deceived  in  me,   nor  deceive  others  by 
me  :    People  of  that  kind  of  trading  are  vei^r  re- 
(erv'd,   and  pretend  to  be  the  moft  moderate  inia- . 
ginable,.  and  neareft  to  the  Opinions  of  thofe  with 
whom  they  have  to  do  ^   I  expofe  my  felf  in  my 
B  2  true 
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true  Opinion,    and  after  a  Method  the  moft  mj 
own  5  a  yonng  and  tender  Negotiator^   and  one 
who  had  rather  fail  in  the  Affair,  than  be  wanting 
to  my  felf :    And  yet  it  has  been  hitherto  with  15 
good  luck,  (for  Fortune  has  doubtlefs  the  beft  fhare 
in  it)  that  little  has  paft  from  hand  to  hand  with 
lefi  SuQ)icion,  or  more  Favour  and  Privacy.     I 
have  a  free  and  open  Way  that  eafily  infinuatcs  it 
lelf,   and  obtains  belief  with  thofe  with  whom  1 
am  to  deal  at  the  firft  meeting.    Sincerity  and  pure 
Truth,  in  what  Age  foever,  pafs  for  current  5  and 
befides,  the  Liberty  and  freedcm  of  a  Man,  wha 
treats  without  any  Intereft  of  his  own,   is  never 
hateful  or  fiiQ)eaed  ^   and  he  may  very  well  make 
ufe  of  the  Anfwer  of  Hipperides  to  the  Athenians^ 
who  complained  of  his  blunt  way  of  Speaking  r 
Mjy  MaSers,  do  not  confider  whether  orm  I  ant  free^ 
hilt  whether  I  am  fo  without  a  Bribe^   or  without  any 
Advantage  to  my   own   Affairs.      My  Liberty  ot 
Speaking  has  alio- eafily  cleared  me  from  all  Suipi- 
cion  of  diflembling,  by  its  vehemency,   ( leaving 
nothing  unfaid,  how  home,  and  bitter  Ibever,  fa 
that  I  could  have  laid  iio  worfe  behind  their  backs) 
and  in  that  it  carried  along  with  it  a  manifeft  Ihew 
of  Simplicity  and  Negligence.    I  pretend  to  no 
other  Fruit  by  aftiiig  than  to  aft,  and  add  to  it 
no  long  purfuit  nor  jiropofals  5  every  Adtion  plays^ 
its  own  Game,  win  if  it  can.    And  to  th?  reft,  I 
am   not  fway'd  by  any  Pailion  either  of  Love  or' 
Hatred  towards'  the  great  ones,  nor  have  my  Will 
captivated  either  by  particular  Injtiiy  or  Obhga- 
tion,     I  look  upon  Our  King  witli  an  Afiedlion 
limply  lopl  and  fefpeftive,  neither  prompted  on, 
nor  reftrained  by  any  private  Intereft,   and  I  love 
my  felf  for  it.    Neither  does  the  general  and  juft 
Caufe  dttisid:  me  otherwife  than  with  Moderation^  ^ 
and  without  Animofity.    I  airi  not  fubjedt  to  thefe 
penetrating  and  entirely   AjQfedted  Engagements.*

for  need  hold  up  one  Candle  to  St,  Michael^  .an4 
another  to  his  Vragan^   likie  tlie  Old  Woman  ^    l 
will  follow  lii^  r^t  jGde  even  to  the  Fire,  .bu* 
.exdufively  if '  I  can.     I^et  Mamaigm  fee  over- 
whelm'd  in  the  Publick  Rujne  if  need  be  ^    but 
if  there  be  rw)  need,  I  Ihould  tlmik  my  felf  pblig'4 
Ao  Fortune  to  fave  me  5    and' J  will  make.i^  of 
all  the  length  of  Line  my  Duty  allows  fojr  his  Prer 
iervation. .  Was  it  not  Jtficvs^  who  being  of  th^ 
juft,  but  lofiiig  fide,  prejferv'd  himfelf  by  his  Mor 
deration,  m  that  miiverial  iliipjvrecjc.of  the  World, 
amongft  fo  many  Mutations  and  Divi^rfities .?    For 
private  Men,  as  he  was,  it  is  more  eafie ;  and  hi 
liich  kind  pf  Work  I  find  a  Mgn  may  juftly  not 
be  Ambitions  to  ofier  and  inftiuate  hipifelf :    ForThaticis 
a  Man  indeed  to  be  wavering  and  irrefoliUe,  toj\"^^^ 
Jceep  his  Affedtion  unpiov'd  and  without  Inclina-j^jgl*^"^^^^' 
tion  in  the  frouHes  of  hjs  Country,  jind  a  RiblickHoJieft,  tq 
Divifion,  I  neitho- think  it  hand^ffle  nor.honeft.ftandneu- 
'Ea  non  mediay  fed  nuia  via  ejiy  velm  eventtm  ^^"Q^.j'^y^p 
Sanmm^  qt$o  Fortm4  confilia  fua  apfUcent.    Tbat  kiJlj^  j|^' 
not  a  middk  ?^^,  but  nojt^y  to  exped  Events  by     '  '.    ' 
wbfcb  they  refer  their  Refsilumns  to  Portune,    Thi? 
piay  be  gllpw'd  ip  our  Neighbours  Af&irs  ^   and 
thus  Gih  thip  Tyrant  .of  Syr^c^fe  fufi)ended  his  In- 
cliiiation  ip  the  War  betwixt  the  Gr^^^j  and  .B<^y^^^ 
fians^  keeping  a  Rejident  Embajpfdor  with  Prefent^ 
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at  Belfhosy  to  lie  and  watch  to  fee  whidi  way  For- 
tune would  incline,  and  then  take  prefentOccaiion  to 
fell  in  with  the  Viftoils.  It  would  be  a  kind  of 
Treafon  to  proceed  aftcfr  this  Manner  in  our  own 
Domeftick  Ajflairs,  wherein  a  Man  muft  of  necefli- 
ty  be  of  the  one  fide  or  the  other  ^  though  for  a  Man 
who  has  no  Office  or  ex^refe  Connnahd  to  call  him 
out,  to  lit  ftill,  I  hold  it  more  exculable  (and  yet 
I  do  not  excufe  my  felf  upon  thefe  terms)  except 
in  foreign  Expeditions,  to  which  alfo,  according  to 
our  Laws^  no  Man  is  preft  againft  his  Will.  And 
yet  even  thofe  who  wholly  -engage  themfelves  in 
fuch  aWar,maybehavethemfelveswith  fiich  temper 
and  Moderation,  that  "'tis  likely  the  Storm  may  fly 
over  their  Heads  without  domg  them  any  harm. 
Had  we  not  Reafon  to  expect  fuch  an  ifliie  in 
the  Perfbn  of  the  late  Sieur  de  MorviUiers,  late  Bi- 
flbop  of  Orleans  ?  And  I  know  amongft  thofe  wlio 
behave  themfelves  the  moft  bravely  and  briftly  in 
the  prefent  War,  feme  whofe  Manners,  are  fo  gen- 
tle, obliging,  and  juft,  that  they  will  certainly 
ftand  firm,  whatever  Event  Heaven  is  preparing 
for  us.  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  it  properly  belongs  to 
Kings  only  to  quarrel  with  Khigs^  and  laugh  at  thofe 
Bully-Rocks^  that  out  of  Wantdnnefs  of  G)urage, 
prefent  themfelves  to  fo  dilproi^ortiotfd  Dilputes  : 
For  a  Man  has  never  the  more  particular  Quarrel 
to  a  Brince^  for  marching  openly  and  boldly  againft 
him  for  his  own  Honour,  and  according  to  his  Du- 
ty :  If  he  does  not  love  fuch  a  Perfon,  he  does 
better,  he  has  a  Reverence  and  Efleem  for  him. 
And  the  Caufe  of  defending  the  JLwjr,  and  the 
ancient  Government  of  a  Kingdom,  has  this  al- 
ways efpecially  annext  to^  it,  that  even  thofe,  who 
for  .their  own  private  Inteneft  invade  them,  excufe, 
if  they  do  not  honour  the  Defenders^  But  we  are 
iiot,  as  we  now  a  days  do,*  to'  call  Peevilhnefs  and 
inward  Difcontent,  that  fpring  ircgn  private  In- 
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tereft  and  Paffion,  Duty  ^  nor  a  .treacherous  and 
malicious  Conduft^  Courage.  -  They  call  their  pro- 
penlion  to  Mifehief  and  Violence,  Zeal :  'Tis  not 
the  Caufi^  hut  their  Interefi  that  inflame«r  them. 
Thej  iindk  and  hegin  a  War^  not  becaufe  it  \% 
juft,  but  becaufe  it  is  War.  A  Maa  may  very 
wdl  behave  himfelf  commodioufly  and  loyally  too, 
amongft  thde  of  the  adverfe  Party  -,  carry  your 
feli^  if  not  with  the  fime  equal  Afieftion  (tor  that 
is  capable  of  different  Meafures:)  at  leaft  with  an 
Affedioii  moderate,  well  tempered,  and  fuch  as 
^all  not  {o  engage  you  to  one  Party,  that  it  may 
exped:  all  you  are  able  to  do  for  that  fide,  and  con- 
tent your  felf  alfo  with  a  moderate  proportion  of 
their  Favour  and  Good-will,  and  tq  fwim  in  trou- 
bled Waters  without  fifliing  in  them.  The  other 
Way  of  offering  a  Man's  felf,  and  the  utmofi 
Service  lie  is  able  to  do,  both  to  one  Party,  and 
tie  other,  has  jtt  in  it  lefs.ojf  Prudence  than  Con*- 
fiience.  Does  not  he  to  whom  you  betray  another, 
to  whom  you  was  as  welcome  as  to  himfelf,  know 
that  you  will  at  another  time  do  as  much  for  him  ? 
He  holds  you  for  a  Villain  5  and  in  the  mean  timp 
hears  what  you  will  fay,  gathers  intelligence  from 
you,  and  works  his  own  ends  out  of  your  Difloy" 
alty  ^  for  Double-dealing  Men  are  ufeful  in  bring-  wherein 
ing  in,  but  we  muft  have  a  care  they  carry  out  as  Double- 
little  as  is  pofTible.  I  fay  nothing  to  one  Party,  ^^^^ 
that  I  may  not  ui)on  Occafion  fay  to  the  other,  ^f  ufe, 
with  a  little  alteration  of  Accent,  and  report  no- 
thing but  things  either  indifferent  or  known,  or 
what  is  of  common  Confequeiice.  I  cannot  permtf 
my  felf  for  any  confideration  to  tell  them  a  Lye. 
What  is  intrufled  to  my  Secrecy,  I  religioufly  con- 
ceal I  but  I  take  as  few  Truils  of  that  Nature  xxmn 
me  as  I  can.  The  Secrets  of  Princes  are  a  trouble- 
fome  Burthen  to  fuch  as  are  not  interefted  in  them* 
{  vtjry  willingly  indent  that  they  truft  me  with 
B  4  little 
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littfe^  but  jconBiently  t€^j  upon  what  I  tell  tHem : 
I  have  ever. known  more  than  I  defir^d    One  open 
way  of  Ipeaking  opens  another  open  way  of  Ip^- 
ing,  and  draws  out  Difcoveries  l^e  V^ine  and  Love^ 
fhilifpides^  in  my  Opinion,  anfwered  King^jLjyfwi^ 
cbus  very  difcreetly,  who  afking  him  wliat  of  his 
Eftate  he  Ihoiild  beftow  upon  liim  ?    What  you  wiU^ 
faid  he,   provided  it  be  none  of  your  Secrets.     I  fee 
every  one  mutters,  and  is  diipleas'd,  if  the  bottom 
of  the  Afl&ir  be  conceal'd  from  him  wherein  he  is  , 
ejnploy'd,  or  that  there  be.  any  refervatidn  in  th^ 
thing  ^    for  my  part,   I  am  ccmtent  to  know  no 
mpre  of  the  Bufinefs  than  what  they  defire  I  ftiould 
employ  my  felf  in,  nor  defire  that  my  Knowledge 
iliould  exceed  or  ftrain  my  Word  :    ttl  muft  lerve 
for  an  Inftrument  of  Deceit,   let  it  be  at  leaft  with 
a  fafe  Coiifcience,  1  will  neither  be  reputed  a  Ser- 
xrant  fb  affectionate,   rtor  So  loyal;   ds  to  be  fit  to 
betray  any  one.    Who  is  unfaithiiil  to  himfelf,  is 
exculably  fo  to  his  Mafter.    But  they  are  Princes 
who  do  not  •  accept  Men  by  halves,    and  deipife 
limited  and  Conditional   Services.     I  cannot  helpi 
it,  I  truly  tell  them  liow  far  I  can  go  •,   for  a  Slave 
I  Ihould  not  be,  but  upon  very  good  Reafbn,  and 
however  I  could  hardly  fubmit  to  that  Condition. 
And  they  alfo  are  to  blame  to  exa6t  from  a  Fi^e? 
plan  the  fame  Sul>je(aion  and  Obligation  to  their 
Service,  they  do  from  him  they  have  made;  and 
bought,    or  wliofe  Fortune  does  particularly .  and 
exprefly  depend  upon  theirs.    The  Laws  have  de- 
livered me  from  a  great  Anxiety,  they  have  chofen 
-a  Mafter  for  me,   all  other  Siiperiority  and  Obla- 
tion ought  to  be  relative  to  him,   and  cut  off  from 
all  6th^r.    Yet  is  not  this  to  fay,  that  if  my  Af^ 
•ftftion  ihould  otherwife  lwa3r  and  incline  me,  my 
-Hand  ^Irould  prefently  obey  it  ^    the.Willand  De- 
iire  are  a  Loaf  to  themfelves  5  but  Aftions  mi^  re- 
cerise  jCommiifion  fropi  the  publicjc  Appointment. 
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All  tlifls  Prooeeding  c{  atine  is  a  litth  -diSjiiant 
from  the  ordinary  Forms  ^   It  would  prodpc€  iio 
gi»at  Effedb,  nqr  be  pf  any  Jong  Dumiqin  j  Inno- 
eeiKse  itfelf  axildnot,m  tins  Age  of  ours,  dtli^r  Ner 
gotiate  witbout  Diflimulation^  or  Traffick  without 
Lying.    And  indeed  putlick  Eniploymeiits  are  by 
no  means  for  my  Palat :    what  my  Profeflion  re? 
quires,   I  perform  after  thp  moft  private  Manner 
that  I  can.    Being  young,  I  was  engaged  up  to  the 
Ears  in  Buiinefi,  and  it  fiicxseded  well^  but  I  dif 
engas'd  my  felf  in  due  time.    I  have  often  fince 
avoided  meddling  in  it,  rarely  accepted,  and  never 
<alk'd  it,  keeping  my  Back  ftill  tum'd  to  Ambition: 
^ut  if  not  like  Rowers,  who  ib  advance  backward, 
yet  lb  neverthelefs,  that  I  am  left  oblig'd  to  my 
Refolution  than  to  my  good  Fortune,  that  I  was? 
not  whcdly  embark'd  in  it.    For  there  are  Ways 
hCs  dtfpleaiing  to  my  Tafte,   and  more  fuitable  to 
my  Ability,   by  wmch  if  ilie  had  fcmierly  call'd 
me  to  the  publik  Service,  and  any  own  Ad\rance- 
inent  towards  the  World's   Opinion,    I  know  I 
ihould,   in  fpite  of  all  jny  own  Arguments  to  the 
contrary,  have  purfiied  them.    Such  as  commonly 
fay,  in  Oppofition  to  what  I  profels,  that  what  I 
call  Freedom,  Simplicity,  and  plaiimefs  in  my  Man-  - 
-ners,   is  Art,   and  Subtilty,  and  rather  Prudence 
than  Goodneft,  Induftry  than  Nature,  good  Sence 
than,  good  Luck,   do  me  more  Honour  than  Dif: 
grace  ^   but  doubtlels  they  make  my  Subtlety  too 
fiibtile  5  ^  and  whoever  has  followed  me  clofe,  and 
pryed  narrowly  into  me,   I  will  give  him  the 
Viftory,   if  he  does  not  confefs  that  there  is  no 
Buk  in  -their  School  that  could  matcli  this  Natural 
Motion,   and  maintain  an  Appearance  of  Liberty 
and  Licence  fo. equal  and  iniiexible,    through  ib 
many  various  and  crooked  Paths,  and  that  all  their 
Wit  and  Endeavour  could  never  have  led  them 
^lirough.    The  Way  of  Truth  is  one,  and  iimple. 
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diat  of  particular  Profit,  and  the  Commodity  d[ 
AJSBdrs  a  Man  is  intruded  with,  is  double,  unequal, 
and  cafiial.    I  have  feen  thefe  counterfeit  and  arti- 
ikial  liberties  praftis'd  but  for  the  moft  part  with- 
out jSuccefs,    They  reliih  of  JEfofs  Afs,   who  in 
Emulation  of  the  Dog,  obligingly  clapt  his  two 
fcare  Feet  upon  his  Matter's  ftioulders  5  but  as  many 
Carefles  as  the  Dog  had  for  fiich  ^an  expreffion  of 
Kindnefs,  twice  (b  many  Blows  with  a  Cudgel  had 
Cifm  dt    the  poor  Afs  for  his  Complement.    Id  maxime 
Pf.  /.  I.    quemque  decet^  quod  eft  cujufque  fuutn  maxtnie.    That 
teft  becomes  every  Man^   that  be  is  beft  at.    I  will 
not  deprive  Deceit  of  its  due,  that  were  but  ill  to 
underftand  the  World- :    I  know  it  has  often  been 
of  great  ufe,   and  that  it  maintains  and  fupplies 
molt  Men's  vacancies.    There  are  Vices  that  are 
lawful,  as  there  are  many  Adions  either  good  or 
at  leaft  excufable,  that  are  not  lawful  in^  themfelves. 
That  Justice  which  in  it  felf  is  natural  and  univer- 
lal,  is  otherwife,  and  more  nobly  ordered  than  that 
jDther  JuSlice,   which  is  peailiar,   National,  and 
overo  tU    wrefted  to  the  ends  of  Government.    Veri  Jwtis 
P/.  /.  5»    german&que  jfuSitia  fblidam,    &  exprejfam  effigtem 
nuttam  tenemus  5    umbra  &  intaginilm  utinmr.    We 
retain  no  [olid  and  exfrefi  effigies  of  true  Right  and 
JuHice  y    we  have  only  the  Jhadow  and  images  of  if. 
infomuch  that  the  wife  Dandamis  hearing  the  Lives 
of  Socratesj  Pjtbagoras  and  Diogenes  read,   judg'd 
them  to  be  great  Men  every  way,  excepting  that ' 
they  were  too  much  lubjeded  to  the   reverence 
of  the  Laws^  which  to  fecond  and  authoriw  tn^ 
Virtue  mufl  abate  very  mucli  of  its  original  Vigor, 
and  many  vicious  Adions  are  introduced,  not  only 
Seneca       hj  their  PermifTion,  but  Advice,    Ex  fenatHfconfultis 
W'91*  plebifque   citis  fcekra  excercentur,     Vitious   Actions 
are  committed  by  the  confent  of  the  MagiHrates  and 
the  common  Laws.    I  follow  the  common  Phrafe, 
that  diflinguifhcs  betwixt  Profitably  and  Honeft 
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things,  fo  as  to  call  fome  natural  Adtions,  that  are 
not  only  Profitable  and  Neceflarjr,  KfliOTcft  and 
Foul.    But  let  us  proceed  in  our  Examples  of  Trea* 
chery  '   Two  Pretenders  to  the  Kingdom  of  Thrace^ 
were  Allen  into  Di(pute  about  their  Title ;    The 
Emfertfr  hindred  them  from  proceeding  to  Blows : 
but  one  of  them  under  Colour  of  bringing  things 
to  a  friendly  ifliie  by  an  Interview,  havmg  invited 
bis  Concurrent  to   an  Entertainment  in  his  own 
Houfe,  took,  and  kilFd  him.    Juftice  required  that 
the  Romans  Ihould  have  Satistadtion  for  this  Of- 
fence :    but  there  was  a  Difficulty  in  obtaining  it 
by  ordinaiT  Ways.    What  therefore  they  could 
not  do  by  due  Forms  of  Law,  without  a  War,  and 
without  Danger,   they  attempted  to  do  by  Trea- 
chery :    and  what  they  could  not  honeftly  do, 
they  did  profitably.    For  which  end  one  Pomponius 
Flaccus  was   found  to  be  a  fit  Inftrument :    This 
Man  by  dill^mbled  Words  and  Ailiirance,   having 
drawn  the  other  into  his  T^/,   inftead  of  the  Ho- 
nour and  Favour  he  had  promifed  him,   fent  hirii 
bound  Hand  and  Foot  to  Rome.    Here  one  Traitor 
betray'd  another  contrary  to  common  Cuftom  :  for 
they  are  full  of  Miitruft,  *  and  'tis  hard  to  over^ 
reach  them  in  their  own  Art :    witnefs  the  lad  Ex- 
perience we  have  lately  had.    Let  who  will  be 
Pon^onius   Flaccus  y    and    there    are   enough  that 
would  :    For  my  part,    both  my  Word  and  my 
Faith  are  like  all  the  refl.  Parts  of  this  common 
Body  :    their  beft  Effect  is  the  publick  Service, 
which  I  take  for  preliip jios'd,    But  fhould  one  com- 
mand me'  to  take  charge  of  the  Palace  and  the  Re- 
cords there,  I  ihould  make  Anlwer^  that  I  under- 
flood  it  not  i    or  die  command  of  a  Condudor  of 
Pioneers,   I  would  fay  that  I  was  calFd  to  a  more 
honourable  Employment:     fb'likewife,    he  that 
would  employ  me  to  lie,  betray,  and  fbrfwear  my 
^If,  though  nottoaflaliinate,  or  to  poifbn,  for  forfte 
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iKitable  Senrice^  I  flbould  lay,  If  I  have  rob'd  or 
jiokn  any  thing  from  any  Man,  iend  nie  lather  tQ 
the  GaUies.    For  it  is  lajwiiil  far  a  Man  of  Honour 
to  fay  as  the  LaceJmamans  did,  having  b^n  de^ 
fcated  by  jintifaierj   when  juft  upon  the  Point  of 
fpovs^ompg  an  Agreement^    Tou  may  imfofe  as  beany 
pnd  mnovs  Taxes  upon  us  as  you  fleafe,  but  to  conh 
rnani  u  to  do  Jbameful  and  dijhonefi  things^  you  will 
foji  your  time^  for  it  is  to  no  furpofe.    Every  pne 
flight  to  make  the  fame  "Vow  to  himfelf,  that  the 
^ngf  of  Egypt  made  their  Ju^^es  iblemiAy  Iwear, 
ijhat  they  would  not  do  any  thing  contrary  totheir 
Confciences,  though  never  fo  much  commanded  to 
it  by  themfelves.    In  liich  Conm{(fions^  there  is  an 
evident  Mark  of  Ignominy   and  Condemnation, 
And  he  who  gives  it,  does  at  the  lame  time  accufe 
you,  and  gives  it,  if  you  underftaiid  it  right,  for 
a  Burthen  and  a  Punilhment,      As  much  as  the 
publick  Affairs,  are  better'd  by  your  Exploit,   fo 
much  are  your  own  the  worfe,  and  the  better  you 
behaved  your  felf  in  it,   'tis  fo  much  the  worfe  for 
your  ielf    And  it  will  be  no  new  thing,  nor  perr 
adventure  without  fome  colour  of  Juftice,    if  the 
iame  Perfon  ruin  you '  who  fet  you  on  work.    If 
Wherein    Treachery  can  be  in  any  cafe  excufable,  it  muft  be 
Treachery  only  fo  wheu  it  is  practised  to  chaftife  and  betray 
isonJyro  Treachery.    There  are  Examples  enough  of  TreaT 
be  cxcus'd.  cheries,  not  only  rejeded,  but  j:haftifed,  and  pu- 
niih'd  by  thofe  jn  Favour  of  whojn  tYitj  were  un- 
dertaken.   Who  is  ignorant  of  Fabricius  bis  Sen? 
tence  againft  Pjrrbus  his  Fbyfician  ?    But  this  vie 
alfo  find  recorded,  that  fame  Perfons  have  conir 
manded  a  thing,   who  afterwards  have  feverely 
reveng'd  the  Execution  of  it  upoai  him  they  had 
employM,  rejefting  the  Reputation  of  fo  unbridrd 
an  Authority,  and  difownirig  fp  lewd,  and  fo  bafe 
^  Servitude  and  Obedience.    Jaropeky   DuTce  of 
:J^(I^9  tam|)er'd  with  a  Gg^Hlpman  of  Hungary  to 
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fctray  Boleflm  "King  of  Poland,  ekfer  by  killing 
him,  or  by  gitiiig  tne  l^Jfians  Opportunity  to  do 
him  fome  notable  Mifchief.    This  Gallant  goes  pre- 
fently  in  hand  with  it,   was  more  aiEduous  in  the 
Service  of  that  Eng^than  before  •,   fb  that  he  ob- 
tainM  the 'Honour  to  be  of  his  Council,  and  one 
tf  the  chiefeft  in'  his  Troft  5   with  thefe  Advanta- 
ges, and  taking  an  opportune  OccafJon  of  his  Ma- 
tter's abfence,  he  betray'd  Vifilicia  a  great  and  rich 
City  tor  the  'Ruffians,  which  was  entirely  (kk'd  and 
bunit,  and  not  only  all  the  Inhabitants  of  both  Sexes, 
yoimg  and  old,  put  to  the  Sword,  but  moreover  a 
great  Number  of  Neighbouring  Gentry,  that  h6 
had  drawn  thither  to  that  wicked  end.    Jaropek 
his  Revenge  being  thus  fatisfied,   and  his  Anger 
appeas'd,  which  was  not  however  without  pretence 
(tor  BoieJIatff  had  highh-  offended  him,  and  after 
the  fame  manner)  and  lated  with  the  effedl  of  this 
Treachenr,  coming  to  confider  the  Fonlnels  of  it, 
with  a  found  Judgment,  and  clear  from  PalEon, 
looked  upon  what  had  been  done  with  fb  much 
Horror  and  Remorie,  that  he  caus'd  the  Eyes  to  be 
boar'd  out,  and  the  Tongue,  and  ihameful  Parts  to 
ije  cut  off,  of  him  .that  had  performed  it. '  Antigmm 
periwaded  the  Soldiers  calFd  Ar^ajpides  to  betray 
Eumenes  their  General,  his  Adverlary,  into  his 
Hands.    But  after  he  had  caufed  him  fb  delivered 
to  be  flain,   he  would  himfelf  be  the  Commijfioner 
of  the  Divine  Juflice,    for  the  Puniftiment  of  fb 
deteflable  a  Crime,  and  committed  them  into  the 
Hands  of  the  Governour  of  the   Province,    with 
exprefs   Command  by  all  means  to  deflroy,    and 
hm{%  them  all  to  an  evil  End.    So  that  of  all  that 
great  Number  of  Men,  not  fo  much  as  One  ever 
returii'd  again  into  Macedonia.    The  better  he  had 
been  ferv'd,  the  more  wickedly  he  adjudg'd  it  to  be 
and  meriting  greater  Punifhment.    The  Slave  that 
betrayed  the  Place  where  his  Mafter  P.  Sulpuus  lay 
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'A  Slave    conceard,  Mras,  according  to  the  Promife  of  SjUa's 
fr '°^  he   P^^olcription;    manumittOT  for  his  Pains  :    but  ac- 
Ta^lan    <^ording  to  the  Promife  of  the  publick  Juftice, 
Rockfor    which  was  free  from  any  fuch  Engagement,   he 
Treafon.    was  thrown  Headlong  from  the  Tarfeian  Rock. 
And  our  Kin^  Clouisy  mftead  of  the  Arms  of  Gold 
•jTjygg       he  had  promifed  them,  caul!cd  three  of  Cahacre% 
Servants    Servants  to  be  hang'd  after  they  had  betray 'd  their 
hanged  for  .Mafter  to  hijn,  though  he  had  debauched  them  to 
ben-aying  f^^    ^hey  ha^ig'd  them  with  the  Purfe  of  their 
theiTMa-  Reward  about  their  Necks:    After  having  (atisiied 
fter.         their  Second,  and  Special  Faith,  they  fatisfie  the 
General,  a^d  tirft,    Mahomet  tlie  Second,   being 
relblv'd  to  rid  Inmfelf  of  Ws  Brother,  out  of  Jea- 
loufie  of  State,   according  to  the  Praftice  of  the 
Ottoman  Family,   he  employ'd  one  of  his  Officers 
in  the  Execution,  who  pouring  a  quantity  of  Wa- 
ter too  faft  igito  him,  choaked  him.    This  being 
done,   to  expiate  the  Murther,   he  delivered  the 
Murtherer  into  the  Hands  of  the  Mother  of  him 
he  had  fa  caufed  to  be  put  to  Death,    (for  they 
were  but  half  Brothers,  by  the  Fathers  fide)  who 
in  his  Prefence  ript  up  the  Murtherers  Bofbm,  and 
with,  her  own^revenging  Hands  rifled  his  Breaft  for 
his  Heart,  tore  it  out,   and  threw  it  to  the  Dogs; 
And  even  to  the  vileft  Diipofitions^  it  is  the  fweet- 
eft  thing  imaginable,  having. once  got  the  trick  in 
a  vicious  Adhon,   to  foifl:,  in  all  Security,  into  it 
fome  Shew  of  Virtue  ^nd  Juftice,   as  by  way  of 
Compenlation,   and  Confcientious  Remorle.      To 
whicn  may  be  added,   that  they  look  upon  the 
Minifters  of  luch  horrid  Crimes,   as  upon  People 
that  reproach  them  with  them  ^   and  think  by^ 
their  Deaths  to  raze  out  the  Memory  and  Teftimo- 
ny  of  fuch  Proceedings.    Or  if  perhaps'  you  are 
rewarded,  not  to  fruftrate  the  Publick  ileceffity  of 
that  extream  and  defperate  Remedy  ^   he  that  does 
it,  cannot  for  all  that,  if  he  be  not  fuch  himlelf, 
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hat  look  upon  70U  as  a  curfed  and  execrable  fellow^ 
and  conclude  you  a  greater  Traytor,  tlian  he  does 
him  ag^inft.whom  you  are  fb  ^   for  he  tries  the 
Lewdness  0^  your  Difeofition  by  your  own  Hands  \ 
where  he  cannot  poffibly  be  deceived,  you  having 
no  Objeft  of  preceding  Hatred  to  move  you  to 
fiich  an  A^.    But  he  employs  you  as  they  do  con- 
demned Malefa£tors  in  Executions  of  Juitice,    an 
CMSce  as  neqeflary  as  dilhoneft.    Beiides  the  bafe- 
nefe  of  fuchCominiflions,  there  is  moreoveraProfti- 
tution  of  G)nlcience.    Being  the  Daughter  of  Se- Virgins 
janus  ceuld  not  be  put  to  Death  by  the  Ijm  of  could  not 
Rome  J  becaufe  flie  was  a  Virgifty  flie  was,  to  niake^PjJ^  ^^ 
it  lawful,   firft  ravifh'd  by  the  Hang-man,  andRowe. 
then  ftrangled  •,  not  only  his  Hand,  but  his  Soul 
IS  Slave  to  the  publick  Convenience.    When  Anrn- 
rath  the  Firft,   more  grievoufly  to  punilh  his  Sub- 
jefls,  who  liad  taken  part  with  theParricide  Rebel- 
lion of  his  Son,  ordain'd,  that  their  neareft  Kindred 
ihould  aflift  in  the  Execution  •,    I  find  it  very 
handlbme  in  fome  of  them,  to  have  rather  chofen 
to  be  mi juftly  thought  guilty  of  the  Parricide  of 
another,    than  to  ferve  Juftice  by  a  Parricide  of 
their  own.    And  whereas  I  have  leen  at  tlie  taking 
of  fbme  little  Fort  by  Aflault  in  my  time,  Ibme 
Raicals,  who  to  fave  tneir  own  Lives,  would  con- 
fknt  to  hang  their  Friends  and  Companions  ^   I 
look  upon  them  to  be  in  a  worie  Condition  than 
thofe  that  were  Hang'd.    Tis  faid,  that  WittoUvSy 
Prince  of  Lituania,    introduced  into  that  Nation,  Criminals 
that   the  Criminal  condemned  to  Death,   Ihould  condemned 
with  his  own  Hand  execute  the  Sentence  :  Think- ^J^^^^^"^^ 
ing  it  ilrange  that  a  third  Perfon,  innocent  of  the^^^"^^^^*' 
Fault,   Ihould  be  made  guilty  of  Homicide.    A 
Prhfce^    when  by   fbme  urgent  Circumfhnce,   ot 
fome  impetuous  and  unforefeen  Accident,    that 
very  much  concerns  his  Eflate,  compell'd  to  fcwrfeit 
his  Word,  or  Break  his  Faith,  or  otherwife  forc'd 
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&om  his  OT^Mrjr  -Dtity,  oogbt  to  attrjbate  this 
Neceflitjr  ta  a  laJh,  of  th*  Divine  Rod  :    Vice  it 
h  not,  lor  he  has  given rxp  his  owtiRealbn  taa  more 
Unit-^rfal,  and  marc  powerful  Reafon  :    hat  cer- 
tainly ^is. a  'Misfoitiine:    So  that  if  aiiy  one 
c;«ro  de    ^^  3ik  me,   What  Rrniedy  >    None^  iky  i;   ^ 
of.li,    be  were  teaUj  raek'd^hetmxt  thefe  two  \Bxtreaim,

'  ^       Cure  whatever  worth  fb"  important  a  Remedy,  I 
•     fliall   lil^'  him  never  the  worfe.    He  could  not 
more  eicufably,    or  moie  decently  periftu     We 
cannot  do  all  we  would.    So  that  we  muft  often, 
as  the  laft  anchorage,  commijt  the  ProtecHon  of  our 
Veflels  to  the  condud:  of  Heaven.    To  wliat  mopC 
juft  Neceffity  does  he  feferve  himfelf  >    "Wiat  ii 
Ms  polfible  for  him  to  do,,  than  what  he  <!:artnot 
do  but  at  the  Expence  of  his  Faith  and  HonoCiJ^  ? 
Things  that  perhaps  ought  to  be  dearer  to  him 
than  his  own  Safety,   or  the  Safety  of  his  People* 
Though  he  fliould  with  folded  Arms  only  aXlQdd 
to  his  Affiftance,    has  he  not  p^fon  to  hope  that 
the  Divine  Bounty  will  not  refufe  the  Favour  of 
an  Extraordinary  Arm  to  juft  and  pure  Hands  ^ 
Thefe  are  dangerous  Examples^   rare,   and  iic\Ay 
Exceptions  to  our  natural  Rules  :    We  miift  yield 
to  them,    but  with  great  Moderation  and  CircUm- 
fpedion.    "No  private  Utility  is  of  liich  In^r- 
tance,  that  we  fhould  upon  that  account  ftrain  our 
Coiiiciences  to  fiich  a  Degree  j    the  Publick  may, 
when  very  manifeft,  and  of  very  great  Concern. 
Timoleon  made  a  timely  Expiation  tor  his  ftrange 
Fait  by  the  Tears  he  ihed,   calling  to  mind  that  it 
was  with  a  fraternal  hand  that  he  had  flain  the  Ty- 
rant.   And  it  juftly  prick'd  his  Confcience,  that  he

omer  well-doing  of  lefs  cofi:  and  ^^ter  merit,  up- 
on the  acix)unt  of  thefe  external  Refimnations,  arid 
thereby  expiate  good  cheap^  for  the  other  natural, 
confubflanti^  and  kteftine  Vices.    Look  ft'  little 
into  our  £roerience.    Tliere  is  no  man;   if  helir 
ifaen  to  hinndf,   who  does  not  in  him&lf  diibovar 
a  particular  and  governing  Form  of  his  own  that 
jinUes  .his  Education,,  and  wreflles  with  the  tem- 
ped of  PaiEons  that  are  contrary  to  him.

I,. for  my  own 
part,  can  rarely  blame  any  own  but  my  felf,  for 
my  Overfights  and  /Misfortunes,  For  indeed  I 
feldom  con&lt  the  Advice  of  another,  if  not  by 
Honour  of  Ceremony,  or  excepting  where  I  ftand 
m  need  of  Information,  as  to  matter  of  Fad.

Qm  Appetites  .are.  tare  in  old  Age  ^  a 
profound  Satiety  feizes  us  after  thie  Aft  •,  I  fee  no- 
thing of  Cbnfcience'  iii  this,  heayinefs  and-  weak- 
ne&  imprint  ip  us'a  drowfie  arid  rlieumatick  Vcr- 
tue.     We  mjift  hot  ifufier  oiir  felves  to  be  fb  wholly 
carried  away  by  natural  alterations,  as  to  fiifief  oar 
Judgments  to^be  impos'd  upon  by  them.

Ejes.  We  ought  to  love  Teflfiperance  for  its  lelf, 
and  becaufe  God  has  commanded  that  and  Chaftity  5 
but  what  we  are  reduced  to  by  Catarrhs,  and  that 
1  am  obliged  tP  the  Stone  for,  is  neither  Chaftity 
nor  Teipperapce.  JV  i^an  cannot  boafl:  that  he  de- 
fpifes  and  refifts  Ple^e,,  if  he  cannot  fee  it  •,  if 
he  knows  not  what  it  js,  cannot  difcern  its  Graces, 
Forces,  and  moift  alluring  Beauties  •,  I  know  both 
the  one  and  the  other,  and  may  therefore  the  bet- 
ter  fay  it  ^  but  methinks  our  Souls  in  old  Age 
are  fubjea  to  more  troublefbme  Maladies  and  Im- 
perfeftions  than  in  Youth.  I  faid  the  fame  when

her  felf  in  the  dknity  of  her  Lovers  5    doubtlefs 
Pearl  and  TifEie^  Titles  and  Attendants,  add  fome- 
thing.  to  it.    As  to  the  reft,  I  had  a  great  efteem 
for  Wit,  provided  the  Perfbn  was  without  Excepti- 
on ^  for,  to  omfefs  the  trutli,   if  the  one  or  the 
other  of  thef$  two  Perfe&ons.  muft  of  neceifify  be 
wantirft,   I  fhould  ratlier  have  quitted  that  of  the-

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iaat  in  the  S^bje^  of  Love,  a  Subjeft  principally 
relatiKi^  %o  the  Senfes  of  Seei^  and  Touching, 
frmettwag  may  be  don^  without  the^Graces  of  tfc 
Mind,  wjithoi«^  the  Gr^^  of  the  Body  notlnn|. 
Beaitfj  is  tjie  true  prerogative_pf  Women,  and  fo 
peculiarly  their  gwn,  that  ours,  thgugh  naturally 
re«iiri|ig  aw>ther  Iprt  of  Feature,  is  never  in  its 
luftre,  bftt  when  jjuerile  and  heardlefs,  confufed 
and  aiixt  with  thip^rs.  'Tis  iaid,  that  fuch  as  are 
prefery'd  to  the  Ghrancl  Sip$ior  upon  the  account  of 
Beauty,  which  are  a^  infinite  lNi»nber,  are  at  the

^^nded  upon  a  pittilul  Mattrice  in  a  poor  Robe  of 
gray  Cloth,  and  a  Cap  of  the  fame  -,  but  attended 
withal  with  a  Royal  Train  of  Litters^  kd-Horfes  of 
all  forts.  Gentlemen  and  Officers,  did  yet  herein 
ireprefent  a  tender  and  unfteady  Aufterity.  The 
lick  Min  is  not  to  be  lamented,  ,who  Has  his  Cure 
in  his  Sleeve.  In  the  experience '  and  'praftice  of 
this  Sentence,  which  is  a  very  tnie  on^,  all  the

The  Godsy  fkys  Ftato^  have  given  us  one  difbbe-

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Cnhjeet  all  things  to  it.    And  they  have  given  Wo- 
men cme  that  msthe  fame  Qualities,  like  a  greedy 
and  ravenous  Ailimal,  which  if  one  r^life  to  give 
him  Food  in  (eafon,  grows  wild,  impatient  of  Dday» 
^nd  inMng  the  Rage  into  their  Bodies,  flops  the 
Paflages,  and  hinders  Refbiration,  cauiing  a  thou- 
find  Inconveniences^  till  naving  imbib'd  the  Fruit 
of  the  common  Thim,  he  has  plentiftilly  befprin* 
Hed  and  bedew'd  the  bottom  of  their  Womb.    Now 
my  Legiflator  ihould  aUb  have  confider'd,  that  i)er' 
aaventure  it  wew  a  chafter  and  rnofe  fruitful  UCmce 
to  let  tliem  know  the  quick  betimes,  than  permit 
them  to  guefi  according  to  the  liberty  and  heat  of 
rfieir  own  Fancy  ^  inftead  of  real  Parts,  they  fub- 
flitute  through  nqx  and  delire,  others  that  are 
thre^    times    more    extrava^t.

The  Aofierity  of  our  Degrees  renders  the 
Properifloii  of  Women  to  this  Vice,  more  violent 
and  Vicious  than  its  Condition  will  bear,  and  en^ 
gajges  it  in  Confeqit^ncejt  wcdie  than  the  Coup.  '  ^%leT 
^lU  voluntarily  ofi^  to*  go  to  the  Exdiange  to  fidk 
Jar  Gain,  and  tp'  th^  War  to  get  Uq&utation,' w^ 
,  thc^  than  iii  the  inidi^(^£iifeand'^^ 
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to  do  with  fo  idilScuIt  a  Guard.  Do  not  they  venr 
well  fee,  thattheie  is  neither  Merchant  nor  Soul- 
di«r,  yibo  will  ftot  leave  his  Bufinefs  to  ran  after 
this  othefr,  and  fo  much  zi  the  Porter  and  Cobkr^ 
toil'd  aiid  tp^  put  as  they  are  with  Labour  and 
Hunger?

and  without  offence  only,  /tis  nervous  and  folid, 
that  does  not  fb  much  pleafe,  as  it  fits  and  xaviihes 
the  greateft  Mind.  When  I  fee  thefe  brave  Me- 
thods of  Expreifion,  lb.  liyely,  fo  profound,  I  do 
not  fay  that  'tis  well  faid,  bnt  well  tliought.  Tis 
the  Sprightlinefs  of.  the  Imagination  that  dwells  and 
4J«W.  la  elevates  Words,  PeSlus  efi  quod  difextum  facit.  Ost 
People  call  Language  Judgment,  and  fine  Words  foil 
Conceptions.  This  Painting  is  not  fo  much  carried 
on  by  Dexterity  of  hand,  as  by  -having  the  Objeft 
more  lively  imprinted  in  the  Soul :  GaUus  ipeaks 
fimply  beeaufe  he  conceives  fimply :  Hi^race  does 
not  content  himfelf  with  a  fuperncigl  Eipreflion 
that  would  betray  him  5  he  fees  farther  and  tx^c 
dearly  into  things,  las  Wit  breaks  into  and  ru|p- 
!  : '/  ,  mage$ 
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tnages  all  the  mag^kie  of  Words  and  Figures  where* 
with  to  exprefi  hijnfelf,  and  he  muft  have  'em  above 
ordinary,  becaufe  his  Omception  is  to.    Plutarch 
fiys,  that  he  fees  the  Latin  Tonme  by  the  things, 
Tishere  the  fame:  the  Senfe  illumiQates  andpror 
dwres  the  Words  :  no  more  Words  of  Air,  but  of 
FlcfhandBonej  they  fignifie  more  than  they  exprefi. 
Moreover  thofe  who  arjc  not  well  skiird  in  a  Lan- 
guage^perceive  {bme  Image  of  this  ^for  in  Italy  I  faid 
whatever  I  had  a  mind  to  in  common  difcourfe,  but 
in  more  ferious  Subjeds,  I  durft  not  have  trailed 
mf  felf  with  an  Mom  that  I  could  not  windand 
turn  out  of  its  ordinarjr  pace  5  I  would  therein  have 
a  power  of  introducmg   fomething  of  my  own* 
The  handling  and  utterance  of  fine  Wits  is  tliat 
which  fets  off  a  Lan^age  ^  not  fo  much  by  inno- 
vating it,  ais  by  putting  it  to  more  vigcarous  and 
vaticus    Service,  and  hy  flxgtining^  bending  and 
adapting  it  to  them.    Va&f  do  not  create  words, 
but  tb^  enrich  their  own,  and  give  them  weight 
and  l^ification  by  the  Ufes  they  put  them  to,  and 
teadi  them  unwonted  Motions,  but  withal,  ingeni- 
<nifl3r  and  difcreetly.    And  how  little  this  Talent 
is  Riven  to  3U,  is  manifeft  by  the  many  French 
Scriblers  of  this  Age.    They  are  bold  and  proud 
jenough  not  to  fpUpw  the  common  Road,  but  Want 
of  Invention  and  Difcretion  mines  thepi.    There  is 
nothing  fcen   in  their  Writings    but  a  wretched 
AfFe&ation   of  a  Strange  new  Style,   with  cold 
and  ab&rd  Difguifes,  which,  inftead  of  elevating, 
jdeprefi  tlie  Matter.    Provided  they  can  but  trick 
up  their  Style  with  fine  new  Words,  they  care  not 
what  they  iknifie  5  and  to  bring  in  a  new  Word  by 
the  head  and  ihoulders,  they  leave  out  the  old  one, 
vejy  often  more  linew^  and  fignificant  than  the 
otljer.    There  is  Stuff  enough  in  our  Language, 
bht  there  is  a  Defeft  in  cutting  out.

I  find  it  fufficientiyakHinding,  but  iiot  fumdently 
pliahfe  and  vigorous.    It  qua^  under  a  pow^erfiil 
Conception.    If  you  woidd  maintain  the  Digmty 
of  your  Styk,  you  will  oft  perceiw  it  to  feg  and 
Janguifli  under  you,  and  there  L^/«  ftejjs  in  to  it$ 
ReDef,  as  Qr^^i  does  to  other  Languages.    Of  ftwne 
of  the  Words  I  have  pick'd  out  for  niy  owntifo,  we 
do  not  eafily  difcem  the  Energy,  by  realbn  that  the 
frequent  Ufe  of  them  hath  iiv  fbme  foft  ^mbas'4 
their  Beauty,  and  rendered  it  common.

Vices  mc^  of  all 
bccaufe  they  feize  and  ftick  to  me,  and  will  not 
leave  hold  without  ihaking  ofK    I  fwear  more  by 
Imitation  than  Humour.    A  murthering  Imitation, 
Mke  that  of  the  Apes,  fb  terrible  both  in  Stature 
and  Strength,  that  Alexander  met  with  in  a  certain 
Country  of  the  Indies^  which  he  would  have  Iiad 
much  ado  any  other  way  to  have  fubdu'd.    But  they 
aflfordedhim  the  Means  by  thgt  Inclination  of  theirs 
to  imitate  whatever  they  faw  done.  Fcmt  by  that  the 
Huntfers  were  taught  to  put  on  Shoes  in  their  Si^t, 
and  to  tye  them  laft  with  many  Knots,  and  to  muffle 
up  their  Heads  in  Caps  all  composed  of  running 
Noofes,  and  to  feem  to  anoint  their  Eyes  with  Glue  • 
lb  did  thde  filly  Creatures  employ  their  Imitations 
to  their  own    Ruine  •,   thcv  glud  up  their  own 
Eyes,  haltefd  and  bound  tnemfelves.    The  other 
Faculty  playing  the  Mimick,  and  ingenioufly  ading 
the  Words  aiid  Geftures  of  another,  purpofely  to 
make  others  merry,  and  to  raife  their  Admiration, 
.  is  no  more  in  me  than  in  a  Stock.    When  I  (wear- 
my,  own  Oath,  'tis  only  by  Go^,  of  all  Oaths  the 
moft  direct.    They  fay  that  Socrates  fwore  by  his 
T)og  5  Zeno  had  for  his  Oath  tht  fame  Interjettion^ 
at  this  time  in  ufe  amongil  the  Italians^  Cafpari  i 
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Pythagoras  iworc^  by.  Water  zrA  Air,  I  am  lb  apt, 
without  thiiiking  of  it,  to  receive  thefe  (uperficial 
Impreffioii$,  that  if  I  have  MajeSy  or  Higbnefi  in 
my  Mouth  for  three  days  together,  thevtomeout 
iimead  of  Excellency  and  Larjfifh^  eight  days  after  ^ 
^d  what  I  fay  to  day  in  (port  and  iooling,  I 
Ihall  ferioufly  fiy  the  fame  to  morrow.  Wherefore, 
in  writing,  I  more  unwillingly  undertake  beaten  ' 
Arguments,  left  I  fhould  handle  them  at  another's 
ezpence.  Every  fubje<3:  is  equally  fertile  to  me, 
A  Fly  will  ferve  me  for  a  Subjeft,  and  'tis  well  if 
this  I  have  in  hand  has  not  been  undertaken  atthe 
RecOTimendation  of  as  wanton  a  Will.  I  may  be- 
gin with  that  which  pleafes  me  beft,  for  the  Subjedls 
are  all  link'd  to  one  another-,  but  my  Soul  diQ)leafes 
me,  in  that  it  ordinarily  produces  its  deepeft  and 
moft  airy  Conceits,  which  pleafe  me  beft,  when  I 
leaft  expedl  or  ftudy  for  diem  5  and  fiiddenly  vaniih, 
having,  at  that  inllant,  nothing  to  apply  them  to  i 
on  Hcxne-back,  at  the  Table,  and  in  Bed  ^  but  moft 
on  Hbile-backj  where  I  am  moft  given  to  think. 
My  Speaking  is  a  little  nicely  jealous  of  Silence  and 
Attention,  li'  I  talk  my  beft.  Who  intemipts  me, 
cuts  me  cC  In  Travelling,  the  Neceffity  of  the 
Way  will  often  put  aftop  to  Diicourfe^  befides  that 
I,  for  the  moft  part,  travel  without  G)mpany,fit 
to  entertain  long  Diicourfe,  by  Which  ufieans  I  naye 
all  the  Leifiire,!  would  to  entertain'  my  iielf  It 
falls  out  as  it  does  inmy  Dreams,  whilft  dreaming 
Irecommend  them  to  my  Memory,  (forlamapt  to 
dream  that  I  dream)  but  the  next  Morning  I  may 
Tcprefent  to  my  felf  of  what  Complexion  they  were, 
whether  gay,  or  fad,  or  ftrange,  but  wliat  they  were, 
as  to  the  reft,  the  more  I  endeavour  to  retrieve 
them,  the  deq)cr  I  plunge  them  in  Oblivion.  So 
of  Thoughts  that  come  accidentally  into  my  Head, 
I  have  no  more  but  a  vain  Image  remaining  inmy 
Memory,  only  enough  tQ  make  me  tonn<p9t  my 
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felf  ifi  their  queff  to  no]purpofe^  tv^l'j  <lieh,  layii^ 
Books  afide,  and  more  iimf)!^  aiid  riiateriaB^^alc- 
Definltlon  Ing,  I  find  alt^  dJl,  that  Lov^i^  nothtk^Mjebi^ tbS 
of  I^ve.

And'  havmg  often  confider'd  the  ri8feiH 
lous  Titilation  of  tliis  Pleafiipe,  tlie  abfiird,  liaijf^ 
brairfd  and  ftnfelefs  Motions  with' which  it  infpirerf 
Zeno  and  Cratifptif  j  the  indHcreet  Rage,  ahd  th'& 
Countenance  eriflarriM  with-Fiiiy  and  Cruelty  in  th^' 
ft^eeteft  Effifts  of  Low  :  and  the^  that  {bwre^' 
grave,  fevere  and  extaticlc  one  iil  fb  wahtbn .  Bit

cumdfions.  We  have  peradventure  reafbn  to  blame 
our  felves  for  being  gtulty  of  fo  feolifh  a  Produftion 
as^Man,  and  to  call  the  Mi  and  Parts  fliamefol  that 
are  employed  in  the  Work.

?roperly  fliamefiil.)  The  EJfenians^  of  whom 
'linv  fpealcs,  kept  up  their  Countrey  feveral  Ages 
without  either  Nmie  or  Babjr-clouts,  hy  the  ar- 
rival of  Strangers,  who  following  this  pretty  HKi- 
mour,  came  continually  in* to  them:  A  whole 
Nation  being  refolute,  rather  to  hazard  a  total 
Extermination,  than  to  engage  themfelves  in  Fe- 
male Embraces,  and  rather  to  lofe  a  Succeflion 
of  Mpn  than  to  b^et  one.  Tis  faid,  that  Zena 
.  never  had  to  do  with  a  Woman  but  once  in  his 
Life,  and  then  out  of  Civility,  that  he  might  not 
ieemtoo  obftinatelv  to  dildain  the  Sex.  Everyone 
avoids  &eing  a  Man  bom,  every  one  runs  to  fee 
him  dia  ^To  deflxoy,  a  fpacious  Field  is  fought 
out,  arid  iil'Sie  Face^  of  the  Sun  y  but  to  msdce  hifti, 
we  creep  into  as  dark  and  private  a  Comer  as  we 
can.  'Tis  a  Man's  Duty  to  withdraw  himfelf  fitom 
the  light  to  do  it  ^  but  'tis  Glory,  and  the  Fountain 
of  many  Vertues,  to  know  how  to  deftroy  what 
we  have  done :  The  one  is  Injury,  the  other  Fa- 
vour :  For  Atiftotle  fir^s.

What  only  ail 
accidental  touch,  and  of  a  Shoulder,  to  heat  and 
alter  a  Sdid  mortified  and  enervcd  by  Age,  and  the 
ftrideft  liver  of  aH  Mankind  ?  and  pray  i^hy  not  ? 
Socrates  was  a  Man,  and  would  neither  be  ixmf  be?

Appetites  of  the  Body  otight  not  to  be  aiugpoented 
hy  the  Mind^  md  ingeiiui^ifly  warns  i^  not  tio ftir 
tp  Hung^  hjr  Saturity,  tot  v^ifaiff  kA»l pf  £1* 
h  ^  ling 
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ling  theBelljr,  to  avoid  all  Fruition  :that:  may  bring 
us  to  want,  and  allMeats^nd  Drinks  that  procure 
Thirft  and  Hunger:  As  Ihe  does  in  the  Service  of 
Love,  fhe  there  prefcribes  us  to  take  inch  an  Objeft 
as  may  only  limply' fatisfie  the  Body's  real  need, 
and  may  iK)t  ftir  the  Soul,  which  ought  only  barely 
to  follow  and  aflift  the  Body,  without  niixing  in 
the  Affair.  But  hsrire  I  not  resdbn  to  believe,  that 
thefe  Precepts,  which  neverthdefs,  in  my  Opinion, 
are  elfewhere  very  fevere,  are  only  direfted  to  a 
Body  in  its  beft,  and  beft  performing  plight :  and 
tliat  in  a  Body  broken  with  Age,  as  in  a  weak  Sto- 
mach, 'tis  excufable  to  warm  and  fiipport  it  by  Art, 
and  by  the  Mediation .  of  the  Fancy,  to  reftore  the 
Appetite,  and  cheerftilnefs  it  has  loft  in  it  felf. 
May  we  not  fay.  That  there  is  nothing  in  us,  du- 
•ring  tills  earthly  Prilbn,  that  is  purely  eitlier  corporeal 
or  ii)iritual  5  and  that  we  in jurioufly  break  up  a  Man 
alive  •,  and  that  it  feems  but  teafonable  that  we  ihould 
carry  our  felves  as  favourable,  at  leaft  againft  the 
Ufe  of  Pleafure,  as  we.  do  againft  that  of  Pain?  It 
was(  for  example  )  vehement  even  to  Perfection  in 
the  Souls  of  the  Saints  by  Repentance  :  The  Body 
had  there  naturally  a  Share  by  tlie  Right  of  Union, 
and  yet  might  have  but  little  Part  in  the  Caufe  ^ , 
and  yet  are  they  not  contented  that  it  ftiould  barely 
follow  and  aihft  the  afftiaed  Soul.  They  have 
affliaed  it  by  it  felf,  with  grievous  and  peculiar 
Torments,  to  the  Fiid,  that  by' Emulation  of  one 
another,  the  Soul  and  Body  mkht  plunge  Man 
into  Mxfeiy,  by  fo  much  more  filutiterous,  as  it 
is  more  pamfiil  and  fevere.  In  like  mamier,  it  is 
not  InjmHcein  bodily  Pleafiires:  to  iiibdue  and 
keep  under  the  Soul,  and  (ay,  that  it  muft  therein 
be  dra^'d  along,  as  to  fome  enfbcc'd  and  fervile 
Obligation  and  Neceffity  ?  'Tis  rather  her  part  to 
botch  »d  cherifli  them,  there  toprdent  her  felf, 
and  to  invite  them^  the  Authority  of  Ruling  be- 

,.       .     '         longing' 
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lOTging  to  her  ^  as  it  is  alfb  her  Part,  in  my  opini- 
on, in  Plealiires  that  are  proper  to  her,  to  irrfpire 
and  infiife  into  the  Body  all  the  Refentment  it  is 
capable  of,  and  to  ftudy  how  to  make  it  pleafant 
and  ufeful  to  it.    For  it  is  good  reafbn,  als  they  fay, 
that  the  R)dy  ihould  not  purfue  its  Appetites  to  the 
Rrejudice  of  the  Mind  5  but  why  it  is  not  alio  reafbn 
that  the  Mind  fhould  not  piiniie  hers  to  the  Pre- 
judice of  the  Body  ?  I  have  no  other  PaJlion  to  keep 
me  in  breatli.    What  Avarice,  Ambition,  Quarrels 
and  Suits  do  to  others,  who,  like  me,  have  no  par- 
ticular Vocation,  Love  would  nlucli  more  commodi- 
ouflydo^  it  would   rellore  to  .meVigilaucy,  So- 
briety, Grace,  and  the  Care  of  my   Pcrfon.    It 
would  reafliire    my  Countenance,  tliat  thefe  four 
Looks,  thofe  deform'd  and  to  be  pitied  four  Looks 
of  old  A^e,  might   not  Aep  in  to   diferace  itj 
would  again  put  me  upon  found  and  wife  Studies, 
by  which  I  m^ht  render  my  felf  more  lov*d  and 
efteem'd,  clearing  my  Mind  of  the  Defpair  of  it 
(elf,  and  of  its  Ufe,  and  redintegrate  it  to  it  felf  ^ 
would  divert  me    Ironi  a   thoufand  troublefbme 
Thoughts,  and  a  thoufand  melancholick  Humours, 
that  Idlenefs  and  the  ill  pofture  of  our  Health, 
loads  us  withal  at  fuch  an  Age  \  would  warm  a^ain, 
in  Dreams  atleafl,  the  Blood  that  Nature  has  given 
over  •,  would  hold  up  the  Chin,  and  a  little  ftretch 
out  the  Nerves,  the  Vigorous  and*  Gaiety  of  Life 
o{  that  poor  Man,  who  is  going  full  drive  toward 
his  mine.

I  was  ne- 
ver afraid  upon  the  Water,  nor  indeed  in  any  other 
peril  (and  Ihave  iKid  enow  before  my  Eyes,^  tliat 
have  been  juft  enough,  if  Death  be  c»ie)  fo  as  to 
be  aftdnilh'd  and  to  lofe  my  Judgment*  Fear  Iprings 
fbmetimes  a^  well  from  want  of  Judgmait  as  from 
want  of  Course,  AH  the  Dangers  I  have  teen 
in,  I  have  look'd  upon  without  winking,  with  an 
open,  found  and  intire  S%ht;  and  befits,  a  Maa 
muft  have  Courage  to  fear ;  It  has  formerly  ferved 
me  better  than  feme  others,  fo  to  order  my  Retreat, 
that  it  was,  if  not  without  Fear,  ueverthelels  with- 
out Affright  and  Afloaiiiliment  •  It  was  ftirr'd 
indeed,  but  not  amazed  nor  fhipified.  Great  Souk; 
go' yet  much  farther,  and  reprefent  Flights  not  on- 
ij  found  and  temperate,  but  moreover  fierce.  ■  Let 
ws.make  a  Relation  of  that  which  Akibiades  reports 
of  Socrates^  his  Fellow  in  Arms ;  I  foHPki  him^  >  fays 
he,  after  the  Rout  of  our  Army^  him  and  Lachez,  m 
the  Rear  of  thofe  that  fledy  and  canfidered  him  at^  myj^ 
Jjetfrne^  and  in  Security ^  for  I  was  mounted  on  a  good 
tlorfe^  and  he  on  foot^  and  hadfo  fou^t.  I  took 
potice^  in  the  firji  flace^  bow  much  Judgment  and 
Refolution  he  fi^^d^  in  comparifon  of  Lachez  5  and 
then  the  Bravery  of  his  March^  nothing  different,  from 
bis  ordinary  Qate^y  his  Sight  firm  and  regdar^  confide* 
ring  and  'judging  what  fafsd  aboiut  himy  looking  ona 
while  upon  tbojey  atfd  then  ufon  others^  Friends  and 
Enemiesy  after  fucb  a  manner ^  as  encouraged  the  me^

Enemy,  -andjnade  £bsm  fwaUow  that  Vblley  befemr 
they    tafcd  of-  the  reft.,  which*  wa^  no  little 
Advance*,  and  tliat  doiie^  the faid  Chariots  chaiag'd 
into  their  Squadrons'  to  break  them,,  a^dk  make  w^

able  to  pioaire  a  I-ferle  able  to  carry  his  Weight, 
having  a  Qp^rrd,  rH  up  and  down  in  a  Chariot  of 
'^m  Fafhion,  and  found  great  Convenience  in  it^ 
But  let  us  leave  thdie  Chariots  of  War.  hs  if  the 
Infignificancy  of  Coaches  had  not  been  fufficiently- 
inownby  better  Proofs,  the  laft  Kings  of  our  firft 
Itace  traveU'd  in  a  Chariot  drawn  by  four  Oxewi 
Mark  Anthony  was  the  firfl:  at  Rome  that  c^aus'd 
himfelf  to  be  drawn  in  a  Coach  by  Lyons^  and  a 
finging  Wendi,  'wdth  him.  Heliogaialus  did  iince 
as  much,  calling  himielf  Cybek  the  Mother  of  the 
Gods  ^  and  alfo  by  Tygers^  taking  upon  him  the  Per- 
fen  of  the  God  Bacchus  ^  he  alio  iometimes  harnefs'd 
two  Stags  to  his  Coach,  another  time  four  Dogs,  at 
another  four  naked  Whores,  caufing  himfdf  to  be 
drawn  by  them  in  Pbmp,  ftark  naked  too.  The 
Emperour  Firnms  caus'd  his  Chariot  to  be  drawn* 
by  ostriches  of  a  prodigious  fee,  fo  that  it  feem'd 
rather  to  fly  than  roul.  The  Strangenefs  of  thefe 
Inventions  puts  this  other  Fancy  in  my  head  5  that 
The  C3ttef-it  is  a  kind  of  Pufillanimity  in  Monarchs,  and  a. 
p^a  of  Teftimony  that  they  do  not  fufficiently  underihnd 
Stonardis  themfelves  what  they  are,  when  they  iiudy  to  make 
a  idHrao-  themfelveshoriour'd,  and  toappear  great  by  exceiBive 
^f  Pu-  Eipence.  It  were  indeed  excufable  in  a  foreign . 
fimiijnuty.Qj^jj^^jy^  w]iere  they  are  Strangers  •,  but  amongft 
their  own  Subjefls,  where  they  are  in  Sovereign 
Command,  and  may  do  what  they  pkafc,  it  dofo- 
gates  from  their  Dignity,  the  mon:  fupream  D^ree 
of  Honour,  to  which  th^can  arrive.  As,methinks, 
it  is  fuperfluous  m  a  private  Gentleman  to  go  fine- 
fy  drefs'd  at  home  5  his  Houfe,  his  Attendants^  and 
Jus  Kitchitt ,  fiifficiently  anftvTr  for  him.  The 
Advice  that  Ificnnes  gave  his  Kingy  feems  to  be

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grounded  upon  Realbn  ^  that  he  fliould  be  fplendid 
m  Plate  and  Furniture  :  for  as  much  as  it  is  an  Ex- 
pence  of  Duration,  that  devolves  to  his  Succeilors ) 
and'that  he  ihould  avoid  all  Magnificences  that  will^ 
in  a  Abort  time,  be  forgot.    I  bv'd  to  go  fine  when    . 
I  was  a  younger  Brother,  for  want  of  other  Orna- 
ment, audit  became  me  well :  There  are  fbme  upon 
whom  their  Rich  CloSths  weep,  we  have  ftrange  * 
Stories  of  the  Frugality  of  our  Kings  about  their. . 
own  Perfoiis^  and  in  their  Gifts :  Kings  that  were 
great  both  in  Reputation ,  Valour  and  Fortune; 
Venxfibenes  mightily  ftickles.  againft   the  Law  of 
the  City,  that  aifign'd  the  Publick  Monejr  for  the 
,  Pomp  of  their  publick  Play§  and  Feftivals  :  He 
would  that  their  Greatnefs  fliould  be  feen  in  the- 
Number  of  Ships  wdil  equipped,  and  good  Armies 
.  well  provided  for.    Ani  there  is  good  Reafon  to? 
condemn  TbeopbraJhiSy  who,  in  his  Book  of  Riches^ 
has  eftablifli'a  a  contrary  0|)imon,  and  maintains 
that  fort  of  Expence  to  be  the  true  Fruit  of  Abun- 
dance.   They  are  Delight,  fays  Arifiotk^  that  on- 
ly pleafe  the  bafer  fort  of  the  People,  and  that

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Moreover,  it  feems  to  the  Subjeds/ wiao  are  daily 
Spectators  of  thefe  Triumphs,  that  their  own  Rich- 
es are  exposed  before  them,  and  that  they  are  oi- 
tertain'd  at  their  own  Expence^  For  the  People 
Jtre  apt  to  prefiime  of  Kings ^  as  we  do  of  oar  Her^ 
-Oants,  that  they  are  to  take  care  to  provide  us  aU 
things;  neceflar)^ ,  in  Abundance  ^  but  not  to 
touch  it  themfelVe& :  ^  And  therefore  the  Emperotiir 
Qalba^  being  pleafed  with  a  Mfifician  that  play 'd 
to  him  at  Supper,  calFd  for  his  Cabinet,  and  gave 
him  £1  handlul  of  Ctowns  that  he  took  out  of  it, 
with  thefe  Words^'  This  is  not  the  fublick  Mmsy^ 
hit  my  own.

heows  himfeff  toothers.  Authority  is  ni)t  git^e» 
in  favour,  of  the  Magifirate^  but  of  the  P0(^k^ 
A  Superiouris  never  rnade  fo  for  his  own  Profit^ 
but  for  the  Profit  6f  the  Inferiour  v  and-  a  Phyfidari 
for  tlie  Sick  Perfon,  and  not  for  bimfelf.  All  Ma* 
giftracy,  as  well  as  all  Art,  has  ks  End  out  i£it^ 
lelf.  Nulla  ars  in  fe  verfmiTi  Wherefore  the  Qif^ 
verno»rs  of  Young  Princes^  who  make  it  their,  liufi^ 
nefs  to  imprint  in  them  this  Virtue  of  Liberality^ 
and  preach  to  them  to  deny  nothing,  and  to  thinlc. 
nothing  fb  well  Q^ent  as  what  they  give,  a  Doftrme 
that  I  have  known  in  great  Credit  in  rrff  time^. 
either  have  jnore  particular  i^egard  to  theiy  owii 
Profit  than  that  of  tlieir  Mailer,  oj  ill  underftand^ 
to  whom  they  fpe^k.  It  is  too  eafie  a  thing  to^ 
iinprint  Liberality  in  him  who  lias -as  mochas  lie

If  the  •  Liberality .  of  a  Prince 
be  without  Meaflire  or  Discretion,  I  had  rather  he^^^^. , 
tvere  covetous.    A  Royal  Virtue  feems  moft  to  ^on-j^Q^iyif^ 
lift  in  Juftice  ^  and  of  all  the  parts  of  Juftice,  thattue  con*  ' 
beft  denotes  a  King  that  accompanies  his  Liberality  jfifla. 
for  that  they  have  particularly  referv'd  to  be  per- 
formed by  themfelves,  wh^eas  ail  other  forts  of 
JafticTe  tliey  ratiit  to  th6  Adminiftration  of  others. 
All  immoderate  Bounty  is  a  very  weak  means  to 
ficguire  thetti  QooA  Will,  for  it  checks  more  People 
than  it  allm^s  :  ^m  in  plures  ufus  //,  minus  in  nmltos 
Utifoffk.     ^id '<^mem  e^  jMtius'^  quamfjmdUhentefCitmtie 
facias^  cware  nt  Id  SntiUs  facere  non  pjfis  ?

kind  of  Men  thinking  to  afliure  td  themfelves  the 
Pofleffion  of  Benefits  unduly  received,  if  they  ma- 
nifeft  to.have  him  in  Hatred  and  Difdain  of  whom 
thty  hold  them  ^  and  in  this  aflfociate  thertifelves 
to  the  cx)mmon  Judgment  and  Opinion,  The  Sub- 
ject of  ^  Prince  profufe  in  Gifts^  grow  unreafona- 
ble  in  asking,  and  accomjnodate  themfelves  not  to 
Reafon  but  Example.  We  have  iii  eanieft  very 
oft  Reafon  to  blidn  at  our  own  Impudence :  we  are 
over-paid,  according  to  Juftice,  when  the  Recom- 
pence  equals  our  Service  ^  for  do  we  owe  nothing 
of  Natural  Obligation  to  our  Princes  >  If  he  bears 
our  Charges,  he  does  too  much  ^  'tis  enough  that^ 
he  contributes  to  them,  the  Overplus  is  called  Bene- 
fit, which  cannot  be  exadted  :  For  the  very  Name 
of  Liberality  founds  of  .Liberty  j  there  is  no  end 
on't,  as  we  ufe  it.  We  never  reckon  what  we  have 
receiv'd,  we  are  oiily  for  the  future  Liberality* 
Wherefore,  the  more  a  Prince  exhaufts  himfelf  m 
'  giving  ,  the  poorer ,  he  grows  in  Friends.  How 
ihould  he  fatisfie  immoflerate  Defires  that  ftill  in- 
creafe  the  more  they  are  fiU'd?  He  who  has  \m 
Thoughts  upon  taking,  never  thinks  of  what  he  haa 
taken.  Covetoufnefs  has  notliingfb  proper,  and 
fo  much  its  own  as  Ingratitude.  The  Example  of 
Cyrus  will  not  do  amifs  in  tliis  place,  to  ferve  the 
Kings  of  thefe  Times  for  a  Touch-ftone  to  know 
whether  their  Gifts  are  well  or  ill  beftow'd,  and  to 
fee  how,  much  better  that  Emperoiw  confer'd  them 
than  they  do :  By  which  means  tliey  are  reduced 
to  borrow  of  their  unknown  Subjects,  and  rathes 
of  them  whom  they  have  wrong'd,  than  of  them 
on  wliom  they  have  confer'd  their  Benefits,  and 
fo  receive  Aicls^  wherein  there  is  nothing  of  gratui- 
tous but  the  Name.  Crosfus  reproached  him  with 
his  Bounty,  and  caft  up  to  how  much  his  Treafure 
would  amqwit,  if  he  had  been  %  little  clofer  Iwndedi 
^   ^     .  He 
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He  had  a  mind  to  juftifie  his  Liberality,  and  there- 
fore fent  Difpatches  into  all  parts,  to  the  Grandees  of 
his  Dominions,  whom  he  had  p^fticularlj  advanced, 
entreating  every-  one  of  them  to  fiipply  him  with  as 
much  Money  as  they  could,  for  a  preillng  Occafiori, 
and  to  fend  nim  aPartiailar  of  what  every  one  could 
advance.  When  all  thefe  Tickets  were  brought  to 
Jiim,  every  one  of  his  Friends ,,  not  thinking  \t 
enough  barely  to  offer  him  only  fb  much  as  he  had  re- 
ceived from  hisBountv,  adding  to  it  a  great  d(;al  of 
his  own,  it  appeared  that  the  Sum  amounted  to  a 
great  deal  more  than  Cmfus  hi^  R^lconing.  Where-  , 
upon  Cyrus ^  I  am  not,  faid  he,'  lefs  in  lov^e  wish 
Riches  than  other  Princes^  hut  rather' abetter  Wtshatidy 
you  fie  wftb  hotp  fmaU  a  Venture  I  have  acquired 
the  ineflimable  Treafure  of  fi  many  Friends -^  and 
how  nji4cb  -more  faithful  Treafure  they  axe  to  me  than 
mercenary  Men  without  Obligation  ar  Affection  would  - 

he*^  and  m^  Money  hotter  laid  up  than  in  Chejisy  put- 
ting upon  me  the  Hatred^  Envy  and  Contempt  of  other 
Princes,     The    Emperours  excus'd  the  Superfluity 
of  their  Plays  and  publick  Speftacles  ,.  by  reafb^ 
that  their  Authority  did,  in  fbme  fort,  (  at  leaft 
in  outward  Appearance,)  depend  upon  the  Will  of 
the  People  of  liw/^  J  who,  time  out  of  mind,  had 
been  accuftomed  to  be  entertaip'd  and  c^u-efs'd  withi; 
iuch  Shows  and  Excefles.    But  they  were  particu-

If  there  be  any  excufable  in  iiich  ExcdTes  as  thefe, 
it  is  where  the  Novelty  and  Invention  create  more 
Wonder  than  Expence.  Even  in  thefe  Vanities  \m 
difeover  how  fertile  thofe  Ages  were  in  other  kind 
of  Wits  than  thefe  of  ours.  It  is  with  this  fort 
of  Fertility ,  as  with  other  Produias  of  Nature.

the^-Earth,  and  in  the  Seas  of  his  Dominions  ^  and- 
the  Beauty  of  their  Manufaftures,  in  jeiopels^  Fed-r. 
tbers^  Qtton  and  Paintings  ^ve  ample  proof  thafc 
they  were  as  little  inferiour  to  us  in  Induftry.    But 
as  to  what  concerns  Devotion  ^    Obfervance  o£  the 
laws^  Bomty^  Liberality^  Loyaky^  and  plain  Deal- 
ing, it  wa$  of  Ufe  to  us,  that  we    had  not  £b 
jnuch  ?s  th^5  for  they  have  loft,   fold,  and  be- 
trayed themfelves  by  tnis  Advantage.    As  to  Bold^ 
mjs  and  Courage^   Stability^  Conflancy  againft  Pain, 
Himger  and  Death,  I  Ihould  not  fear  to  oppofe 
t|ie  Examples  I  find  amongft  them,   to  the  moft 
lamoys  Examples  of  elder  Times,  that  we  find  in 
our  Records  on  this  fide  of  the  World.    For  asta 
thofe  who  have  fubdu'd  them,  take  but  away  the 
Slights  and  Artifices  they  praftis'd  to  deceive^Iiem, 
^d  the  iuft  Aftonifhment  it  was  to  thofe  Nations, 
^fe?  fo  fftdd^a  and  uneipetled  an  Ajrival  of  Merf 
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with  Beards,  differing  in  Language^  Religion,  Shape 
and  Ccmntenance ,  from  fq  remote  a  Part  of  tne 
World,  and  where  thjey  had  never  heard  there  was 
any  Habitation,  mounted  upon   great  unknown 
Monfters,  againft  thofe  who  had  newr  fb  much 
as  feen  a  Horfe,  or  any  otiier  Beaft  train'd  up  tp 
cany  a  Man  or  an  J"  other  Loading-,  ihell'd  in  a 
hard  and  fhining  Skm,  with  a  cutting  and  glittering 
Weapon  in  his  hand  againft  them,  who,  out  n 
wonder  at  the  Br^tndfs  of  a  Lookmg-glafs,  or  a 
Knife,  would  truclc  great  Treafures  of  Gold  and 
Pearl  •,  and  who  had  neither  ICnowledge  nor  Mat^ 
ter  with  which  at  leifure  they  could  penetrate  our 
Steel:  to  which  may  be  added,  the  Li^tning  and. 
Thunder  of  our  Pieces  aiid  Harquebuites ,  enoughi 
to  fri^t  Cafar  himfelf,  if  furpriz'd  with  fb  litde 
Experience^  and  nowj  againft  naked  People,  if 
not,  where  the  Invention  of  a  little  quilted  Q)tton 
was  in  ufe,  without  other  Arms  at  the  moft,  than 
Bowsy  Stones^  Staves,  and  Bucklers  of  Wood  \  Peo- 
ple iurpnVd  under  colour  of  Friendfhip  and  good 
Faith,  by .  the  Curiofity  of  feeing  ftrange  ind  mi- 
known  things  5  take  but  away,  I  fay,  this  diQ)a- 
rity  from  the  Conquerours,  and  you  take  away  all 
the  occafion  of  lb  many  Viftories,    When  I  look 
upon  that  inyiiicible  Ardor  wherewith  fo  many 
thoufands  of  Men,  Women  and  Children,  have 
jR>  often  prefented,  and  thrown  tliemfelves  into 
inevitable  'Dangers  for  the  Defence  ^of  xhdx  Qods 
and  Liberties  ^  that  generous  Obftiiiacy,  to  fuffer  • 
all  Extremities  and  Difficulties,  and  eveii  Death 
it  felf,  rather  than  fubipit  to  the  l)obunion  of 
thdfe  by  whom  they  had  been  fb  fhamefully  abus'd^^ 
and  fome  of  them  chufing  rather  to,  die -df.  Hunger 
and  Fafting,  than  to  accept  of  Koof ifhment  from 
the  hands  of  their  fo  bafely  vfaorious  Enemies :  I 
forefee,  that  whoever  would  liave  attacked  them 
upon  equal  Twns  of  JSf^^  Exjerig^nce, '  d^  Nfam- 
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ber,  wouM  have  had  a  hai^i,  and  peradventitre  i 
harder  game  'to  play,  than  in  any  other  War  we 
have  feeii.    Why  did  not  fb  noble  a  Conqueft  fell 
imder   Alexander^  or  the  antient  Qre^/t^  and  Rt?^ 
mms  -J  and  fo  great  a  Revolution  and  Mutation 
of  fb  many  Empires  and  Nations,  fall  into  hands 
that  might  have  rooted  up   and  gently  fevellM, 
and  made  plain  and  fmooth   Whatever  was  rough 
ind  falvage  amongft  them,  and  that  might  have 
cherilh'd  and  propagated  the  good  Seeds  that  Na- 
ture had  there  ptoduc'd,  mix'd,  not  only  with  the 
Culture  of  Land,  and  the  Ornament  of  Cities,  the 
Arts  of  this  part  of  the  World,  in  what  was  neceP 
fery,  but  alio  the  Greek  and  Roman  Virtues,  <^ith 
thofe  that  were  Originab  of  the  Country?  What 
,  a  particular  Reparation  had  it  been  to  them^  and 
what  d  general  Good  to  the  whole  WorH,  had 
our  fiift  Examples  and  Deportriient  in  thole- Rtrtd 
diluted  thofe  People  to  the  Admiration  and  Imitktiori 
of  Vertue,  and  had  begot  betwixt  them  and  us  a 
fraternal  Society  arid  Intelligence?  Howeafiefiad 
it  been  to  have  made  Advantage  of  Souls  fo  inno* 
cent,  and  fo  eager  to  learn  5  having  for  the'  mofl 
part  naturally  fogood  Inclinations  before>  Where- 
as on  the  contrary,  we  have  taken  Advantage  <A 
their '  I^iorance  and'  Inexperience  ,  with    great ef 
eafetoiixKne  them  fo  Treachery,  Luxury^  Avarice, 
ind  tbiv'ard^  all  fbrts  of  Inhumanity  and  Crueltyi 
fcy  the'  Pattern  arid  Example  df  our  Manners.  '  Who 
ever  eiflianifd  the  Price  of  Merchandise  at  fuch  S 
4^?  .86' many  Cftiis  kvell'd  with  the  Gn)iiria, 
^.lAaiijr 'Nations  exterminated,  fo  many  -Millions 
oP  P^le  fa^llen  by  the  Edge  of  the  Swdid,  and 
the  'tiditft^d-'nidt  beautihil  part  of  tfie-Wofid 
turrfd  npflde  dbwn,  for  the  Traffick  of  Pearl  and 
fq:)et:;Mechanick'  Vi(5ories!  Never  didAmbiti-^ 
dn,  neVer  d?d'  Animofities  engage  Menagainftonrf 
_  another  to  fuch  a  d^ree  ctf"  Boftility  and  miferabk 
•"  '  "  Calainity^^ 
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Calamity.  Ceftmi  l^aniards  coafiang  the  Sea  ia 
^ueifi:  of  their  Miiie^,  landed  in  a  Srakful,  ami 
plcalant ,  and  vtty;  Weil  |)ec^lod  GmatTy  ^  and 
there  made  to  the  Inhabitants  their  accuftom'd 
ReiinonftraTices  5  That  they  were  pfeaceable  Men,  who

on  the  behalf  of  the  King  of  Cafitie^  the  greateft 
Prince  of  the  habitable  World,  to  whoi»  the  fofe^

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I  do  not  fay,  that  no  Man  fhould  accufe  who  is 
not  clean  himfelf,  for  then  no  one  would  ever  accufe^ 
becaufe  none  is  aMblutely  dean  from  the  fame  fort 
of  fpot^  but  I  mean,  that  our  Judgment,  fidling 
upon  another  whofe  name  is  then  in  qiK^on,  does 
not  at  the  (ame  time  fpare  our  ielves,  but  fentences  lis 
with  an  inward  fevere  Authority,    Tis  an  Office 
of  Qiarity,  that  he  who  cannot  reclaim  himfelf 
from  a  Vice,  fhould  ifeverthelefi  endeavour  to  le- 
move  it  from  another,  in  whoin  peradventure  it  may 
not  have  &  deep  and  malignant  a  roon  Neither  do  I 
think  it  an  aniwer  xq  the  j)urT)ofe,  td  tell  him,  who 
reproves  me  for  my  Faulty  that  he  iilnfelf  is  guil- 
ty of  the  fame.    What  hj  that  ?  The  reproof  is 
notwithftanding  true,  and  of  very  good  ufe.    Had 
we  a  good  Nofe,  our  own  ordure  would  flink  worfe 
to  lis,  fora&iuch  as  it  is  our  own.

Man  muft  not  always  prefently  yield,  what  Truth 
xxc  Beauty  foe  v«  may  feem  to  be  in   the  Argu- 
ment.   Either  a  Man  muft  ftoutly  oppofe  it,  of 
retire,  under  colour  of  not   Underftaiifing  it,  to 
try  on  all  parts  how  it  is  lodg'd  in  the  Author;.   It 
ihay  happen  that  we  may  rmi  upon  the  point,  and 
meet  the  truth  that  we  could  not  otherwife  reach; 
I  hav^  fometimes,  in  the  neceility  and  heat  of  the 
Combat,  made  falfities  that  have  gonie  through  mi. 
through,   beyond  my  expedtation  and  deiign.    I 
onlj  gave  them  in  number,  they  were  received  iii 
weight.    As  when  I  contend  with  a  vigOTpus  Man, 
I  pleafe  my  felf  with   anticipating  his  .conclufions, 
I  eafe  liim  of  the  trouble  of  explaining  hiinfelf-,  I 
ftrive  to  prev«it  his  Imagination,  whilftitisyet 
Ipringing  and  Imperfea :  the  Order  and  Pertinen- 
cy of  hia  Uhderftanding,  warns  and  threatens  me 
afar  off;  I  deal  quite  contrary  with  thefe ^  I  muft 
Underftand,  and  prefilppofe  nothing  but  by  them; 
If  they  determine  in  general  words,  this  is  goo4y 
that  is  nau^bt^  and  that  they  liapi^eii  to  be  in  the 
right,  fee  if  it  be  not  Fortune  that  hits  it  off  for 
them.    Let  them  a  little  circumfcribe  and  limit  their 
Judgment,  why,  or  how  it  is  fo.

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Thefe  are  Men  tfeit  falute  a  whole  People  in  a 
crowd  tt^her-,  Thgr  who  have  a  red  Acqoaiii- 
taire,  take  notice  of,  and  fakte  tlietn  j)ardcalar- 
Ity  and  by  Name.  But  'tis  a  hazardous  Attempt  $ 
and  ftom  which  1  have  more  than  eveiry  day  feen 
it  fallout,  that  weak  Underftaiidings,  having  a  Mind 
to  appear  Ingenious  in  taking  notice^  as  wsy  ^^^ 
a  Book,  of  that  is  Beft,  and  moft  to  be  Amnirld^ 
fix  their  Admiration  upon  Ibmething  fo  very  ill 
diofen,  that  inftead  of  making  us  difcera  the  excel- 
lency of  the  Author,  they  make  us  fee  thdi*  oww 
Ignorance.  This  excMmation  is  fife  enough,  Tbh 
"is fine ^  after  having  heard  a  wholePageot  F/rgfV- 
andbythat  the  cuiminglbrt  of  Fools  five  then> 
^1  ves.  iJut  to  undertake  to  follow  hin  Line  by  line^ 
and  with  an  expert  and  approved  Judgment,  to  oIh 
^ferve  where  a  good  Author  excels  himfeWi  wei^ 
ing  the  Words,  Phrafes,  Inventions,  and  various 
'Excyiencies,  one  after  glnoth^  ^  ^ke  heed  of  that, 
ijk.ofp€.

^nd  Wariike  upon  a  ludden^ » by  a  iFine  Oratf 
ion,  no  more  than  a  Man  becomes  a  good  MulT- 
tian  by  hearing  a  fine  Song,  may  properly  be  laid  of 
luch  an  Admonition  as  tliis.  Thele  are  Apprenticer 
ihips  that  are  to  be  ferv'd  befpre-hand,  by  a  long 
ana  continued  Education.  We  owe  this  care,  and 
this  affiduity  of  Correftion  and  Liftrudlicih  to  our 
.own  \  but  to  ^0  Preach  to  the  firft  .pafleir  by,  an^ 
to  Lprd  it  over  the  Ignorance  and  Folly  of  thp 
firft  »we  meet,  is  a  diing  that  I  abhor.  I  rarely  dp 
it,  even  in  partit^lar  conferences,  and  rather  fbr-

reafonably  pleafe  it  felf.    TTis  ill  Iticlc,  that  Pru- 
dence Ibrbids  lis  to  fatisfie'  and  Titifirin  our  felves, 
and  always  difini/Ies  us  timorous  and  difcontent  5 
whereas  Obftinacy  and  Temerity  fill  thofe  who 
are  poflefs'd  with  them  with  Joy  and  Aflurance. 
i^ris  for  the  Ignorant  to  look  at  other  Men  over 
tlie  Ihoulder,  always  returning  from  the  Coriibat 
fiill  of  Joy  and  Triumph.    And  moreover,  for  the 
moft  part,  this  arrogancy  of  Speech  and  gaiety  of 
Countenance  gives  them   the  better  of  it  in  the 
Opinion  of  the  Audience,  which  is  commonly  Igno* 
rant,  and.  incapable  of  well  Judging  and  dilcerning 
Cbftinacy  the  real  Advantage.    Obftinacy  of  Opinion,  and 
a  teftimo-  heat  in  Argument  are  fureft  proofs  of  Folly.    Is 
nyofFoi-  ^YitYQ  any  tiling  fo  AlTiir'd,    Refolute,  Difdainful, 
^'  Contemplative.  Serious,  and  grave  as  an  Afs  ?  May 

wc  riot  mi^-  witn  the  Title  of  Conference  and  Commu* 
nication,  the  quick  and  fharp  Repartees  which 
Mirth  and  Familiarity^  introduces  amongft  Friends, 
Tleafantly  and  Wittily  Jefting  with  one  another  > 
An  eiercife  for  which  my  TSatnral  gaiety  renders 
me  fit  enough  ^  wliich,  iV  it  be  not  too  long  and 
'ferioiis,  as  the  other  Ifpoke  of,  but  now,  'tis  no  lels 
fmart  and  Ingenious,  nor  of  Icfs  Utility,  as  Lya€rffis 
thought.  For  my  part  I  contribute  to  it  more 
Liberty  than  Wit,  and  have  therein  more  of  Luck 
than. Invention^  but  I  am  perfect  in  fuflfering,  for 
T  endure  a  Revenge,  that  is  not  only  Tart,  but 
indifcreet  to  Boot,  without  being  mov'd  at  all.

Bof  tlierfe  Ihould  be 
fbiiid  reftraint  of  3Law  againft  Foolilh  and  Imperti- 
iient  Beriblers,  as  well  as  againft  V&gabonds  and 
Idle  Perfons  -,  which,  if  thete  was,  both  I  and  an 
hundred  others  would  be  banifli*d  the  Kingdom. 
I  do  not  Q)eak  this  in  Jeft  :  &ribliiig  feems  to  be 
a  fign  of  a  difordared  and  licentious  Age.  When 
did  we  write  fo  tfiiich  as  lince  our  QihI  Wan  ?

"ment,  is,  as  Plata  fyy-s^  a  mighty  and  puiflant  Thing, 
and  fo  hard  to  be  diffblv'd,  that  it  coiitinues,  many 
times  againft  mortal  and  inteftine  Difeafes,  againft 
the  Injury  of  unjuft  Laws,  againft  Tyranny,   the 
Corruption  and  Igtioraike  of»Magiftrates,  and  the 
Licence  and  Sedition  of  the  People.    We  compare* 
our  felves  in  all  our  Fortunes  to  what  is  above  us, 
and  ftill   look    towards  the  better:  But  let   u^ 
uiearure  our  felres  with  what  is  below  u^,  there 
is  no  Cbhdition  {b  mifcrable,  wherein  a  Man  tmy 
not  find  a  Thoufand  Examples  that  will  adminifter 
Confolation.    'lis  our  Vice  that  we'  more  unwil-* 
lingly  look  upon  what  is   above,    than  willingly 
what  is   below :  And  Solon  was  us'd  to  fay,  that . 
ivhoever  would  make  a  heap  of  all  ills  together, 
there  is  no  one  would  not  rather  choofe  to  bear 
away  the  ills  he  has,  tlian  to  come  to  an  equal 
Divifion  with  •  all  other  Men  from « that  heap,  and 
take  with  him  frpni  thence  fo.much  as.  would  upon 
the  dividend  fall   to  his  particular  Ihare.

that  cannot  retain  much  ^  the  preparatiw  begets  « 
gr^t  deal  .xwre  eacpisdation  than  it'  will  (atisfie. 
A  Man  oft  ftrips  himfelf  to  his  Doublet  to  1^ 
no  further  than  hie  would  have  done  in  his  Gown.

4'  qtiam  exp^Batip.  Npthing  tsfo  great  an  adverfary  to 
thofe  v^ho  wake  it  their  BHfindfs  topkafi^  as  ExpeBa- 
tion.  It  h  recorded  of  the  Orator  Curi&^  that  when 
he  proposed  theDivifipn  of  his  Oration  into  Threip 
or  Four  Parts,  it  often  hapned,  either  that  he  for- 
got fome  one,  or  added  one  or  two  more.  I  have 
always  avoided  falling  into  this  inconvenience,  hajr 
ving  always  hated  thefe  Proniifes  and  Pxefeription?, 
not  osily  out  of  diftrutt  of  my  Mcmory^but  alfo  be- 
^fe  tWs  Method  leliihes  top  mufch  of  tlje  Artift« 
bimpliaora  mili tares  decent. .  'Tis  enough  that  I  have 
promised  to  my  felf  never  to  take  upon  me  to  {peak 
inpl^^ce  of  relpcct^  ibr  as  to  Ipeaking,  when  a  Man 
reads  his  Speech,  befidcs  that  it  is  very  abliird,  it 
is  a  mighty  difadvantage  to  thofe  who  naturally

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theMercj  of  my  prefent  invention,  I  will  much 
Ids  doit;  'tis  heavy  dxA  perplext,  and  fuch  as' 
would  never  &niilh  me  in  fiidden  and  important 
Neceffities-  Beniiit,  Reador,  this  Eflay  its  courfe 
alfo,  vand  this  fitting  to  finiili  the  reft  of  my 
ViSme.

It*  is  not 
xeafon  that  my  Gonfeience  ihould  be  much  more

{iond,  my  Faith  .owes  nothing  l^aufe  it  has 
lx>thing  lent  it.  Let  them  truil  to  the  fecurity 
they  have  talcen  without  me  ^  I  had  much  rather 
bi^k  the  Wall  of  a  Prifon,  and  the  Laws  them*- 
^Ives,  than  my  own  Woid.  I  am  nice,  eyen  toBromifes 
Superftition,  in  keeping  my  Promifes,  and  there*«obo 
SoK  xspan  all  Occasions  nave  a  care  to  make  them^^?^ 
certain  and  conditional.  To|  thofe  of  no  great  *^  • 
moment,  I  add  the*  jealoufie  of  my  own  Rule  to 
^ake  it  weight ;  it  ratios  and  opprefles  me  with 
its  own  Intcreft.  Even  in  Actions  that  are  whol-^ 
ly  my  own,  and  free,  if  I  ciice  lay  it,  I  coi> 
ceivethat  I  have  hoand  my  felf,  and  that  deliver 
ring  it  to  the  knowledge  U  another,  t  liave  poft- 
^ycly  enjoyn'd  it  my  own  performance.  Me- 
f  hinxs  I  promife  it,  if  I  but  iay  it,  and  there* 
fbfe  am  not  apt  to  (ay  much  of  that  kind.

I  know 
iome  who  follow  this  Rule,  even  to  In juftice,  who 
mil  fooner  give  than  reftore,  fooner  lend  than 
pay,  and  will  do  them  the  leaft  good  to  whom 
daey  are  moft  obliged.  I  am  of  a  quite  contrary 
Humour.  I  fb  much  love  to  difengagei.aDd  .difob- 
ligate  my  fe|f,  that  I  liave  ibmetimes  look'd  upon 
Ingratitudes,  Affjronts,  and  Indignities  which  I  have 
received  from  thofe,  to  whom  either  by  Nature  or 
Accident  I  was  bound  in  fome  Duty  of  Friendfliip, 
as  an  Advantage  to  me,  taking  this  occafion  of 
their  ill  ufage,  tor  an  acquittance  and  difcharge  of 
fo  much  of  my  Debt.

pby  only  to  teach  his  Sotil  to  be  contented  with 
it,  and  bravely  to  fubfift  without  outward  Con- 
veniences, when  Fate  would  have  it  fo-^  he  was' 
moreover  fo  curious,  as  to  learn  Cookery,  to  Ihave 
himielf,  to  make  Iiis  own  Cloaths,  his  own  Shoo^ 
and  Drawers,  to  provide  for  all  Iiis  Neceflities' 
in  himfdf,  and  to  wean  himfelffrom  th6  Alfi- 
ftance  of  others.  A  Man  more  freely  and  cheer- 
fully enjoys  borrowed  Conveniencies,  whea  it  is 
not  an  Enjoyment  forc'd  and  conftrain'd  by  need, 
and  when  a  Man  has  in  Iiis  own  Will  and  For- 
tune wherewithal  to  live  without  them. .  I  knoW 
my  felf  very  well.  But  'tis  hard  to  ynagine  aiy 
lb  pure  Liberality  of  any  one  towards  me,  any  io 
Free  and  frank  Hdlpitality^  that  would  not  appear 

^  tomeUnhandfom,  Tyrannical,  and  taintedVith 
reproach,  if  Neceffity  had  reduc'd  me  to  it.    As' 

giving* 
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given  is  an  Ambitious  and  Authorative  Qualitjr, 
fo  is  accepting  a  Quality  of  Submiffion.    Wituel^That  'tis 
the  injurious  and  quarrelibme  refufal  that  Bap%et^^\^'^^^^ 
made  of  the  Prefents  that  Themir  fent  him;  andp^^"^* 
thctfe  that  were  offef  d  in  thehehalf  of  the  Bnpc- 
rbur  Solyman  to  the  Emnerour  of  Calicut^  were  (b 
much  difdain'd  hj  him,  tnat  he  not  only  rudely  re- 
jefted  them  5  faying^  that  neither  he  nor  any  of  his 
Predecellbrs  had  ever  been  wont  to  take,  and  that. 
it  was  their  Office  to  give  •,  but  moreover  caus'd 
the   Ambafladors   fent    for  that   purpofe  to  be 
put  into  a"  Diingeon,    When  Thetis^  lays  Ariftotle^ 
flatters  Jupker  ^  *irhen    the  Lacedemonians  natter 
the  Athenians^  they  never  put  them  in  mind  of 
the  good  they  have  received  from  them,  which  is  That 'tis 
always  cfdious,  but  of  the  benefits  they  have  re- odious  to 
cei v'd  from  them  5  fiich  as  I  fee  lb  j&equently  employ  '^^^ 
^very  oine  in  their  i^irs,  and  thruft  themfelves^^jg^^j 
into  fo  much  Obligation,  would  never  do  it,  didcanferr'd- 
they  but  relilh  the  Iwefetnefsof  a  jnire  Liberty  as  I 
do,  and  did  they  but  weigh,  as  wife  Men  Ihould, 
the  burthen  of  Obligation.

a  degree  beyond  all  modem  Example,  't|s  no  g^t . 
wonder  fo  many  parts  of  my  Manners  contributing 
to  it.  A  little  natural  Pride^  a»  impatience  of  be-, 
ing  refiiis'd,  the  contradidlion  of  my  De^es.  andf 
Defigns,  and  my  moft  beloved  Quajitieis,  Mlenefe 
and  Freedom ;  by  all  thefe  together  I  have  conceived 
a  mortal  hatred  to.  being  obliged  to  any  other  thaji 
my  felf.  I  prodigally  lay  out  alH  can  rap- and 
Turing,  of  my  own,  rather  than  employ  the  lx)unty 

of 
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of  another  in  any  light  or  Important  Qccafion  or 
necelFit^  whatever.  My  Friends  do  ftrangely 
importune  me,  when  they  advile  me  to  call  in  a 
TliiTd  Perfoii,  and  I  think  it  cofts  me  little  lefs 
to  difengage  him  who  is  indebted  to  me  hy  making 
ufe  of  hiin,  than  to  ei^age  mj  felf  to  him  that 
owes  me  nothing  :•  The{e  Conditions  being  removed, 
provided  thejr  require  of  me  nothing  of  any  great 
trouble  or  care;  (for  I  have  renounc'd  all  buluiefs 
that  requires  ^eat  diligence)  I  airi  eafily  intreatcd, 
and  ready  to  do  every  one  the  beft.  Service  I  can  : 
But  yet  I  have,  I  coiifefi,  more  avoided  receiving 
than  fought  Occafions  6f  giving,  and  alfo,  accor- 
ding to  Ariftotle^  it  is  more  eane.  My  Fortune 
has  allow'd  me  but  little  to  do  others  good  with- 
al, and  the  little  it  can  afford  is  put  into  a  pretty 
clbfe  hand.  Had  I  been  Bom  a  great  Perlbn,  I 
ihould  have  been  Ambitious  to  have  made  rny 
felf  Belov'd,  not  to  make  my  felf  Fear'd  or 
Admlr'd  •  Shall  I  more  plainly  exprefi  it,  I  fhould 
more  have  endeavoured  to  pleafe  than  to-  do 
good.  Cyrus  very  wifely,  and,  by  the  Mouth 
of  a  great  Captain^  and  better  Philojopber^  prefers 
his  Bounty  and  Benefits  much  before  his  Valour' 
and  Warlike  Conquefl^.  And  the  elder  Scifio^  where

FE  W  things  in  cbhiparifbn  of  what  conimoh* 
hr.affeflr  othpr  Men,  mbye,  or  to  fay  better, 
poflels  me  :.For  'tis  but. Reafon  they  fhould  con- 
cern a  Man,  provided  they  dp  not  poflefs  hiin.    I 
am  very  Ibllieitbps,  both  by  §tu(dy  and  Argument:, 
to  inlarge  this  piriviledge ,  of  Infeiifibility,  which 
'  is  in  me  naturally^  rais'd  to  a  pretty  degree  •,  fb 
that  confeauently.I  efponfe,  and  am  Very  much 
mov'd  with  very  few  things.    I  am  dear  %h- 
ted  enough  \  but  I  fix.  upon  very,  few  Objeas  •

Befidcs  that,  hfita  hofnini-^ 
bns  Ubidine  altndi  de  indnfiria  rnmorts^  Men  having 
a  natural  Defire  to  ncfirijh  Reports^  wc  naturally 
make  a  Coolcience  of  reftoring  what  has  been  lent 
ts,  without  fomc  Ufury  ana  Accefs  ofourSub- 
ftancc.  Particular  Error  firft  makes  the  PuWick 
Error  •,  and  afterwards^  in  turn,  the  publick  Er- 
ror makes  the  particular  one  i  fo  all  this  vaft  Fa- 
brick  gots  forming  and  confounding  it  felf  from 
hand  to  hand,  &  that  the  remotelt  Teftimony  is 
better  inftruded  than  thofe  that  are  neareft ;  and 
the  laft  inform'd  better  perfuaded  than  the  firft. 
'Tis  a  natural  Progrefs:  For  whoever  believes  any 
thing,  thinks  it  a  wotk  of  Charity  to  perfuade  a- 
norher  into  the  fame  Opinion,  Which- the  better 
to.  do,  he  will  make  no  Difficulty  of  adding  as  much 
of  bis  own  Invention,  as  he  conceives  mjceflary  to 
encounter  the  Refiftancc  or  want  of  Conception  he 
meets  with  in  others.

Confcience  of  Lying,  and  am  not  very  Iblicitous 
of  giving  Credit  and  Authority  to  what  I  fay,  do 
yet  find,  that  in  the  Arguments!  have  in  handi 
being  Seated  with  the:  Oppofitipn  of  another,  or  by 
the  proper  Heat  of  iny  own  Narration,  I  fwell  and 
puff  up  my  Subjcft  by  Vaice,  Motion,  Vigour  and 
Force  of  Words  ;  and  moreover  by  Extent  ion  and 
Amplification,  not  without  fome  Prejudice  to  the 
•  naked  Truth :  But  I  do  it  conditionally  withal, 
that  to  the  firft  who  brings  me  to  my  felf,  ^nd  who 
asks  me  the  plains  and  naked  Truths  I;prqfently 
furrender  my  Pallion,  and  deliver  It  to  bim  with- 
out Exaggeratba,  without  Emphafisy  or  any  Lard- 
ing of  my  o\Vn.  A  quick  and  e^riJtft  way  of 
Speaking,  as  mine  i$,  is  apt  to  run  intQ  Jdjipprhplr.

The  Multitude  of  Fools  ii^a  Prote£Hon  to  the^^h^^^  ^f 
Wife.    'Tis  hard  'to  refolve  a  Man's  Judgment  a-'^''  *^- 
^ainfl;  the  common  Opinions.    The  firft  Perfuafiori 
taken  from  the  very  Subjeft  it  felf,  poflefTes  the 
Simple,  and  from  that  it  difTufes  it  felf  to  the  Wife, 
iinder  the  Authority  of  Number  and  Antiquity  of 
the  WitneflcS.    for  my  part,  what  I  /hould  no^: 
believe  frbm^  one,  I  fliould  not  believe  from  an  hunr 
dred  and  dne^   and  do  not  judge  Opinions  by  the 
Years.    'Tis  not  long  fince  one  of  our  Princes,  in 
whom  the  Gout/had  fpoiFd  an  excellent  Nature, 
^nd  fprightiy  Difpofition,  fuffer'd  himfelf  to  befo 
far  perfuadcd  with  the  Report  was  made  of  the 
wonderful  Operations  of  a  ):ertain  Priefi- ;  who  by  A  Prieft 
Words  and  Gelhjres  cur'd  all  forts  of  Difeafes,  as^J^f  ^"^^^ 
to  go  a  long  Journey  to  feek  him  out ;  and  by  thejifcaf^by 
Force  of  his  Apprehenfion  for  fome  time,  fo  perfua-  wordsand 
ded  and  laid  his  Legs  aflcep,   as  to  obtain  that  Ser-  gcftures* 
vice  froni  them  they  had  a  long  time  forgot.    Had 
Fortune  heap'd  fiv^  or  fix  fuch  like  Accidents,   it 
had  been  enough  to  have  brought  this  Miracle  into 
Nature.    There  was  after  difcover'd  fo  much  Sim- 
flicity^  and  fo  little  Art  in  the  ArchiteElure  of  fuch 
Operations,  that  they  were  thought  too  contempti- 
ble to  be  punilh'd  j   as  would  be  thought  of  mofl 
fuch  things,  were  they  well  examined.    Miramur  stmc^  Ef^ 
ex  intervaih  fallentia^  We  admire  at  dijtance  things  n^* 
that  deceive.     So  does  our  Sight  oft  repreftnt  to  us 
ftr^Qgc  Imag?s  atdiftance,  that  v^oilh  in  approacb- 
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Ocu Hn^^^ing  near.  Nfinqnam  ad  U^i^idHm  famaf er duett ht^ 
Fame  is  never  brought  to  be  clear.  'Tis  to  be  won* 
der'd  at,  from  how  many  idle  Beginaings  and  fri- 
volous Caufes  fuch  famous  Impreflions  commonly 
{proceed-  TMs  it  is  that  obftrufls  the  Information; 
or  whilft  we  feek  opt  the  Caufes>ahd  the  great  and 
weighty  Ends,  worthy  of  fo  great  a  Name,  we  lofc 
the,  true  ones.  They  efcape  our  Sight  by  their  Lit* 
tlenefs:  And,  in  truth,  a  prudent,  diligent  an4 
'  fubtle  Inquifition  is  required  in  fuch  Searches  ;  in- 
different and  not  prepolfefs'd.  To  this  very  Hoar 
all  thefe  Miracles  and  ftrange  Events  have  con-r 
ceaFd  themfelves  from  me  \  I  have  never  feen  a 
greater  Monfter  or  Miracle  in  the  World  than  my 
felf :  A  Man  grows  familiar  with  all  ftrange  things 
by  Time  and  Cuftom ;,  but  the  more  I  frequent,  and 
the  better  I  know  my  felf,  the  more  does  my  own 
Pcformity  aftonifli  me,  and  the  lefs  I^  underftand 
my  felf.  The  principal  Right  of  Advancing  and 
Producing,  fuch  Accidents,  is  referv'd  to  Fortune^ 
Riding  the  other  Day  thro'  a  Village,  about  two 
Leagues  from  my  Houfe,  I  found  the  Place  yet  hot 
with  the  Rumour  of  a  Miracle  lately  happen'4 
there,  wherewith  the  Neighbourhood  had  been  ft- 
veral  Months  amused,  and  lb,  that  neighbouring 
Provinces  began  to  take  the  Marm^  and  to  run  thi- 
ther in  great  Companies  of  all  forts  of  People.  A 
you^g  Fellow  of  the  Town,had  one  Night  counter^ 
feited  the  Voice  of  a  Spirit  in  bis  ovrn  Houfe,  with- 
out any  other  Defign  at  prefent,  but  only  for  Sport  j 
but  this  having  fuccecded  with  him  a  little  better 
than  he  expected,  to  illuftratc  his  Farce  with  more 
uiBors^  he  took  a  ftupid  filly  Country-Girl  into 
the  Scene,  and  atlaft  they  were  three  of  the  lame 
Age  and  Underftanding  •,  and  from  domeftick  Le- 
ctures, proceeded  to  publick  Preaching,  hiding 
themfelves  under  the  Mtar  of  the  Churchy  never 
fpeaking  but  by  Night,  and  forbidding  any  Light 
to  be  brought,  Words  which  tended  to  the  Con-" 

verfioh 
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."vtt^fiAii  of  t^h^  'Worid,  iind  Threats  of  the  t)ay  of 
Jijagtnent  (for  thefe  are  Sobjefts  under  thp  Autho- 
^fty  and  Reverence  of  which  Impofture  does  rtioft 
Jecnrely  Inrk  and  lie  conceard)   and  thence  pro- 
cttding  tt)  vlchjus  and  odd  Geftnres^  fb  limple  axid 
rtditulotfe)  that  nbthing  conld  hardly  be  fo  grtfe 
and  contemptrble  amongft  little  Children :  Yet  had 
Fprttihe. never  fo  little  fa vour'd  the  Defign,  wh6 
knb^sto  wbat  Height  this  Juggling  might  have  at* 
.laftarrivM?   ThefeTOor  i)^v/7/ are  at  preftiit  id 
iPrifbn,  and  ai^  like  mortly  to  pay  for  t;heir  fdlM 
and  I  know  not  whether  fome  Judge  may  pot  alio 
wake  thttn  thiart  for  this.    We  iee  clearly  ji^  thi^

World  are  begot  by  our  being  'taught  to  be  afraid 
of  poflefling  our  Ignorance,  and  that  we  are  boun4 
to  accept  all  things  we  are  not  able  to  refute*    We 
Ipcak  of  all  things  by  Precepts  and  RefoUitioiu 
The  Style  of  Rome  was,   that  even  that  which  i 
Witnefs  depos'd  for  having  fcch  it  with  his  own 
Eyes,  and  what  a  Judge  determined  with  his  moft 
certain  Knowledge,  was  couch*d  in  this  Form  of 
speaking,  It  feems.    They  make  me  hate  things 
that  are  likely,   when  they  impofe  them  upon  me 
for  infallible.     I  love  thcfe  Words  which  mollifie 
and  moderate  the  Temerity  of  our  Propo'dtions, 
Txr^dvtntHtt^  In  fome  Sortj  *Tis  faid^  1  think j  and 
"th^  like  :    And  had  V  been  to  train  up  Children,  I 
had  lb  put  this  .Way  of  Anfwcring  into  their  Mouthsj^ 
inquiring^  and  hot  rcIblutive,W''fe^^  does  this  mean  ? 
i  underfiatid  it  not ;  It  tnay  be  \  It  is  true  ;  that  they^ 
Ihotild  rather,  h^ve  retam'd  the  Form  of  Pupls  at 
flirfcf^^  Yt^r?  old,  than  to  go  out  poifors^  a$ 
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*"  they^now  do^  at  Teq.  Whoever  wiEbc  cur^d  oi 
Igprancc,  muftxoafefs  it.^  /r/i  is  the  Daugbtei^'of 
Tha^imantis.  Admiration  is  the  Fonndation  of  all 
Thilofofhyj  Inqtiifition  the  Progrefj^  and  Ignorance 
the  knd.  Ay,  but  there  is  a  fort  of  Igaoraac^ 
ftrong  and 'generous,  that  yields  nothing  ia  Honour 
and  Ctf/irrf^<  to  knowledge  i  an  Ignorance,  which 
to  coqceive,  requires  nolefs  knowledge  thanKnow!* 
ledge  it  felf.  I  faw,  in  my  younger  Years,  a  Ke^ 
fm  of  a  Proeejs  that  Corr^s  a  CQunfellour  of  Tho* 
lonje  put  out  in  Print,  of  a  ftrai^e  Accident  cjf 
two  M«n,  who  prefented  tbemfekes  ttxe  one  for 
th^  other.  I  remember  ( and  \  hardly,  remember 
any  thing  elfe)  that  \i^  feem'd  to  h^ve  rendcr'd  tbp 
Impofture  of  him  whom  he  judgM  to  be  guilty^  & 
wonderful,  and  fo  far  exceeding  both  our  Knowr 
ledge  and  h'is  own,  who  was  the  Judge,  that  I 
thought  it  a  very  bold  Sentence  that  jcondemn'd 
him  to  be  Hang'd.  Let  us  take  up  Ibme  Form  d 
^rrcfij  that  fays,  TTje  Conn  nnderfiands  nothing  of 
the  matter  j  more  freely  and  ing^nuoufly  than  th^ 
Areofagites  flid,  who  finding  themfelves  perplex'd 
with  a  Canfe  they  could  not  unravel,  prder'd  the 
Parties  to  appear  again  after  an  Hundred  -Years* 
The  Witches  ©f  my  Neighbourhood  run  a  baisnard 
of  their  Lives^  upon  the  IntelligchcQ  of  every  nevf 
Atithor^  that  will  give  real  Body  to  his  J)reams.  To 
accommodate  the  E.^amples  that  Holy  Writ  gives 
us  of  Tuch  things,  molt  certain  and  irrefragable 
Examples,  and  to  tye  them  to  our  modern  Events^ 
being  we  neither  fep  the  Caufes  nor  the  Means^  wifl 
require  another  fort  of  Wit  than  ours*.  It  perad- 
ventyre  only  appertains  to  that  fb|e  allrpoUent  Te- 
ftimoriy,  to  tell  ps,  This  island  that  is^  and  not 
that  other.  iG  0  D  ought  to  be  believ'd,  and  cer- 
tainly with  very  good  keafon  j  bqt  not  one  among(fc 
us,  for  all  that,  who  is  a  ftonifli'd  at  his  own 'Nar- 
ration, (and  he  mult  of  neceflity  be  aflonifh'd,  if  he

very  well  that  Meaare  angry,  and  that  lam  fpr* 
bidden  to  doubt^ipon  p^in  or  execrable  injuries.

1 
am  not  to  be  cufit  [n^p  Belief.  Let  them  be  angry 
with .  thofe  that  acculc  ,th?ir  Opinion .  of  Falfity,  I 
only  accufe  it  of  diScnlty  and  Boldnefs ;  and  con- 
denan  the  *oppoflte  ^Ajffirn^jation  cquaH  Ip 

iropH^f^nlly  with  thcra.  Who  wj^l  eftablilh  his 
IDiicbiirreJey  Authority  and  HufErig,  difcovers  bis 
TReafon'to  be.>Yery  weak.  For  a  verbal  andfcho; 
Jaftkk,  Alteration,  let  them  have  as  much  Appear^ 
ance  as  their  Contradictors.  VideamHr  f^np^  non  ^i^^^j 
Affir.meifiUr  moda  .l^\\i  in  the  real  Confcquence  they  s^cn. 
iiraw  f^-ora  it,  thefc,  have  much  the  Advantage.  To 
Jcill  Men,  a  clear'.ajUd  Ihining  Light  is  required  j  and 
onr  JLife.is  too  real  and  eflential  to  warrant  thefe 
fupernatural  and  fantaftick  Accidents.  As  to 
Drugs  and  Foifons^l  throw  them  out  of  ihy  account, 
as  being  th^  worft  forts  of  Homicides  :  Yet  even  ia 
this,  'tis  faid,  that  Men  are  not  always  tainfifl  upr 
on  the  proj>er  Confeffibas  of  tbefe  People ;  Ifer  they 
Jiave  fbmetimes  been  known  to  accufe  theraiHvcs 
of  the  Murther  of  pcrfons  who  hav? '  afterwards 
been  found  Jiving  and  well.  In  thefe  otber  extra* 
vagant  Accufations,  I  Ihall  be  apt  to  fay.  That  it  . 
is  Sufficient,  a  Man^  what  Recommendation  Ibvever 
Jic  may  have,  be  believ'd  in  hum^n  thingjs  j  but  of 
yvhat  is  beyond  his  Conception,  and  bf  fupernatural 
%SkSc^  he  ought  then  only  tob^  beJicVM^  when  ^ur 
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tfiori2'd  by  a  fup^rnatural  Atiprobattoh.  Tbe-Prt^ 
Yilcgc  it  has  plcas'd  Jlmighy  ^ad  to  give  to  tbint 
of  our  Witncflfes,  bo^fioftti  beHghtly  cottrtmr- 
nicatcd  and  mdde  cheap.    I  have  ray  Ears  batttrrM

That  one  of  us  (honld  be  carry'd,  by  a  ftrong  Spirit, 
tapoh  a.  Broom-flafF,  Flcfh  and  .Bones  as  <vc  are,  up 
thb  ftaft  of  ■  a  Chimney  ?   Let  us  not  feek  Illufioas 
from  without  and  unknown,  who  are  perpetnallf 
agitdtedHvith  IHufions  noraeftic'k  and  onr  own.  Me- 
thinks  a  Man  Is  pvdonablein  disbelieving  a  Mira* 
.  .  tie,  as  mufch  at  leaft  as  he  ciii  divert  and  elude  the 
•  '  Vcrificatioh  by  no  wondcfftil  w^ys.    And  I  am  of 
5t.  AHgufiifn?%  Opinion,  That^tis  better  to  lean  to- 
wards Doubt  than  Aflfurance,  4n  things  bard*  to 
?rove  and  dangerous  to  believfe.    'Tis  now  fome 
■ears  ago,  that  I  traveled  thro'  the  Territories  of 
a  fovercign  Priwr^  who,  in  my  favour  and  to  abate 
my  Incredulfty,  did  me  the  Honour  to  let  me  fee, 
in  his  own  Prefence  and  in  a  t)articular  Place,  ten 
or  twelve  Prilbners  of  this  kind  •,  and  amongft  o- 
thers,  an  6\A  Hag^  a  real  Witch  in  Foulneft  and 
Deformity,  who  long^liad  befin  famous  in  that  i*r^-

oiarks.    1  know  not  what  infenfiblt  Mark  upon  the  miferablc

.  reft,  as  much  apd  as  long  as  I  tconld,  and  made  the 
fceft  and  foundeft  GWcrVations  1  could,  neither  am 
T(  a  Man  toTufFer  toy  ■  Judgmcot  to  be  captirated  by 
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fnfcffejfion  j  and,  in  the  end,  ihoulcj  in  Cgfofcience 
fooncrhave  prefcrib'd  them  HelleUrt  thad  Hem^ 
lock.  CaptifjHC  res  msgis  mentihas^  ijHfmcpnfifU-^^'^^^^f 
fMtis  fimilis  vifs.  The  thing  was  rather  to  be  dttri^^ 
huted  to  Madnefs  than  Malice,  Joftice  has  Correct!-  . 
on  proper  for  fuch  Maladies.  As  to  the  Oppofiti- 
pas  and  Arguments  that  honefl:  Men  have  made 
|ne>  both  there  and  oft  in  other  places,  I  have  met 
with  none  that  have  convincM  me,  and  that  have 
not  admitted  a  more  likely  Solution  than  their  Con-- 
ilHfiftJs.  It  is  true  indeed,  that  the  Proofs  and 
Reafons  that  are  founded  upon  Experience  and 
Matter  of  Fad,  I  do  not  go  about  to  untie,  neither 
have  they  any  End  ,  I  often  cut  them,  as  Alexan^ 
der  did  the  Gordion  Knot.  After  all,  'tis  the  fet-? 
ting  a  Man's  Conjcdur.es  at  a  very  high  Price  upoa 
them,  to  caufea  Man.  to  be  roafted  ^alive*  Wc 
are  told, by  fevcral  Examples  (and  particularly 
frafiafftifiSy  of  his  Father)  that  bfeing  more  pro- 
foundly aflcep  than.  Men  ufually  arc,hc  fancy 'd  him-? 
fejf  to  be  a  Afare^^tkd  that  he  ftrv'd  the  Soldiers  foe 
a  Snmper  ;  and  .what  he  fancy'd  himfelf  to  be,  he 
really  prov'd.  If  Sorcerers  dream  fo  materially ; 
if  Dreanos  can  Ibmetimesfo  incorporate  themfelves 
with  Effefls,  I  cannot  believe  that  therefore  our 
Wills  Oiould  be  aecountablc  to  Juftice ;  which  I 
feyi,  ,as  a  Man,  who  am  neither  Judge  nov  Frivy 
^omfeihHT'^  and  that  think  ray  feif  by  many  De* 
gree4  uaworthy^  fo  ta  be,  but  a  Man  of  the  Com- 
mon Ibrt  born,  and  vow'dto  the  Obedience  of  the 
Kblick  Reafon,  both  in  Words  and  Ads-  He  that 
►iild  record  my  idle  Talk  to  the  Prejudice  of  the 
pioft  paltry  Law^  Qpimon  or  Cnflom  of  his  Parifli, 
would  do  himfelf  a  great  deal  of  wrong,  and  me 
mucb  more.  For  in  what  I  fay,  i  warrant  noo-* 
iher  Certainty,  but  that  'tis  what  I  bad  then  in  my 
Thoorfit.  Tumultuous  and  wavering  Thought, 
AH  1  uy  is  by  w^y  of  Difcourfe,  and  nothing  by 
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Chero  vray  of  Advice.  Nee  t»e  fudet  nt  iftosy  fateri  riefci^ 
A^aJ,  Yf^  ^i^qJ^  ncfciam.  Neither  ^m  lajham^d^  as  they  artj 
to  confefs  my  Ignorance  of  n$hdt  I  do  not  kttow,  1 
fhould  not  fpeak  fo  boldly,  if  it  were  my  Due  to 
be  believ'd.  And  fo  I  told  a  great  Man,  who 
complain'd  of  the  Tartneft  and  Contention  of  my 
Advices.  Perceiving  you  to  be  ready,  and  pre- 
pared on  one  part,  I  propofe  to  you  the  other, 
with  all  the  Diligence  and  Care  I  can,  to  clear 
your  Judgment,  not  to  oblige  it.  (7<>^  has  your 
Hearts  in  bis  Hands,  and  will  furnifh  you  with 
Choice.  I  am  not  fo  prefumptuous  as  to  defire 
that  my  Opinions  ihould  fo  much  as  incline  you  to 
a  thing  of  fo  great  Importance.*  My  Fortune  has 
not  train'd  them  up  to  lo  potent  and  elevated  Coa- 
cluCons.

In  this  feminine  RefahUck^  to  c- 
the  Sport  vade  the  Dominion  of  the  Males,  they  lam'd  tbem 
p^  Venus,  in  ^hej^  Infancy,  both  Arhis,  Legs,   and  other 
Members  that  gave  them  Advantage  ovcf  them, 
and  only  made  ufe  of  them  in  that  whereiii  wc  in 
the  other  parts  of  the  World  make  ufe  of  them.     I

Breeches,  whilft  fo  iitting  at  work,  roqzes  and 
provokes  their  Delire,  as  the  Twinging  and  jolting 
of  Cmches  does  that  of  our  Lddits.    Do  not'  thefe'  ... 
Examples  ferve  to  make  good  what  I  faid  at  firlt. 
That, our  Reafons  often  anticipate  the  Efied,  and 
have  fo  infinite  an  Esetent  of  Jurifiiiftioa,  that  they 
judge  and  exercife  themfelves,  even  in  Inanity  and 
where  there  is  no  Being?   Befides,  the  Flexibility' 
of  our  invention  toi  forge  Reafons  of  all  forts  of 
Dreams,  our  Imagiiiation  is  equally  facile  to  re*- 
'  ceive  Imprefllons  of  Falfity,  by  very  frivolous  Ap- 
pearances.   For  by  the  fole  Authority  of  the  anti- 
cat  and  common  nfe  of  this  Prav^rl^,   I  have  for-

He  €!xftl- 
tM  nothing,  but  tather  brought  dowtai  and  redoc'd 
all  Afperities  and  Difficulties  ta  their  driginal  attd 
natural  Condition,  and  fubjefted  theft: Pdwttr.t  f^or 
in^Ati  ftis  moft  mabifeft,  that  thene  is  a  Proceed- 
iftg  extruded  far  beyond  the  common  way^  of  or- 
dtdft^y  Mcii<  la  the  bran  Exploits  of  his  Life,  and 
*  *  •"-'  ia 
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in  his  Death,   we  find  him  always  mounted  upon 
his  manag'd  Horfcs.    Whereas  this  Man  always 
creeps  upon  the  Ground,  and  with  a  flow  and  or- 
dinary Pace,  treats  of  the  mofl:  ufeful  Difcourlcs, 
and  bears  himfelf  through  both  at  hk  Death,  and 
the  nicc^ft  Traverfts  that  would  prefent;  themfelves 
in  the  Courle  of  Humaii  Life.    It  has  fallen  Out 
Well,  that  the  Man  molt  worthy  to  be  known,  and 
to  be  prcfented  to  the  World  for  Example,  fhonld 
be  he  of  whom  we  have  the  molt  certain  Know-, 
ledgej  he  has  been  pry'd  into  by  the  mofl:  clear- 
lighted  Men  that  ever  were.

lence  againfl:  Calumny,   Tyranny,  Death,  and  the 
Pcrverfenefi  of  his  Wife  :  You  will  find  nothing  in 
all  this  borrowed  from  Jrts  and  Sciences.   The  fim- 
♦plcft  may  there  difcover  their  own  Means  and  Pow- 
er i   'tis  not  poflible  more  to  retire,   or  to  creep 
more  low.    He  has  done  Human  Nature  a  great 
Kindnefs  in  (hewing  it  bow  much  it  can  do  of  it

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fclf.    Wc  arp  all  of  us  richer  than  wc  think  we  arcj 
but  wc  are   taught  to  borrow  and  to  beg,    and 
brought  up  more  to  make  ufc  of  what  is  another^s 
than  our  own.    Man  can  in  nothing  fix  and  con- 
form himfelf  in  his  mecr  Ncceffity.    Of  Fleafore, 
Wealth  and  Power,  he  grafps  at  more  than  be  can 
hold  y  his  Greedinefs  is  incapable  of  Moderation. 
And  I  find,  that  in  CurioGty  of  Knowing  he  is  the 
fame  ^  he  cuts  himfelf  out  more  Work  than  he  can 
do,  and  more  than  he  needs  to  do :  Extending  the 
Utility  of  Knowledge  as  far  as  the  Matter*     Vt 
^^^*^f*  omnmrn  rcrum^  fie  liter  arum  ^Koqnt^   intemperaniis 
*         Uboramus^  Tbat^    as  of  every  thing  elfe^    we  Jhould 
dlfo  be  fick  of  the  Intemferance  of  Letters.     AikI  Id* 
citus  has  reafon  to  commend  the  Mother  of  -^j>'*'- 
coUy  for  having  reflrain'd  her  Son  in  his  too  vio- 
lent Appetite  of  Learning.    'Tis  a  Good^    if  duly 
conlider'd,  which  has  in  it,  as  the  other  CooJs  <rf 
Men  have,  a  great  deal  of  Vanity,   and  of  proper 
and  natural  Weaknefs,   and  that  colts  very  dear ; 
the  Acquifition  of  it  is  more  hazardous,  than  that 
of  all  other  Meat  or  Drink.    For  in  other  things, 
what  we  have  bought,  we  carry  home  in  ibme  Vcfr 
fbl,  and  there  have  Liberty  to  examine  our  Mar- 
kets,  how  much  itcofts,  and  what  'tis  worth,  ac- 
cording to  the  Seafbn^  but  Sciences  we  can^  at  the 
very  nrft,   befl;ow  into  no  other  Vellel  than  the 
Soul;  we  fwallow  them  in  buying,  and  return  from 
the  Market,  either  already  ^^inrccied  or  amended. 
There  are  of  fuch  forts  as  only  burthen  and  over- 
charge the  Stomach  inftead  of  nourilhing^    and 
moreover,  £bme  that,  under  colour  of  curing,  poi- 
ibn  us.    I  have  been  pleas'd,  in  place  where  I  have 
been,    to  fee  Men  in  Devotion  vow  Ignorance  as 
well  as  Chafiity^  Poverty  and  Penitence.    'Tis  alfi> 
a  gelding' of  our  unruly  Appetites  to  bluutthis  Cu- 
pidity that  fpurs  us  on  to  the  Study  oi[  Books,  aad 
to  deprive  the  Soul  of  this  voluptuous  Compiacea- 

cy, 
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cy,  that  tickles  u$  with  the  Opiaion. of  Knowledge. 
And  'tis  plcn^rily  to  accomplifli  the  Vow  of  )Pover^ 
ty  to  add  unto  it  that  of  the  Mind.     We  need  not 
|>e  taught  to  life  at  our  eafe.    And  Socrates  tells 
us,  that  it  is  in  us>  with  the  way  bow  to  find  it,*- 
and  the  manner  how  to  ule  it.    All  the£e  Acquifiti* 
ons  of  ours,  which  exceed  our  natural  ones,  are, 
upon  the  matter,  fuperfiuous  and  vain.    'Tis  much  . 
if  they  do  not  more  burthen  and  cumber  us  than 
they  do  us  good. ;  Pane  is  opns  efi  Uteris  dd  mentem  ^Wi. 
bon^mj    A  Man  of  good  natnral   farts^  and  a  good 
jyiff  option  J    has  no  great  need  of  Learning*     'Tis  a 
ieverifli  Excefs  of  the  Mind  •,    a  tempeKUOus  and 
unquiet  Inftrumcnt-    Do  but  recollect  your  fclf,  •    • 
aad  you  will  find  in  your  felf  fuch  natural  Argn* 
meats  againft  Death,  which^are  true,  and  morp 
proper,  and  fit  to  ferve  you  in.  time  of  Neceflity. 
.^Tis  they  that  make  a  Peafant^  .  and  an  intire  Peo- 
ple die  with  as  much  Q)nfl:ancy  as  a  fhUofopher. 
Should  I  have  died  lefs  chearfully  before  I  had  read 
Ci€ero\  THfcnlanes }    I  believe  not.     And  when  I 
find  my  felf  at  the  beft,  I  perceive  that  my  Tongne 
is  inrich'd  indeed,  bu(  my  Courage  little  or  nothing

Plutartifs 
Way,  by  how  much  it  is  more  difHainful,  and  far- 
ther ftretchM,  is,  in  my  ppinion,  fb  much  more 
manly  and  perfijalivc  j  and  I  am  apt  to<  believe, 
that  his  Soul  had  more  aff»r'd  and  more  regular 
Motions.  The  one  more  fharp,  pricks  and  makes  ds 
ftart,  and  more  touches  the  Soiil  ;^  the  other  more 
folidf,  informs,  eltablilhes,  <:onftantly  fupports  us, 
and  more  totiches  the  Underftariding.  That  ra- 
viflies  the  Judgment,  this  wins  it;  I  have  likewifc 
feen  other  Writings  Vet  more  reverenc-d  than  thefe, 
that  in  the  Reprelcntation  of  the  Conflid  they

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paint  them  fo  Iharp,  lb  powerful  and  invincible, 
that  we  our  felves,  who  arcofthe  meaner  fort  of 
the  People,  are  as  much*  to  wonder  at  the  Strange^ 
ncft  and  unknown  Force  of  their  Temptation,  as  at 
their  Refiftance.

Even  from  thefe  does  Na- 
ture every  .day  extraft  EfFefts  of  CoAfiancy  and  Par 
tignct^  more  pure  and  manly  than  thofe  we  lb  in* 
quifitively  ftudy  in  the  Scboals.  How  many  do  I 
firdinarily  fee,  swho  flight  Poverty  ?  How  many 
that  deiire  to  die,  or  that  do  it.  without  Alarm  or 
Regret  ?  He.  that  is  now  digging  in  my  Garden, 
has  this  Morning  buried  his  Father,  or  his  Som 
The  very  Names  by  which  they  call  Difcafcs  fwee- 
ten  and  moUifie  the  Sharpnefs  of  them.  The  T/Jfick 
.  is  with  them  no  more  but  a  Cofighy  tht  Bloody -fiux 
but  a  Loofenefs^  a  PUurifie  but  a  Stitch^  and  as  they 
gently  name  them  j  fo  they  patiently  endure  them. 
They  are  very  great  and  grievous  indeed,,  when 
thev  hinder  their  ordin^y  Labour  ;  and  they  ne- 
ver Keep  their  Beds  but  to  die.

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and  no  Part  is  free  from  Corruption,  For  there  is 
no  Air  that  Men  fo  greedily  draw  in,  that  diffufes 
it  (elf  fo  ibon,  and  that  penetrates  fo  deep  as  that 
of  Licence.  Our  Armies  only  fobfift,  and  are  kept 
together  by  the  Cement  of  Strangers  \  for  of  French 
there  is  now  no  conftant  and  regular  Body  of  an 
Army  to  be  made.  What  a  Shame  it  is  ?  there  is 
no  more  Difcipline  but  what  we  learn  from  bor* 
row'd  Soldiers.  As  to  us  our  felves,  our  Conduft 
is  at  Difcretion,  and  not  of  the  Chief,  but  e* 
very  one  at  his  own ;  the  General  has  a  harder 
Game  to  play  within  than  he  has  without :  In  the  • 
Word  of  Command  to  warch^  drarv  up^  wheel^  and 
the  like,  we  obey  him  indeed ;  but  all  the  reft  is 
diilblute  and  free.  It  pleafes  me  to  obfervehow 
much  Pufillanimity  and  Cowardile  there  is  in  Am*^ 
bitionj  by  how  abjeft  and  fcrvileways  itmuft  ar-? 
rive  at  its  End,  but  withal,  itdifpleafes  me  to  fee 
good  and  generous  Natures,  and  that  are  capable 
of  Juftice,  every  day  corrupted  in  the  Managery 
and  Command  of  this  Confufion.  Long  Tolerati-^ 
on  begets  Habit,  Habit  Confent  and  Imitation.  ^ 
We  had  ill-cohtriv'd  Souls  enow,  without  fpoiling  t 
thofe  that  were  generous  and  good  j  {b  that  if  we 
bold  on,  therfe  will  not  remain  any  with  whom  to 
intruft  the  Health  of  this  State  of  ours,  in  cafe  For* 
tune  chance  to  reftore  it.

For  an  Egg  ta- 
ken in  Tnrkey  without  paying  for't,  fifty  Blows  with 
a  Cudgel  is  the  prefixed  Rate  i  for  any  thing  elfe, 
of  what  fort,  or  how  trivial  foever,  notneceflary 
to  Nourilhment,   they  are  prefently  ipipaird,  or 
beheaded  without  Mercy.     I  am  aftoqiint,  in  the 
Hiftory  of  Selimy  the  moft  cru^l  Conqueror  that 
^vcr  was,  to  fee  thf»t  when  he  Aibdu'd  ^ji^ypfy  the 
beautiful  Gardens  about  Damasy  being  all  Open, 
and  in  a  Conquered  Land^  and  his  Army  encampM 
upon  the  very  place,  (hould  be  left  untouch'd  by 
the  Hands  of  the  Soldiers,  by  re^fpn  they  bad  not 
received  the  Signal  of  Tlnnder.

pray  to  God  for  bis  extraordinary  Affiftance  j  and 
fecms  to  be  angry  with  his  Friend  Dion^  for  having 
proceeded  fbmething  after  another  manner.  I  was 
a  Platoniek  in  this  Point,  before  I  knew  there  had 
ever  been  fuch  a  Man  as  PUto  in  the  World.  And 
if  this  Perfon  onght  abfolutely  to  be  rejeded  from 
our  Society;  (he,  who  by  the  Sincerity  of  his  Con- 
ftiencc,  merited  from  the  Divine  Favour  to  pene- 
trate fofar  into  the  Chriftian  Light,  thro'  the  uni- 
vcrfal  Darknef^  wherein  the  World  was  involved 
ift  his  time,)  1  do  not  think  It  would  well  become 
us  to  ftiFer  our  felves  to  be  inftruded  by  a  Heathen, 
How  great  an  Impiety  it  is,  not  to  exped  from  God 
any  Relief  fimply  his  own,  and  without  our  Co-ope^ 
TMtion.  I  often  doubt,  whether,  among  9:^  many 
Men  as  tamper  in  fuch  Affairs,  there  is  not  to  be 
Found  feme  One  of  lb  weak  llnderftanding  as  to 
have  been  really  perfuaded  that  he  went  towards 
fiefortnmon  by  the  worft  of  Deformations^  and  ad'* 
vanc'd  towards  his  Salvation  by  the  moft  expreft 
Caufes  that  we  have  of  moft  alTured  Damnation ; 
that  by  overthrowing  Government^  Magifiracy  and 
Laws^  in  whofe  ProteAion  God  has  plac'd  him,  by 
infpiring  fraternal  Minds  with  parricidial  AnimoH^ 
ties,  abd  by  calling  Devils  and  Furies  to  his  aid,  hq 
can  aflift  the  moft  holy  Swaetnefs  and  Juftice  of  th^ 
J)ivine  La^^  Amhition^  Avarice^  Crnelty  and  Re^ 
wngej  have  not  fufiicient,  proper  and  natural  Im^ 
pctuofity  of  their  own  i  let  us  bait  them  with  the 
glorious  Titles  of  Jnfiice  and  Devotion.  There 
cannot  a  worfe  State  of  things  be  imagined,  than 
rfhcr^lf^ciednefsxomes  to  be  legitimate,  and  af- 
fumes,  with  the  Migiftrate's  Pern^iifion,  the  Cloak  . 
of  f^ertne.  Nihil  in  fpeciem  faUacins^  quam  prav^ 
religio^  ubideommnHmenprAtenditHrfceleribHs.  No^ 
thing  has  a  more  deceiving  Face  than  falfe  Religion'^ 
where  Devotion  is  pretended  by  wicked  Men.  v  Thp

<  to  the  Gibdin  I  was  a  Gnelfh^  .^nd  to  the  Gntlfh  a 
Gibelin  ;  fome  One  of  the  Poets  in  my  Study  expref- 
fes  this  very  well,  but  I  knoW  not  where  it  is.  The 
Situation  of  my  Houfc,  and  my  Triendlinels  to  ray 
Neighboursjpreftnted  me  with  oneFace,myUfcand 
my  Aftions  with  another.  They  did^  not  lay  form'd 
*  Accufajions  to  my  Charge,for  they  had  no  Founda- 
tion of  fo  doing.  I  never  (link  or  hide  myHeadfrom 
the  Laws,and  who  ever  would  have  qucftion^d  mej 
Would  have  done  himftlf  a  greater  Prejudice  than 
ine.They  were  only  tnuteStifpicions  that  wef^  whiP 
per'dabofft,' which  ir^vcr  wa^nit  Appearance- ih  fe

Heads.    I  eommonly  my  (elf  lend  a  H4rid«  to  pre: 
lumt)tuous  Injuries  that  Fortune  fcStters  abroad  a^ 
gainft  tne,  by  a  way  I  have  evet*'had  of  evading  to 
jtiftifie,  excufc,  or  explain  my  lelf,  fconceiving  that 
it  Were  to  refer  ray  Confcience  to  Arbitration,  to 
j>lead  in  its  behalf  j  Perffitmras  £hHh  ArgUmtman'f 
it9te  deVMtnr.     For  the  Terfficmty  of  a  Cauye  is  cloud^^ 
ed  Mnd  darkened  by  Argumentation.

.not'howevfer  without  Compaflion  of  what  we  heat^ 

but  we  plcafe  our  Mves  in  rOuziag  our  Diipleafor* 
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by  the  Rarity  ofthefe  to  h^  pitied  Events.  No- 
thing tickles  thac  does  not  pinch ;  and  good  ^ifto^ 
rUns  skip  over^  as  a  ftagnant  Water  and  dead  Sea, 
calm  Narrations,  to  be  again  upon  theKarrative 
pf  Wars  afld  Seditions,  which  they  know  arc  moft 
acceptable  to  the  Readers.  I  queftion  whether  or 
fio  I  can  handfomly  confefs  ^t  how  mean  and  vile  a 
rate  of  Repofe  and  Tranquillity,  I  have  pafs'd  o- 
vcr  above  throne  half  of  my  Life  in  the  Ruineof 
my  Country.  I  make  my  felf  a  little  too  good  a 
Bargain  of  Patience,  in  Accidents  that  do  not  {o 
much  regard  what  they  take  frem  me,  as  what  rc^ 
mains  fafe,  both  within  and  without.  There  is 
Comfort  ia  tyading,  one  while  one,  another  while 
another  of  ttwft.Evils  that  ^relcTell'd  at  me  too  at 
laft,r  but  at  prefcflt  hurt  others. only  about  us;  as 
alfo,  that'in-m^uersof  publick  Intereft,  the  more 
my  AfFedioij  i  is  univerfally  difpers'd,  the  weaker 
it  is.  To  which  may  be  added,  that  it  is  half  true. 
J^anttitn  ex  fnUius  ntalis  ftntimns^  AuantHm  ad  fri' 
vat  as  i-es,  pertinent.  We  are  only  jo  far  Jenfible  0/ 
fublick  Evils ^  as  theyrefped  oar  private  jiffairs.  And 
that  the.  Heqltb  frQitt  Which  we  fell  was  fuqb,  that 
it  felf  cpnfolate?  the  Regret  we  ought  to  have.  It 
was  Health,  but  not  otherwife  than  in  compariibn 
of  the  Sicknefs:  thjt  has  fucceeded  it-  We  are  not 
fairn  from  any  great  Height.  TheCorruptioa  and 
Thievery  whiich  jjs  in  Dignity  ^d  OfEce,.  feems  Ihe 
moft  infiil?porjt4bte  tp  me-.  We  are  lefs  injurioufly 
rifled  inn  \^ood  than  in  a  place  of  Security*  It 
,was  aq  uuiverfal  Juadiire  of  particular  Members, 
rotten  to..Efl)]alatioa  of  one  another,  and  the  moft 
of  them  with  ^inyeterate .  Ulcers,  that  neither  re- 
quired aqr  admitted  of  any. Cure*  This  Conclofi- 
on  ther^ore  did  really  more  animate  thao  prefi 
me,  by  the  Afliftance  of  my  Confcience,  which 
was  not.  only  at  Peace  within  it  ielf,  but  elevated» 
€nd  I  did  not  fiad  any  reafoa  to  complaia  of  my 

fklu 
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felf-     ^Ifo,  as  God  never  fends  Evils  any  more  thaa 
jGoods^  abfolutely  pwre  to  Men,  my  Health  conti- 
nued at  that  time  more  than  ufually  good  ^  and9as 
I  can  do  nothing  without  it,  there  arc  few  things 
that  \  cannot  do  with  it.    It  aflbrded  me  means  to 
rouze  up  all  my  Provifions,   and  to  lay  my  Hand 
before  the  Wound,   that  would  clfe  perhaps  have 
gone  farther,  and  experimented,  in  my  Patience^ 
tliat  I  had  Ibme  Opi)olition  againil;  Fortune  ^  and 
that  it  mufl:  be  a  great  fhock  could  throw  me  out 
of  the  Saddle.    I  do  not  fay  this  to  provoke  her  to^ 
l^f  e  me  a  more  vigorous  Chat ge  j  I  am  her  humble 
Servant^  and  fubmit  to  htr  Pleafure.    Let  her  be  no 
other  t0Ward3  me  than  ibe  has  us'd  to  be  in  God\ 
Name*    Do.  you  ask  if  I  am  fcnfible  of  her  Aflaults? 
Yes,  certainly  1  am*    But,  as  thofe  who  are  poflefl: 
and  oppprcfs'd  with  Sorrow,  may  fometimes  fiiffer 
thfi^nfelves  nevcrtfeelcfs  by  Intervals  to  tafte  a  lit- 
tle Pkafure,  and  are  fometimes  furpriz'd  with  a 
Smik.    So  have  I  Ib.much  Power  over  my  felf,  as 
to  make  my  ordinary  Condition  quiet,  and  fre^ 
from  difturbing  Thoughts  j    but  1  fufFer  my  felf 
virithal  by  fits  to  be  furpriz'd,  with  the  Stings  of 
thofe  unplealing   Imaginations   that  aflault  me, 
wbllft  I  am  arming  my  felf  to  drive  them  away,  or 
at  leaft  t<i  wreftle  with  them.    But  behold  another 
Aggravation  of  the  Evil  which  befel  me  in  the  Tail 
of  the  rtft  V  I  am  both  without  doOrs  and  within 
^(Faulted  with  a  molt  violent  Plague,  in  compadlba 
of  all  other:    For,  as  found  Bodies  are  fubjeft  to 
more  grievous  Maladies,  forafmuch  as  they  are  not 
to  be  forced  but  by  fuch,  fo  my  very  healthful  Air, 
where  no  Contagion,  tho'  very  near,  in  the  Memo- 
ry of  Man,  could  ever  take  footing,  coming  to  be 
carrupted,  .produced  moft  ftrange  Effe<3s.

t  was  to  fdffer  this  pleafant  Condition,  that  the 
fight  of  my  Houfe  was  frightful  to  me.  Whatever 
1  had  there  was  without  Guards  and  left:  to  thcf 
Mercy  of  every  one.  I  my  fclf,  who  am  of  lb  hof- 
pitable  a  Nature,  was  ray  felf  in  very  great  diftrefi 
for  a  Retreat  for  my  Family  •,  a  wild  and  fcatter'd 
Family,  frightful  both  to  its  Friends  and  lelf,  and 
filling  every  Place  with  Horror  where  it  did  at- 
tempt to  Fettle-,  being  to  Ihift  abode  fo  fbon  as  any 
'  ones  Finger  began  but  to  ake*  AH  Difeales  arc  then 

concluded  to  be  the  Plague,  and  People  do  not  flay 
to  examine  and  be  fure  whether  they  have  it  or  no. 
,And  the  mifchif  on^t  is,  that,  according  to  the  Rules 
of  jirty  in  every  Danger  that  a  Man  comes  near, 
"  }\t  muft  undergo  a  QHarantain  in  the  Sufpenle  of  his 
Infirmity  •,  your  Imagination  all  that  while  tormen- 
ting you  at  pleafure,  ind  turning  even  your  Health 
it  felf  into  a  Fever  ;  yet  would  not  all  this  have  gofl 
very  near  to  my  Heart,  had  I  not  withal  been  com* 
peird  to  be  fenfible  of  others  Sufferings,  and  mife- 
rable  to  ferve  fix  Months  together  for  a  Guide  to 
this  Caravan:  For  1  carry  my  Antidotes  within  my 
ftlf,  which  are  Refolution  and  Patience.    Appre- 
henfion,  which  is  particularly  fi:ar'd  in  this  DUeaie, 
does  not  to  much  trouble  me.     And  if,  .being  a« 
lone,   I  Qiould  have  taken  it,  it  had  been  a  more 
fprightly  and  a  longer  Flight.  'Tis  a  kind  of  Death, 
that  I  do  not  think  of  the  worft  fort  •,  'tis  ufnaOy 
flibrt,  fliupid,  without  Pain,  and  confolated  by  the 
publick  Condition  ^  without  Ceremony,  without 
Mourning,  and  without  a  Crowd.    But  as  to  the 
People  about  us,  the  hundredth  Part  of  them  could 
notbeiavM*^ 
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Dcfcrted  Realms  now  may'ft  thoo  fee  of  Swaias,     U^ogm^K 
And  every  where  fbrlakea  Groves  and  Plains. 

Iii^this  place  my  bcft  Rcventie  Is  mann^l  What  .  . 
aaliundrcd  Men  plow'd  for  toe  lay  a  long  time  fal-  p^^e  in 
loiy.  But  then  what  Example  of  Refolution  did  Cijconj.^ 
V9C  not  fee  in  the  Simplicity  of  all  this  People  ?  E- 
very  one  generally  renoune'd  all  Care  of  Life.  The 
^ra^s  jthc  principal  Revenue  of  the  Country  >  hung 
in  Clufters  upon  the  Vines,  every  one  indifferently 
preparing  for,  and  expeding  Death,  cither  to 
Ni^ht  or  to  fttorrow,  with  a  Countenance  and 
Voice  To  far  from  Fear,,  as  if  they  had  contracted 
ivith  Death  in  this  Necefllty,  and  that  it  had  b'eea 
an  univerlal  and  inevitable  Sentence.  'Tis  always 
fuch.  But  how  flender  Hold  has  the  Refolution  of 
Dying?  The  Diftance  and  Difference  of  a  few 
Hours,  and  the  'Ible  Confideiation  of  Company, 
renders  the  Apprchcafion  various  to  us.  Do  but 
obferve  thele,  by  reafon  that  they  die  in  the  fame 
Month,  Childrea,  young  People  and  old,  they  are 
no  longer  aftonifli'd  at  it,  they  lament  no  more.  I 
^w  ibme  who  were  afraid  of  Staying  behind,  as  in 
a  dreadful  Solitude,  and  did  not  commonly  obferve 
any  other  Solicitude  acnongft  them,  than  that  of 
Sepulture^  they  were  troubled  to  fee  the  dead 
Bodies  fcatter'd  about  the  Fields  at  the  Mercy  of 
Beafts,  which  prefently  began  to  flock  about  them> 
How  differing  arc  the  Fancies  of  Men  !  The  Neo  ^P"^**;^^

felf.  It  was  of  old  truly  faid,  and  by  a  very  iudi* 
Sine^e^  cious  Author^  Minus  afficit  fenfus  fatigatiCy  qusim 
eogitatio.  Suffering  it  felf  dots  lefs  affliS  the  Senfes^ 
than  the  jiffrehenfion  of  Suffering.  The  Sentiment 
of  prefent  Death  docs  fometimes  of  it  felf  animate 
ITS  with  a  prompt  Refdlution  no  more  to  avoid  a 
thing  that  is  utterly  inevitable.  Several  GUdii^ 
tors  have  been  feen,  who,  after  haying  fought  ti* 
inoroufly  and  ill,  have  cooragioufly  entertaio'd 
Death,offering  their  Throjits  to  the  Enemies  Sword, 
aind  bidding  tkem  difpatch.  The  remote  Sight 
of  Future  Death  requires  a  Conftancy  that  is  flow 
and  lazy,  and  confequently  hard  to  be  got.  If  yon 
know  not  how  to  die,  never  trouble  your  felf;  Nar 
ture  will  fully  and  fufficiently  inftrofi  you  upon  the 
place,  flie  will  exa<fUy  do  that  Bofinefs  for  you,  take 
you  no  Care :

We  trouble  Life  by  the  Care  of  Death^  and  Death '^^^ 
by  the  Care  of  Life.  The  one  torments^  the  other  ^J^*  ^^ 
frights  lis.  'Tis  not  againft  Death  that  weprepare,  to  be  pre- 
that  is  too  momentary  a  things  a  quarter  of  a  omedic8te4 
hour's  Suffering,  without  confequence  and  without 
nnifance,  does  not  deferve  payticnlar  Precepts.  To 
lay  truth,  we  prepare  our  fclves  againft  the  Pre- 
parations of  Death.  Philojovhy  ordains,  that  we 
Ihould  always  have  Death  bi»re  our  Eyes,  to  fore- 
Ice  and  confider  it  before  the  Time^  and  after 
gives  US  Rules  and  Precautions  to  provide  that  this 
Fore*light  and  Thought  do  us  no  harm;  Jnftfbdo 
Pbyficians^  who  throw  us  into  Difeafes^  to  the  end 
they  may  have  whereon  to  lay  out  their  Drugs  an4 
their  Art.  If  we  have  not  known  how  to  live,  'tis 
Myftery  to^  teach  us  to  die,  and  make  the  End  dif* 
form  from  all  the  reft.  If  we  have  known  how  to 
live  conftantly  and  quietly,  we  Ihall  know  how  to 
die  fb  too.  .  They  may  boaft  as  much  as  they  pleafe. 
Tot  a  Philofofhorum  vita^  comment  at  io  mortis  ^fi^Cic^Tkk 
That  the  whole  Life  of  a  Philofofher  is  the  Medita^ 
tion  of  bis  Death.  But  I  fancy,  that  tho'  it  be  the 
£nd^  'tis  not  the  jiim  of  his  Life.'  'Tis  his  tnd^ 
bis  £:rrrfw»>y,  but  neverthelels  not  hisOt/eflF.  She 
ought  her  felf  to  be  to  her  felf  her  own  Aim  and 
Defign  y  her  true  Study  is  to  order,  govern  and  fiif- 
ff r  her  felf.

long  a  Premeditation,  and  therefore  it  was  the  O- 
pinion  of  C^far^  That  the  leaft  premeditated  Death 
was  the  eafieft  and  the  moil  happy.

Thus  do  we  ever  hinder  our 
feives,  defiring  to  prevent  and  govern  natural  Pre- 
fer iptioits.  Tis  only  for  Doftojrs  to  dine  worft, 
ivhen  in  the  beft  Health,  and  thait  they  have  the 
|)eft  Stomachs,  and  to  frown  and  bedutof  homottr 
at  the  Image  of  Peat  h.  The  common  Sort  ftand  in 
fteed  of  no  |iLeoi?dy  or  CpQfplati^iij^  buti  jdl  ia  the 
k\.  ;  .  fliockj^ 
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ihock,  and  whea  the  Blow  Games ;  and  conlider  no 
more  tlVan^  }uft  wJi^at  they  endor^..  Is  it  not  thcn^ 
as  we  fay,  that  the  Stupidity  acd  Name  of  Appre- 
henfion  in  the  Vulgar  gives  them  that  Patience  in 
prefent  Evils,  and  that  profound  Carelcftnefs  of 
ititare  finifter  Accidents  ?  That  their  Souls,  by  be* 
ing  morcgroft  and  dull,  arc'lcfs  penetrable,  and 
notfb  edfily  movM?  If  it  be  io^  let  us  henceforth, 
in  God*s  Name^  teach  nothing  but  I^norarjce.  'Tis 
the  ntmdft  Fruit  which  the  Sciences  promilp  us,  to 
which  this  Stupidity  (b  gently  leads  its  DifcipIeSi 
we  have  no  w^nt  of  good  Malbers,  who  are  Intei*- 
preters  of  natural  Simplicity*  Socrates  fhall  be  one:

Is  not  this  innocent  childiih  Pleading  of  an  im<* 
imaginable  LoftinefS)  and  in  what  a  Necelllty  em^ 
ploy'd?  In  earneft,  he  had  very  good  reafon  to 
prefer  it  to  that  which  the  great  Orator  Lyfias  had 
penM  for  him ;  admirably  couch'd  indeed  in  theJu-» 
diciary  Style,  but  unworthy  of  fo  noble  a  Criminal; 
Had  a  fuppliant  Voice  been  heard  out  of  the  Mouth 
of  Socrates^  that  lofty  Vertuc  had  ftruck  fail  in  the 
Height  of  its  Glory.  And  ought  his  rich  and  pow- 
erful Nature  to  have  committed  her  Defence  to  Art^ 
and>in  her  higheft  Proof,  have  renounced  Truth  and 

'  Simplicity,  the  Ornaments  of  his  Speaking,  to  ad- 
orn and  deck  it  felf  with  the  Embelliftiments  of  Fi-  v 
gure^,  and  Equivocations  ofa  premeditated  Speech? 
He  did  very  wifely,  and  like  himfelf,  not  to  cor- 
rupt the  Tenour  of  an  incorrupt  Life,  and  to  facred 
an  Image  of  Human  Form,  to  fpin  out  his  Decrepit- 
tttde,  the  poor  Eaching  of  a  Year,  and  to  betray  the 
immortal  Memory  of  that  Glorious  End.  Heow'd 
his  Life,  not  to  himfelf,  but  to  the  Example  of  the 
World.  Had  it  not  been  a  Publick  Damage,  that 
he  (hould  have  concluded  it  after  a  lazy  and  obfcure 
Manner  ?  Doubtlefs,  that  cdrelefs  and  indifferent 
Confideration  of  his  Death,  very  well  deferves  that 
PoAerity  ihoald  eonfider  him  lb  much  the  more,  as 
they  alio  did.  And  there  is  notiung  lb  }uft  in  Ju* 
ftice^  thaa  that  which  Fortune  ordain'd  for  his  Re- 
commemlatioiQ#  For  the  Athenians  abominated  aU 
tMewhp  had  beeuQ^Q^s  pf }ii$  P^ath  to  fucha 
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Degree^  that  they  avoided  them  as  excommunica- 
ted Perfons,  and  ^ook'd  upon  every  thing  as  polio- 
tSd,  that  had  been  but  touched  by  them  *,  no  on« 
would  wafli  with  them  in  the  publick  Baths  *,  none 
would  falutCt  or  own  Acquaintance  with  thcra } 
lb  that  at  laft,  unable  longer  to  fupport  this  pub- 
lick  Hatred,  they  hang'd  themfclves.  If  any  one 
ihonld  think,  that  amonglt  fo  many  other  Exam- 
ples that  I  had  to  chufeout  of  in  the  Sayings  of  Sr- 
crate^y  for  my  prefcnt  pufpofe,  I  have  made  an  ill 
Choice  of  this,  and  (hall  judge  that  this  Dilcourfe 
is  elevated  above  common  Conceit  •,  I  mufl:  tell  'eta 
that  i  have  purpofely  done  it*,  for  I  am  of  another 
Opinion,  and  do  hold  it  a  Diicourfe  in  Rank  and 
Simplicity  much  behind  and  inferior  to  commoa 
Contrivance.  He  rcprcfents,  in  an  inartificial 
Boldnefs,  and  infantive  Security,  the  pure  and  firft 
Impreflion  and  Ignorance  of  iV^fure.  For  it  is  to 
be  believM,  that  we  have  naturally  a  Fear  of  Pain, 
but  not  of  Death,  by  reafon  of  it  fclf.  'Tis  a  part 
of  our  Being,  and  no  lefs  eflential  than  Living.  Td 
what  End  (hould  Nature  have  begot  in  us  a  Hatred 
to  it,  and  a  Horrour  of  it,  confidering  tiiat  it  is  of 
fo  great  Utility  to  her  in  maintaining  the  Succefli- 
on  and  Viciffitude  of  her  Works  ?  And  that,  in  this 
Univerfal  Rcpublick,  it  concludes  more  to  Truth 
and  Augmentation,  than  to  Lois  or  Ruioe. '

Thfe  Failtog  of  one  Life,  ii  the  Paifege  tb  a  thon* 
tand  other  Lives :  Nats'r^  has  imprinted  in  £eM/is 
the  Care  of  thcmfelves,  and-  of  their  Goniervatioq. 
"Nay,  thdy  proceed  fo  far^  as  tb  be  timebous  of  be* 
ing  worfb,  M  hitting  or  hurtihg  themfel\resy  tiad  of 
our  haltering  and  beatingtbem  -,  Accidents' which 
^are  fubjea  to  their  S#nf«  a&4  £)fperiQn,q^  ^  ^iwt.  that 
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we  fliould  kill  them  they  caaaot  fear^  nor  have  not  Beafts  na- 
thc  Faculty  to  imagine  and  conclude  fucha  thing  as  J?';*"^  To- 
Death.    Yet  it  is  faid,  that  we  fee  them  not  only  S  h^c- 
chcarfully  undergo  it^  Horfes  for  the  unoft  p?irt  fcrvation, 
neighing,  and  5wmj  iinging  when.they  die^   bat 
moreover  feek  it  at  need,  of  which  Elcfh^ts  hare 
given  many  Examples.    But  befides  all  this,  is  not 
the  Way  of  Arguing  which  Socrates  here  makes  ufe 
of,  equally  admirable,   both  in  Simplicity  and  Ve-* 
hcmence?    Really,  it  is  much  raoreealie  to  fpeak 
likejirifiotle^  and  to  live  like  Cdfar^  than  to  fpeak  ' 
and  live  as  Socrates  did.    There  lies  the  extream* 
D^ree  of  Perfeftion  and  Difficulty.    Art  cannot 
reach  it.    Now,  our  Faculties  arc  not  fo  train'd  up. 
We  do  not  try,  we  do  not  know  them,  we  inveft 
our  felves  with  thofe  of  others,  and  let  our  owti  lie 
idle.    As  fome  one  may  fay  of  nie.  That  I  havcj 
here  only  made  a  Nofegay  of  culFd  Flowers,   and 
have  brought  nothing  of  my  own  but  the  Thread 
that  ties  them,    in  earneft,  I  have  fo  far  yielded  to 
the  publick  Opinion,   that  thofe  borrovv'd  Ornai- 
mehts  do  accompany  me,   but  I  do  not  think  that 
they  totally  cover  and  hide  me-,  that  is  quite  conr 
trary  to  my  E>efign,  whodcfirc  to  make  a  (hew  of 
nothing  but  what  is  my  own,  and  what  is  my  own 
hy  NatHrer  And  had  I  taken  my  owp  Advice,  I 
had  at  all  AdventmiBS  fpoken  purely  alone.    I  dai- 
ly more  and  more  load  my  feif  every  day  beyond 
my  Furpofe  and  firft  Method,  upon  the  account  of 
Idlenefs  and  the  Humour  of  the  Age.    If  it  misbcr 
comes  me,  as  I  believe  it  does,  'tis  no  matter,  it 
may  be  of  ufe  to  Ibme  other.    Such  there  are,  who 
quote  Plato  and  Horner^  who  never  faw  either  of 
them  :  And  I  alfo  have  taken  out  of  places  far  e- 
nongh  ditont  from  their  Squrce,  without  Pains  and 
without  Learning,  having  a  thouland  Volumes  a* 
fcout  me  in  the  place  where  I  write,  1  can  prefentljr 
ixwTow,  if  I  fleafc,  from  a  do^-ea  ftch  Scrap-ga^ 
.       '  *  th?rerf 
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therers  as  I  am.  Authors  that  1  do  not  much  troa- 
ble  my  felf  withal,  wherewith  to  embellifh  this 
Treatife  of  Phyfiognomy.  There  needs  no  more, 
hut  a  preliminary  Epiftle  of  the  German  Cut^  to  ftuff 
me  with.Proofs,  and  we,  by  that  means,  go  a  beg- 
ging for  a  fading  Glcry^  and  a  cheating  the  Ibttifli 
World.  Theft  Rhapjidies  o{ Common  Places^  where- 
with (b  many  furnWh  their  Studies^  are  of  little  nft 
but  to  common  Subjefts;  and  ferve  but  to  Ihew, 
and  not  to  dired  us ;  a  ridiculous  Fruit  of  Learn- 
*  ing,  that  Socrates  does  fo  pleafantly  canvafs  againft 
/  Euthydemus.  I  have  feen  Books  made  of  things  that 
were  ncyer  cither  ftudied  or  underftood  j  the  An* 
tbor  committing  to  ftveral  of  his  learned  Friends, 
the  Examination  of  this  and  t'other  Matter  to  com- 
pile it ',  contenting  bimftlf  for  his  (hare  to  have 
projeded  the  C^efign,  and  by  his  laduftry  to  have 
ty'd  together  this  Fa^^got  of  unknown  Provifion  ; 
the  Ink  and  Paper  at  leaft  are  his.  This  is  to  buy 
or  borrow  a  Book,  and  not  to  make  one  ^  'tis  to 
'  (hew  >Men,  not  that  a  Man  can  make  a  Book,  but 
that,  whereof  they  may  be  in  doubt,  that  he  can* 
not  make  one.  A  Pre/ident  in  my  hearing  Imafted, 
That  he  had  clutter'd  two  hundred  and  odd  Com* 
mon  Places  in  one  of  his  Judgments  j  in  telling 
which,  hedepriv'd  himfelfof  the  Gloiy  that  had 
been  attributed  to  him.  In  my  Opinion,  a  pufil- 
lanimousand  abfurdVanity  forfuchaSubjed,  and 
fuch  a  Pcrfon.  I  do  quite  contrary;  and  amongft 
fo  many  borrowed  things^  am  glad  if  I  can  fteal  onc> 
dilguiiing  and  altering  it  for  fome  new  Service,  Bf, 
the  hazard  of  having  it  faid.  That  'tis  for  want  of 
linderftanding  its  natural  life.  I  give  it  fome  par* 
ticular  Addrefs  of  my  ovvn  hand,  to  the  end  it  may 
hot  be  fo  abfolutely  ltra;ige.  Thefe  fet  their  Thefts 
to  Ihew  and  value  themfelves  upon  them.  And  al- 
io they  have  more  credit  with  the  Laws  than  witfc 
me-    W«  NituwUfts  think  tljat  tl^ere  is  a  great 
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and  incomparable  Preference  in  the  Honour  of  In* 
vention  to  that  of  Qtiotation.  If  I  woald  hav« 
fpoke  by  Learnings  I  had  fpoke  (boner,  I  had  writ 
in  a  time  nearer  to  my  Studies,  when  ( bad  more 
Wit  and  a  better  MenK>ry  \  and  woold  Iboner  have 
trufted  to  the  Vigour  of  that  Age  than  this,  would 
I  have  profefs'd  Writing.  And  what  if  this  graci- 
ous Favour  which  Forthne  has  lately  offtr'd  me  up* 
on  the  account  of  this  Work,  had  befall'n  me  in 
fuch  a  time  of  my  Life,  inftead  of  this,  wherein  'tis 
equally  defirable  to  pofTels,  and  ready  to  lofc? 
Two  of  my  Acquaintants,  great  Men  in  this  Fa- 
culty, have  in  my  Opinion,  loft  half,  in  refuling  to 
pfubUih  at  Forty  Years  old,  that  they  might  i^ay  tift 
Threefcore.  Maturity  has  its  Defeds  as  well  a9 
Verdure,  and  worfe ;  and  Old  Age  is  as  unfit  for  Old  Age 
this  kiodof  BuCnefs  as  any  other,  who  commits ^*^** 
bis  Decrepitude  to  the  Prefs,  plays  the  Fool,  if  bc'^go^ 
think  to  fqueeze  any  thing  out  thence  that  does  not 
relifh  of  Dotage  and  Stupidity*  Our  Wits  grow 
coftive  and  thick  in  growing  old.  I  deliver  my 
Ignorance  in  Pomp  and  State,  and  my  Learning 
meagerly  and  pooily  *,  this  accidentally  and  accef- 
forily,  that  principally  and  exprefly  ;  and  write 
purpofely  of  nothing  but  nothing,  nor  of  any  Sci* 
ence  but  that  of  Infcience.  I  have  cholen  a  time, 
wlien  my  Life,  which  1  am  to  give  an  account  of,  \, 
lies  whoUy  before  me^  what  remains  holds  more  of 
Death.  And  of  my  Death  only,  fhould  I  find  it  a 
prating  Death  as  others  do,  I  would  moreover  give 
an  account  at  my  Departure.  Socrdtes  was  a  pcv^socrdusi 
feA  Exemplar  in  all  great  Qualities,  and  I  am  vex'd  defor^'d 
that  he  had  fb  deform'd  a  Body  as  he  laid,  and  foFeltoif. 
unsuitable  to  the  Beauty  of  his  Soul,  himfelf  being 
9y  amorous,  and  fuch  an  Admirer  of  BeaHty.  Na^ 
tHTt  furely.  did  him  wrong.  There  is  nothing  more 
likely  than  a  Conformity  and  Relation  of  the  Body  ^

Tbe  Command  is  fo  p&rplex'd 
aaid  inconftant,  that  it  in  fome  fart  etcufes  both 
Diibbedience,  and  thb  Vice  of  the  Interpretation, 
the  Adminiftration  and  the  Obfervation  of  it*  What 
Fruit  then  foever  we  may  extraft  from  Experience,' 
yet  that  however  will  little  advantage  our  Inftitu- 
tiothy  which  we  draw  from  foreign  Examples*,  if  we

fp  fublime.  a  Knowledge ;  they  fil&fy  them>  and

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prcftat  us  her  Face  painted  with  too  high  and  too 
.  adulterate  a  Complexion/rom  whence  fpring  fo  ma- 
ny difierent  Piftures  of  ib  aniform  a  Subjed  j  as  (he 
has  giren  us  Feet  to  walk  withal,  fb  has  (he  given  us 
Prudence  to  guide  us  in  Life  9  not  fuch  an  ingenious^ 
robuft  and  majeftick  Prudence  as  that  of  their  In- 
dention, but  yet  one  that  is  eafie,  quiet  and  faluti- 
ferous ;  and  that  very  well  performs  what  the  other 
prdmifeS)  in  him  who  has  the  good  luck  to  know 
how  to  employ  it  fincerely  and  regularly,  that  is  to 
lay,  according  to  Nature.  The  moft  (imply  to  com- 
mit a  Man's  felf  to  Nature^  is  to  do  it  the  moft  wife- 
ly. Oh  what  a  Ibft^  eafie  and  wholfome  Pillow  i^ 
Jgnorance  and  Incuriofity »  whereon  to  repofe  d 
well  cotttriY'd  Head !  I  had  rather  underftand  my 
fclf  well  in  my  felf,  than  in  <3cfr<?  ^  of  the  Experi- 
ence 1  have  of  my  ftif,  I  ffnd  enough  to  make  md 
wife,  if  I  were  but  a  good  Scholar.  Whoever  wiH 
call  to  mind  the  Excds  of  his  pail  Anger,  and  td 
what  a  Degree  that  Fever  franfports  him,  will  fee 
the  deformity  of  this  PalBon  better  than  in  Arifto^ 
tUy  and  conceive  a  more  jult  Hatred  againfl:  it. 
Whoever  will  remember  the  Hazards  he  has  run  ot 
thofe  thait  threatened  him,  and  the  light  Occafions 
that  have  remov'd  him  from  one  State  to  another, 
«rill  by  that  prepare  himlelf  for  future  Changes,  and! 
the  Ackaowied|mentofhis  Condition.  The  lift 
of  Cdfar  himfelt  has  no  greater  Example  for  us  thani 
our  own,  and  tho'  popular  and  commanding,  is  ftil!

When  I 
find  my  felf  convfaic'd  by  the  Rea(bn  of  another  of 
a  faKe  Opinion,  I  do  not  &  much  learn  what  be  has 
^id  to  me  that  is  new,   and  my  own  particular  Ig-

fimU  nys  ^iAwkfm  the  Arnm^  that  he  travdB'd  over 
the  arid  Sands  of  Ub^  without  drinking  \  a  Gentle- 
man v^  has  very  wefl  behavVi  bimlelf  in  fifcrai 
Emptoyments,  fiid,  in  a  place  where  I  was,  chat  be 
bad  rid  from  i4$iisriJL  to  ZirfM  in  the  Heat  of  Stm^ 
amr,  withottt  any  Drink  at  idl ;  he  is  very  beakfafiil, 
and  vigorous  for  bis  Age,  and  bath  notfaiag  extraor«- 
dti^ry  in  the  Ufance  of  his  Life,  but  this,  to  live 
fiimedmes  Two  or  Three  MontfaSt  nay,  a  whdc 
Year,  without  drinking*  He  is  ftmetimes  athii^ 
but  he  lets  it  paB  over,  and  hoids,  it  is  an  Appetite 
vriiich  eafily  goes  off  of  it  fidf,  and  drinks  more  out 
of  Humour,  than  either  for  Need  dr  Pleafnre.  Here

within  himfelf.  Being  at  TmAhm^  he  had  bis  Study  . 
£1  long  litoated  in  the  Rattle  of  Coaches,  and  tbo 
Tumult  of  the  publick  place,  that  he  no(  only  form- 
ed himfelf  to  the  Contempt,  but  even  to  the  Ule  of 
Noife,  for  the  Service  of  his  Studies.    S^ctmh  an- 
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fwer'd  jilcthiddes^  who  being  aftontfli^d  ac  hisrPaci- 
ence,  ask'd  bim  fionr  be  coold  endure  tbe  perpecoal 
Scolding  of  his  Wife,  Why^  faid.  bc^a^thofe  do  v^0

thou  [catertain'ft -the. Company  with,  w  ordinary; 
Countc?nancev  drolling  by  fits  with  thy  Servants,, 
making  one  in  a  continued  Difcourfe,  now  and  then 
excu(ing  thy  Pain,  and  making  thy  Sufferaoqe.l^ 
than  it  is.  Dolt  thou  call  to.  mind  the  Men  o£ 
paitt -limeiSt  who;, foi greedily  fonght  Difeafcs  to 
keep.th^r  Vertue  in  brctllih  and  exercife  ?  Put  the  , 
Cafe  th^ti  Ndfun  fprce.ftnd  put  thee  on  to  this  glo- 
rious School,'  into  wbich  thou  would'fl:  never  Mve, 
enteral  of  thy  0W4  ifree  Will..  If  thou  teti'ft  me, 
that  it  is  a  dangpro|ls  and  mortal  Difeafe  ^  what 
ot^rp  ftre  not  ?  Pofi'tis  a  Phyfical  Cheat  to  except 
any,  and  to  (fay,  j;ha.t,tbiey  do  nqtgo  direSly  tO' 
Death-: /What  ijoatter  is  it,  if  they  tend  that  way 
by  Accident,  andif  |hey  Aide  and  flip  iqto  the  Path 
that^jleads  to  it  ?  But  thou  doft  not  die  becayfethon 
art-f)ck)  thou  dieft  becaqfe  thou  art  living.  Death 
IliUs  thee  withoutthe  helpof  Sicknefs :  And  in  ibme; 
Sicknefs  has  defer r-d. Death,  who  have  liv'd  longer 
byreafon  that  thQf  thought  themlelves  always  dy-' 
ing.  To  which  may  be  added,  that  as  in  Woundsj 
ib  in  bifeafes,  fom^  are  medicinal  and  wholfbme. 
The  Cholick  is  oft  00  Icfs  long-liv*d  than  yon*  Wc 
fee  Men  with  whom  it  has  continued  from  their  In- 
fancy, even  to  their  extream  old  Age,  and  if  they 
had  not  broke  Company,  it  would  have  aiBidted 
the^  longer  ftill  \  you  otter  kill  it  than  it  kiUsyou : 
And  thojigh  it  prefent  you  the  Image  of  approach-- 

ing 
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i0g  Death,  irere  it  aota  good  Offic*  to  a  Maft  of 
fiich  aasAgc,  to  put  him  iii  mind  of  his^end  ?  And^ 
which  isworfc,  thou  haft  rto  iongcr  any  thing  that 
that  (hould  make  thee  delire  to  be  ciir'd.  GHninoa 
N^eflity  «vitl  however  prefently  call  thee  away.  Do 
but  confidet*  how  artificially  and  gently  (he  puts 
thee  out  of  taSfte  with  Life^  and  weans  thee  frdm  the 
World  ;  ;n6tft)rcing  and  compelling  thee  with  a  ty- 
rartnicafl'6ajbje(?tion,  like  lb  many  other  Infirinities 
which  y<^  fee  old  Men  afflided  withal,  that  hold 
them  fn  coiitin<ual  Tormient;,  'and  keep  them  in  per«* 
petualand  intteiftnitCed  Pains  and  Dolors-,  but  by 
Adver-tiftnryents  and  In(l:rti<3i6ns  at  Icveral  Inter- 
val, itltct-miKlng  long  paufes  of  Repofe,  as  it  were 
to  giTC  t^hee  'feaVe  to  meciitate  and  ruminate  upon 
thy  L^lfen  atldiyown  eafe^ttd -leiftre  \  to  givt  tliee 
^eans  to  judge  aright,  and  to  aflume  the-  r^luti- 
on  of  a  Man  if  Courage^  ■  (he  prefents  to  thee  the 
entire  ftare  of  thy  Condition,  b6th«  Good  and  E- 
vil,  and!  ^*ne  while  a  very  chearfol^  and  another  an 
infupportable  Life,  in  one. and  the  ftmfe  day.  If 
thou  embraceO:  not  Death,at  l^aft  thou  ihak%  band^ 
with  it  once  a  Month*,  by  which  thou  ftaft  more 
cauft  to  hope  that  it  will  (^ne  day  furprize  •  tlice 
witfiotit  warning.  And  that  being  ib -oft  con* 
du<fted  to  the  ^Vater-fide,  and  thinking  thy  (Mf  to 
beftlll  upon  the  accuftomM  terms,  thou  and^thy 
Confidence  will  «t  one  time  6t  another  be  unex|)eft* 
edly  wafted  ovct*  A  Man  <^hrtOt  reafonably  com- 
plain  of  Diftales  that  feirly  divide  the  tlm^  with 
Hklth;  I- ^m  oblig'd  to  Fortune  for  having  fb  oft 
all^ulced  ite  with  thefame  Ibrt  of  Weapons  3f  flie 
ferms  and  fafhioas  me  by  nfaric*,  hardens  and  habi- 
tuated me  fo,  that  1  can  know  within  a  littJe^  for 
bow*  iTiuch  I  ffiall  be  quit.  For  want  of  nattfral  Me- 
mory^  I  makfcc^oe  of  Paper  :;  and  as  any  ntw  Symp- 
tom teppens  in  nty  Difeafe,  I  fet  it  down  i^  front 
whence.u:  fall^idut,  that  being  no^sriflioft  paft  »& 
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Ibrts  of  Examples,  if  any  aftoniflimerit  threaten  me^ 
tumbling  over  thele  little  loofe  Notes,  as  theSO^ls 
Leaves,  I  never  fall  of  finding  matter  of  Confblatioa 
from  (bnie  favourable  Tregnoflrick  in  my  paft  Expe- 
rience. Caftom  0C3^  makes  me  hope  better  for  the 
time  to  come.  ^For  the  coftddA  of  this  Evacaatioa 
having  fo  long  continued,  'tis  to  be  believ'd  that 
IfdtmeyfiW  not  alter  her  courfe,  and  that  no  othet 
v^w£t  Accident  will  happen  than  what  I  alreadj 
fteel^  ^  And  befides,  the  Condition  of  this  Difeafe  is 
lipt  ufafiiitable  to  my  prompt  and  fuddto  Complexit* 
cm  When  it  aflaults  me  gently,  I  am  afraid,  tor  'tis 
theh  for  a  great  while ;  but  it  has  riaturaHy  brisk  aoi 
vigorous  Exceflcs.

Age  weakens  the  heat  of  my  Stomach,  the 
Digeftion  0?  which  feeing  left  per feft,  it  fends  this 
cf  ude  iriatter  to  tny  Reins  ,  and  why  at  a  ^^rtaia 
Revolution  may  Aoc  the  heat  of  my  Reins  be  alfo 
abated,  fo  that  thrfy'can  no  more  petrifie  my  Flegm', 
and  Nature  fi  Ad  oxit  fome  other  way  of  Purgatidni 
Y^rs  have  evidently  "help-d  me  to  drain  certaia 
Rhe^ums  j  ^and  Why  riot  thcfe  Excrements  which^fiirr 
nifli  matter  foi*  Gravel  ?  but  is  thfere  ^any  thing  fwcct 
in  comparifon  of  this  fudden  Change,  when  frotti  m: 
cxceffive  Pain,  I  come,  by  the  voiding  of  a  StoncJ, 
to  recover,  as  from  a  flafli  of  Lightning,  the  beauti- 
ful Light  of  Health,  fo  free  and  full  as  it  happens 
in  bur  fiiddenand  moft(harpCfrd/*V*j.?.  Is^tbereany 
thing  in  the  Paiii  fuffer'd,  that  a  Man  can  counts^*- Health 
poife  to  the  pleafure  of-  fo  fudden  an  amendment  ??*o^cp^«' 
Oh !  how  much  does  his  Health  feem  fo  much  th?  ^^Ji^q^j^ 
more  pleafant  to  me  after  fo  near  and  contiguous 
Sfcknefs,  as  that  I  can  diftinguifii  them  in  theprer- 
fenc*  df  One  another  fa   their  great^ft   Iwaveiy, 
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wherewith  Cbcy  drefe  thcmfclvcs  in  Emulation,  a^ 
if  CO  make  H^  agaiqfty  and  to  difpute  it  with  one* 
another !  What  the  Stoicks  &y,  that  Vices  arc  pro- 
fitably introduc'd,tp  give  v^hie  tp^and  to  fet  ofFVir- 
tne  %  we  can  with  bisrtter  Reafoti^;  and  leis  temerity 
of  Ceoftre,  fay  of  Natirre^that  (befa^s  given  its  Paint 
ferthe  Honour  and  Service  of  PlQifure  and  Indor 
ience-  Whjen  Socrau^^  after  |^is  Fei;ters  were  knocked 
crfT^  felt  the  Bleafure  of  tbaft  itching  which  tb^' 
weight  of  them  had  caus'd  in  his  JUegs^  he  rejoyc'd 
to^nfider  the  Itrid  Alliance  betyvtxt,  Pain  and 
Flea&re,  how  they  are  link'd.  together  by  aaccef-j^ 
&ry  Connexion^  fb  that  by  twnsthey  foUow  and 
mntually  begf tone  another  ^  and  cry'd  out  tQ  t>£ffp^ 
that  be  ought  OQt  of  this  Confideration,  to  have  ta- 
ken a  Body  proper  for  a  fine  Fable. .  The  worft  that 
Hciein  other  Difeafes  is,  that  they  are  not  fo  grie- 
vous in  their  efFeA,  as  they  ate  in  their  iflue.  A 
Man  is  a  whole  Year  in  recovering^  and  that  all 
the  while  fall  of  weaknefs  and  f^ar.  There  is  fo 
much  bazard,and  fb  inany  fteps  to  arrive  at  Safety^ 
and  there  is  no  end  orft.  Before  they  have  unmof** 
fled  yon  of  ^  Handkerchief,  andth^nofa  Cailot, 
before  they  allow  you  |:o  walk  abroad  an4  tak€  the 
Air,  to  drink  Wine,  lie  with  your  Wife*  and  eat 
Melons,  'tis  odd  you  relapfc  into  few  new  Defteni^. 
pjcr*  Th^iytone  has  this  privilege,  that  it  carries 
it  felf  clean  off.  Whereas  others  always  Jeave  be- 
hind them  fbme  impreffion  andraiteration,  that  rear 
dcrs.the  Body  fubjcft  to  foine  new  Difeafe,  ^ndi 
lend  a  hand  to  one.  another.  Thefc  are  excufablef 
that  content  themfelves  with  poffeffing  as,  witboqc 
extending  it  fartber,-.  and  introducing  their  Confe- 
qncnces :  But  courteous  and  kind  are  ihofe  whole 
,  '  paffagje  bringsrus  any  profitable  IfFue-  Since  I  have

State  of  Lifei  This  only  pitifjhcs  the  Skinj  it  leaves 
the  Underftaftdlng  and  Will  wholly  at  our  difpofe, 
as  alio  t.be  Tongue,  Hands  and  Feet.  It  rather  a- 
wakes  than  ttipifies  you.  The  Soul  is  ftruck  with 
•the  AHPur  pfi^'F^t/rr,  pv,er-whelm'd  wiih  the  £/?/V 
l^pfit^  aM  difp^q'd  by  a  (harp  Megrim^  ;and  final^- 
ly  aftonilh^di  by  all  the  Difcafes  that  hurt  the  whole 
Mafe,  and  the.  Inofl:  noWe  Parts :  This  never  med- 
dles'wich  the  Soul.  If  any  thing  goes  amifs  w^th 
her,  'tfe  her  own  ftwlt,  ftp  betrays,  difmounts,  and 
^andons  tier  letf.  There  are  none  but  Fools  who 
iiifi^r  t^ro^j'^  to  i>P  p«ffw»ded;  lUl  kbi?  h^rd 
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and  mafly  Body  which  is  bak'J  in  our!Hci^Sj  is  to 
be  diflblvM  by  Drinks  :  Wherefore,  when  it  is  once 
ftirr'd,  there  is  nothing  to  be  done  but  to  give  it 
Paflagc,  and  alfoit  willtakcitof  it  fel£  I  More- 
over obftrve  this  particular  Convenience  in  it,  that 
it  is  a  Difeafe  wherein  we  havA  fittle  to  guefi  at. 
We  are  difpen$*d  from^tji^  trouble  into  which  o-- 
ther  Difeafes  throw  us,  by  the  iqcertaipty  of  their 
CMfts^  Co9fdiiious^anii  Progrefs.  A  trouble  that  is 
infinitely  painful.  ;  We  have  no  need  of  (ponfulta- 
tion  and  Doftoral  Interpretation?,  thi?  Scnfc  well 
enough  informs  us  lyh^tit  is,  and  where  it.ii. '  By 
fuch-like  ArgunjcatsV.weak  and  ftrong,  as  Cicero, 
did  the  Difeafe  of  his  Old  A^e,  1  txji  to,  rock  a- 
fleep,  and  amufe  my  Iniagination,  and  to  dreis  its 
Wounds.  If  1  find  them  worfe  to  Morrow,  I  will 
provide  new  Remedies  and  Applications.  That  this 
is  true,  1  am  come  tp  that  pafs  of  latevth^t  the  leaft 
motion  forces  pure  Blood  out  of  niy  Reins :  And 
what  of  that?  I  ftir  i\everthclcfs  as  b^fpre^  and  ride 
after  my  Hounds  with  a  Juvenile  Ardour,  and  fincl 
that  I  have  very  good  Satisfaction  for. an  Accident 
of  that  importance,  when  it  cofts  me  fio  more  but 
a  little  heavinefs  and. uneafinefs  in  that  Part*  'Tis 
fome  great  Stone  that  waft es,  and  c^nfumes  the. 
Subftanceof  our  Kidneys,  and  of  my  Life,  which  I. 
by  little  and  little  evacuate,  not  without  fpme  na- 
tural Pleafure,  as  an.  Excrement  hen^efprward  fu* 
perfluous  and  troublefonvc.  Now,  if  I  feel  any  thing 
to  rowl  and  ftir,  do  not  expeft  that  ^  flipuld  trou* 
ble  my  fclf  to  confult  my  Pulfe  or  my  Ufine,  there- 
by to  put  my  felf  upon  fome  tormenting-  preven- 
tion. I  fliall  foon  enough  feel  the  Pain,  without 
making  it  more  and  longer,  by  the  Difeafe  of  Fear.. 
Who  fears  to  fufFer,  does  already  fuffer  what  he 
fears.  To  which  may  be  added,  that  the  Doubts 
and  Ignorance  of  thofe  who  take  upgp  them-. 
pound  the  Defigns  ot  ^aturcy  and  lici:  inter    ^    ** 
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^reffions,  arid  the  many  falfe  Prognofiicks  of  their 
jitrr^  ought  to  give  tis  to  onderftand,  that  her  ways 
are  infcrutable  and  utterly  unknown.    There  is  Jbe  puf- 
great  uncertainty,  variety  and  obfcurity,  in  what^^^.^^/^'" 
Jic  either  promifes  or  threatens  ^  Old  Age  «cept--'^^^^^^ 
ed,  which  tsan  undoubled  fignof  the  approach  of  r;tt»^cr- 
Death.    In  all  other  Accidents  I  fee  few  figns  of  t4tn. 
the  future^  whereon  we  may  ground  our  Divination; 
I  only  Judge  by  my  feif  of  my  real  Senfe,and  not  by 
Difcoarfe :  To  what  end?  fince  I  am  refolv'd  to  bring 
nothing  to  it  but  Expeftation  and  Patience.  Will 
you  know  how  much  I  get  by  this  ?  Obfervc  thofe 
that  do  otherwife,  and  who  rely  ujpon  fo  many  di- 
♦crftPerfuafions  andCounlels^how  ort,and  how  much 
they  labour  under  Imagination,  wkhout  any  Bodi* 
ly  Pain  at  all.    I  have  many  times  pleas'd  my  felf, 
being  well  and  in  fafety,  and  delivered  from  theft! 
dangerous  Accidents,  to  communicate  them  to  thii  , 
FhypcUnsj  as  but  then  beginning  to  difcover  them- 
ftlves  in  mej  where  I  underwent  the  terrible  Sen-* 
tcaces  of  their  dreadful  Conclufions,  being  very  well 
at  eafe,  and  was  fo  much  the  more  obliged  to  the 
Favour  o(  Almighty  God^  and  better  fatisf/M  of  thef 
Vanity  of  this  Art.    There  Is  nothing  that  ought 
fo  much  to  be  rectfmmended  to  Youth  as  Adtivitf 
and  Vigilance.    Our  Life  is  nothing  but  Motion:  f 
move  with  great  difficulty,  and  am  How  in  every 
things  whether  in  rifing,  going  to  bed>  orjeitrng^ 
Seven  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning  is  earfy  for  me  ; 
«nd  where  I  govern,  1  never  Dine  before  Eleven^ 
nor  Sup  till  after  Six.    I  have  formerly  at'tribnied 
the  caule  of  the  Fivers^  and  other  Difeafes  I  have? 
fallen  into,  to  the  heavinefs  chait  long  fleeping  had 
btought  upon  me,  and  have  ever  repented  my  fleep- 
}ng  agarn  in  the  Morning.    Plato  «  more  angry  alc 
the  excefsofSlcfepiagthafftliaft  of  Drinking  i  I  lov« 
to  lie  bard,  afnd  alont^  ewn  without  my  "^lit^  as 
%kkg%  aod  Pj;iAGes  do^  but  well  foveir'd  wkb  Qoaths 
ffi  to 
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They  never  warm  my  Bed,  but  fincc  my  being 
grown  Old,  they  give. me  for  need,  warm  Cloaths 
^o  lay  to  my  Feet  and  Stomach.  Thfey  find  fault 
with  the  great  Scifio^  that  he  wa^  a  great  Sleeper  j 
not,  in  my  Opinion,  for  any  other  reafoa,  if  not 
that  Men  were  dif-pleas'd,  that  he  alone  ihould 
have  nothing  in  him  to  be  found  fault  withal.  If 
1  have  any  thing  curious  in  my  way  of  Living,  'tis 
rather  in  my  Lying,  than  any  thing  elfe  i  but  ge- 
nerally, 1  give  way,  and  accomodate  my  felf  as 
much  as  any  one  to  NecefTity.  Sleeping  jias  taken 
up  a  great  part  of  my  Life,  and  I  yet  continue  at 
the  Age  I  now  am,  to  Sleep  eight  or  nine  Hours 
together  .  I  wean  my  felf  to  my  Advantage,  from 
this  propention  to  Sloth,  and  am  eyibently  better 
for  fo  doing.  1  find  the  change  a  little  hard  indeed, 
but  in  three  daj.s  !tis.  over,  and  fee  but  few  that 
live  with  lefs  SlecJ),  when  need  requires  \  and  that 
more  conftantly  exercife  themftlves,  nor  to  whom 
long  Journeys  are  lefs  troublefomev  My  Body  is 
capable  of  a  firm,  but  not  of  a  violent  or  fuddea 
Agitation.  I  evade  of  late  all  violent  Exercifes, 
and  fuch  as  make  me  fweat,  wherein  my  Limbs 
grow  weary  before  they  are  hot.  I  tan  ftand  a 
whole  day  together,  and  am  never  weary  of  walk- 
ing :  but  from  my  Youth,  I  never  love  to  Ride  up- 
on Pavements.  On  foot  I  go  up  tp  the  Breech  m 
Uirt,  ajnd  littk  Fellows  as  1  am,  are  fubject  in  the 
Streets  to  be  Elbow 'd  and  Juftled,  for  want  of  Pre- 
fence  and  Stature,  a  ad  I  have  ever  lov'd  to  repofe 
my  felf,  whether  fitting  or  lying,  with  my  Heels  as 
lugh,  or  higher  than  my  Seat.  There  is  no  Profef- 
fcfiion  js  more  pteafaa?  than  the  Military,  a  Profel- 
lion  both  Noble  in  its  Exficqtion,  ("for  Valour  is  the 
ftrpngeft,  pioudeft,  and  moft  gentjrous  of  allVer- 
tues}  and  noble  in  its  Ca«fe-  TJierfi  is  no  Utility 
either  mc>re  Univcrjii,  or  more  Jufti  than  thje  pro- 
Xc>3ioftpttte  tcAcc,%fjd  Grajftd^iu\^.t^Miioi  C-^^rr. 
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^ry.  TheCompany  of  fo  many  Noble,^  Young,  aod 
A6live  IVten  delights  you ;  the  ordinary  fight  of  fb 
many  Tragick  Speftacles  \  the  Liberty  of  this 
Converfation  without  Art,  with  a  Mafculine  and 
uncerremonious  way  of  Living,  pleafes  you  i  the  va- 
riety of  a  Thoaiand  fcveral  Aftions/ the  encoura- 
ging Harmony  of  Martial  Mufick,  that  ravifhes 
affd  inflames  both  your.  Ears  and  Souls,  .the  Honour 
x)f  this  Exerdfe,  nay  ev^en  the  Sufferings  and  Diffi- 
culties of  War,  which  PUto  lb  little  efteems,  that 
lie  makes  Women  and  Children  (hare  in  his  ^e^ 
fkblicky  are  delightful  to  you.

people.  Long  Sittings  at  Meat  bocb  trouble  me,  and 
do  me  Harm }  for,  be  it  for  want  of  better  Counte-^ 
^ance,  or  that  1  have  accdftomed  fny  felf  to  it  (torn 
a  Child,  1  eat  alh  the  while  1  fit.  Therefore  it  is, , 
that  at  my  own  Houfe,  tho'  tbe^  Meals  there  are  of 
ithe  (horteft,  I  ufually  lit  down  a  little  while  after 
the  reft,  after  the  manner  of  Augufius  ^  but  I  do  not 
jlmitate  him,  in  rifing  alfo  before  (he  reft  of  the  Com- 
pany :  On  the  contrary,  I  love  to  fit  ftill  a  long  time 
after,  and  to  hear  them  talk,  'provided  I  am  none  of

by  other  extraordinary  Bufiqefs,  many  Hours,  an4 
the  greateft  part  of  the  Night  eating  and  drinking 
more  deliberately  than  we  do,  who  perform  all  pur 
Adions  in  Pofi  haftt ;  and  in  extending  this  natural 
JPleafure  to  more  Leifure  and  better  Ufe,  intermix^ 
ing  with  their  Meals  feveral  pleafant  and  profitable 
pffices  of  Converfation.  They  whofe  Concern  it  is 
to  have  a  care  of  me,  may  very  eafiiy  hinder  me  from 
eating  dny  thing  they  think  will  dp  me  Harm  ;  for  in 
fuch  things  I  never  covet  nor  miCs  any  thing  I  do  not 
fee .  But  \9rithal,  if  it  once  comes  in  my  Sight,  'tis

^  Hardnefs  generally  offends  me,  of  any  other  Qnality 

^  I  am  as  patient  and  indifferent  as  any  Man,  I  have 

known  \  fo  that  contrary  to  the  common  Homonr, 
even  in  Fifli,  it  oft  happens,  that  I  find  them  both 
tOG^  frelh  and  too  firm :  Not  for  want  of  Teeth, 
which  I  ever  had  good,  even  to  Excellence,  and  thai^ 
Age  does  bot  now  begin  to  threaten  at  this  time  of 
my  Life.  I  have  ever  been  nsM  every  Morning  to 
rob  them  with  a  Napkin,  and  before  and  after  Din- 
ner. GU  is  favourable  to  thofe  whom  he  makes  to 
die  by  degrees  \  'tis  the  only  JBenefit  of  Old  Age ; 
the  tafl:  Death  will  be  fo  much  the  lefs  painful ;  ic 
will  kill  but  a  quarter  of  a  Man  -,  or  but  half  a  one 
,  at  moft.    I  have  one  Tooth  lately  fain  out  without

Whatever  happens  contrary  to  tlie  Courfe  of 
Nature^  may  be  trooblefome,  bat  what  comes  accord-^ 
iag  to  her,  (hoold  always  be  acceptable  and  pleafafit. 
Omnia  qua  fecHninm  Namram  pHntJunt  hahend^  in  h'  Cicero^ 
ftis.    AU  things  that  are  dene  accerding  to  Nature j  are 
to  be  accoanted  good.     And  lb  Tlato  likevrife  lays,  that , 
Che  Death  which  is  occafton'd  by  Wonads  and  Difea- 
fes  is  violent  -,  but  that  which  furprifes  us,  Old  Age 
conducting  us  to  it,  is  of  all  others  the  tnoft  eafy,  and 
in  fome  fort  delicious.    Vitam  adoUfcintiha  vis  dtt^xbn^ 
fertj  fcnihHs  matitritas,    Teung  Men  are  "taken  dteay  by 
Forcoj  Old  Men  by  Maturity.    Death  mixeii  and  con-* 
founds  ic  felf  throughout  with  Life,  Decay  anticipates 
its  Hour  and  Shoulders,  even  into  the  Courfe  or  our 
growing  up.    I  have  Piftores  of  my  felf  taken  at  Five 
and  Twenty,  and  Five  and  Thirty  Years' of  Age,  I 
compare  them  with  rhat  lately  drawn,  bow  often  is 
it  00  more  me,  bow  much  more  is  my  present  Image 
unlike  the  former,  than  to  that  1  fl>aH  go  out  of  the 
World  withal?  It  is  too  much  to  abu^  Nature,  to

Let  AUrsy  PmUos^  or  Mtreury^  afford  tbem  their 
Light  by  which  to  fee,  inftead  of  F'ttisiSj  Certs^  and 
Bacchus,  Will  they  not  feek  the  Quadrature  of  the 
Circle,  even  when  mounted  upon  their -Wives?  I 
bate  that  we  (hould  be  cnjoyned  to  have  our^Minds  in 
the  Clouds  Vrhen  our  Bodies  are  at  Table  ^rl  will 
have  the  Mind  there  nailed,  not  that  it  jhonld  wal- 
low there,  but  I  am  wiling  it  (hould  apply  it  felf  to 
that  plage  to  fit,  but  not  to  lye  down  there.  Ari^ 
fiims  maintained  nothing  but  the  Body,  as  if  we 
had  no'^oul  \  Zem  (tickled  only  for  the  Soul,  as  if  we 
had  no  Body.  Both  of  tbem  faulcily.  Pythagoras^  fay 
they,  followed  a  Philofophy  that  was  all  Cootempla^ 
tion,  Soeratts  one  that  was  all  Manners  and  Adion; 
Flato  found  out  a  Mean  betwixt  bpth ;  but  they  only 
fay  (b  for  Difcourfe  fake,  for  the  true  Mean  is  found 
in  Socrates  i  and  PUto  is  more  Socratick  than  Pytbago- 
rick,  and  it  becomes  him  better.  When  I  dance^  I 
dance  i  when  I  fleep,  I  deep;-  Nay,  and  when  I  walk 
alone  in  a  beautiful  Orchard,  if  my  Thoughts  are 
fome  part  of  the  Time  taken  up  with  ftrange  Occur- 
rences, I  fome  part  of  the  Time  call  them  b^ck  agaia 
CO  my  Walk,  or  to  the  Orchard,  to  the  Stveetnefs  of 
Che  Solitude,  and  to  my  fdf..

Nature  has  no 
need  of  Fortune,  (he  equally  (hews  herfelf  in  all  de-* 
grees,  and  behind  a  Curtain,  as  well  as  without  que. 
Have  you  known  how  to  compofe  your  Manners? 
You  have  done  a  great  deal  more  than  he  who  has 
compofed  Books.  Have  you  known  how  to  take  Re* 
pofe?  You  have  done  more  than  he  who  has  taken 
Cities  and  Empires.  The  glorious  Mafter-piece  of 
Man  is  to  know  how  to  live  to  purpofe  ^  all  other 
things,  to  reign,  to  lay  up  Treafure,  and  to  build, 
are  at  the  molt  but  little  Appendixes,  and  little 
Props.  I  take  a  Delight  to  fee  a  General  of  an  Army  ^ 
at  the  Foot  of  a  Breach  he  intends  prefently  to  allault, 
give  himfelf  up  intire  and  free  at  Dinner,  to  talk  and 
be  merry  with  his  Friends.  And  Brmus^  when  Hea- 
ven and  Earth  were  confpired  againft  him  and^  the  Ro^ 
i»4»  Liberty,  to  fteal  fome  Hour  of  the  Night  from 
his  Rounds  to  read  and  abridge  Polyhins  in  all  Securi^ 
ty.

Whether  it  be  in  jeft  or  earneft,  that  the  Theologi^ 
cal  and  Sarbanicdl  Winc^and  their  Feafts  are  turned 
into  a  Proverb  ;  I  find  it  reaibn,  they  ihouid  Dine 
fo  much  more  commodionfly  and  pleafantly  as  they 
have  profitably  and  ferioufly  imploy'd  the  Morn- 
ing in  the  exercife  of  their  Schools.  The  Confci- 
cnce  of  having  well  fpent  the  other  hour,  is  the 
juft  and  favoury  fawce  of  Tables.  The  Sages  liv'd 
that  manner^  and  that  inimitable  emulation  to  Vir- 
tue,  which  aftonifbes  us  both  in  the  one  and  the 
other  Cato  J  £b  did  that  humour  of  theirs,  fcrve 
even  to  importunity,  gently  fubmit  itfelf,  and 
yield  to  the  La0s  of  the  humane  Condition, 
both  of  renus  and  Bacchus  \  according  to  the  Pre- 
cepts of  their  SrfiF,  that  require  a  perfeft  wife  Man 
ihouid  be  as  expert  and  intelligent  in  the  ufe  of 
Pleafures,  as  in  all  other  Duties  of  Life.  Oti  cor 
fafiat  ei  &  fafiat  Falatus*  He  that  has  a  learned 
Soulj  has  a  learned  Palat  too.  Yielding  and  facility, 
do,  methinks,  wonderfully  honour,  and  beft  be- 
come a  ftrong  and  generous  Soul.  Efomimndus 
did  not  think,  that  to  dance,  fing,  and  play,  and 
be  intent  upon  them,^with  the  young  Men  of  his 
^  City,  were  things  that  did  any  way  derogate  from 
the  hoaour  of  bis  glorious  Vidories,  and  the  per-. 
feft  reformation  of  Manners  that  was  in  him.  And 
amongft  fo  many  admirable  Actions  of  S«pw,  the 
Qraad-Father,  a  Pcrfon  worthy  the  Opinion  of  a 
:hcaycnly  fxtraftion,  there  is  nothing  that  gives 
Aim  a  greater  Grace  than  to  fee  him  earfleftly  and 
.  rfiildi&iy  trifling,  in  gathering  and  cbufing  Shells^ 
^Od  playing  at  Coits  upon  the  Seft-ftior?  with  bi$ 
^rien^  UHn^iAnd^  if  it  was  fcjj^l  W$»thpr,  anm-t 
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iing  am)  pleafinghimlelf  mrqnrefentingiaCoGDedies, 
by  writing  tkettieaiiefl:  and  niaft:  popukiv  Alstons 
of  Men  :  And  having  his  Head  full  of  that  wonder- 
ful Enterprize  of  HannihM  end  Affricy  vifiting  the 
Scho9dsy  anfd' being  continually  preferft  at  the  f  hi- 
lofophical  Lcftures,   improving  himfelf  even   to 
'  the  envy  of  his  Enemies  at  Ratae.    Nor  is  there  a- 
By  thing  nJore  remarkable  in  5<?rr4^^/,.  than  that, 
old  as  he  was^  he  found  time  to  olake  himfelf  be  in- 
ftrufted  in  dancing  and  playing  upon  Inftruments, 
and  thought  it  time  well  fp6nt  5  who  ncverthelef^ 
has  been  Teen  id  an  Extafie  ftanding  upon  his  Feet 
^  whole  day  and  a  Night  together  ia  the  pi?cfence 
of  all  the  Grecian    Army,  furprizM  and  tavifli^d 
with  fbme  profound  Thought.    He  was  the  firlt, 
who  among  (b  many  raliant  Men  of  the  Army>  ran 
to  the  relief  of  Alcibiades^  opprefe'd  with  the  Em- 
my,  that  Ihiclded  him  with  his  own  Body>.  and  diA 
engag'd  him  from  the  Crowd,  by  abfolute.  force  of 
Arms.    It  was  he  who,  in  the  Dehan  Battle  relieved 
and  lav'd  ZenofhoM^  when   difmounted    from  his 
Horft  5  and  who,  amongll:  all  the  People  of  Athens ^ 
inrag'd  as  he,  at  lb  unworthy  a  Speftacle>firft  pre^ 
iented  himfelf  to  tcfcue  Theramenes^  whom  the 
Thiry  Tyrants  were  haling  to  ExecntUn  by  their^^ 
Guards,  and  defilted  not  from  his  bold  Enterpriser 
but  at  the  Remonftrance  of  Theramenei  himfelf^ 
tho'  he  was  only  followed  by  two  more  ia  all.    He 
has  been  feen,   when  cotirted  by  a  Beauty,  with 
which  he  was  in  love,  yet  maintain  a  fevere  abfti- 
nence  in  time  of  need.    He  has  been  feen  continue 
ally  to  go  to  the  War^  and  with  his  bare  Feet  to 
trample  upon  the  Ice ;  to  wear  the  fame  Robe  Win-* 
ter  and  Summer,  tx>  furpafs  all  his  Companions  in 
Patience  of  fufFering,  and  to  eat  no  more  at  a  Feaft, 
than  at  bis  own  private  Dinner,    He  was  feen  (e« 
ven  and  twenty  Years  together  to  endure  Hunger, 
Poverty,  the  Indocility  of  his  Children,  and  the 
T4J0O8  of  bis  Wife,  with  the.  fame  Ccmntcnance  j 
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and  in  the  end  Calumny^  Tyranny,.  Imprifonment, 
Fetters,  and  Poyfons!  But  wasth^ft:  Man  oblig'd 
to  drink  to  him  by  any  Rule  of  Citilfty  ?  He  was 
alfo  the  Man  of  the  Army  to  Whom  the  advaiit^gc 
remaitfd.  -  And  he  never  refus'd  tb  play  at  Cob'tint^ 
nor  to  ride  tht  Hohhy-horfe  vfith  the  Boys,  and  it 
became  him  well ;  for  all  Aftions,  fays  Bhilolbphy, 
equally  become,  and  equally  Hdnour  a  wife  Ma n« 
We  have  enough  wherewithal  to  do  it,  and  wc 
ought  never  to  be  weary  of  reprefenting  the  Im^figf 
of  this  great  Man  in  all  the  patterns  and  forms  of 
Perfedion.  There  ate  very  few  Examples  of  Life 
fiill  and  pure,,  and  we  wrong  our  Inftruftion  every 
Day,  to  propofe  to  ourTelves  thofe  that  are  weak 
and  imperfed,  fcarce  goodifbr  any  one^Scrvice  that 
pulls  us  back,  and  that  are  rather, Corrupters  thaa 
Gorrecloi^  of.  Manners.  The  People  deceive  them* 
felves  f  a  Man  goes  much  more  eafily; indeed  by  the 
ends,  where  the  extremity  ftrves  for  a  .boundf-a 
ftop,  and  guide,  than  by  the  middle  way,  which  is 
large  and  cfpen,  and  according  to  Art^  than  accord- 
ing to  Nature  1,  but  withal  much  lefe  nobly,  and 
con^mendably.  The  Graodure  of  Soitl  confifts  not 
lb  much  in  mounting  •  and  in  proceeding  forward, 
as  in  knowing  how  to  govern  and  circumfcribc  it- 
felf.  It  takes  every  thing  for  great,  that  is  enough } 
and  demonftrates  itfelf  better  in  moderate*  tbaii 
eminent  things.  There  is  nothing  fo  handfome  and 
lawful,  as  well  and  duly  to  play  the  Man ;  nor 
Science  {tx  hard,  as  well  to  know  how  to  Jive  this 
Life,  and  of  all  the  Infirmities  we  have,  'tis  the 
xnoft  lavage^  to  defpife  our  Being.  Whoever  has 
a  mind  to  fend  his  Soul  abroad,  when  the  Body  is 
ill  at  eafe>  to  preferve  it  from  the  Contagion,  let 
him  do  it  if  he  can :  But  in  all  other  things,  let  him 
on  thfe  contrary^  favour  and  afl^ft  it,  and  not  to  re- 
fuleto  participate  of.  its  natural  Pleafureand  De- 
lights with  a  Conjugal  Complacency  ;  bringing  to  it 
wiihal,  if  it  be  a  wifer  Soul^  Moderation,  tell:  by 
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Indifcretion  they  Ihoqld  confound  them  with  Dif- 
pleafurei^.    tnteoiperance  is  the  befl:  of  Pleafure,  ^ 

and  Temptrancc  is  not  its  Scour^gCvbiit  rather  its 
feafoning.,  £/#^*;c«/,  who  therein  eftablilh'd  the 
ibvereign  good,  and  bis  Comjianions,  who  fet  to 
high  a  value  upon  it,  tafted  with  l  more  charming 
fweetnefs  by  the  means  of  Temperance,  which  in 
them  was  moft  fingular  and  exemplary.  1  enjoya 
my  Soul  to  look  upon  P^in^  and  PUd/kre  with  an 
Eye  equally  regular  i  EodtmcmmvitidnefteffHfioCUerii 
Animi  in  Utitia^  quo  in  ddote  contrailiQ  x  For  ^tis^f*  ^  ^' 
by  the  fame  f^tce  that  we  dilate  our  [elves  in  Mirth^ 
and  contrail  them  in  Sorrow  :  and  equally  firm  :  but 
but  the  one  gaily,  a^d  the  other  feverely,  and  ac« 
cording  to  what  it  is  able,  to  be  as  carefiil  to  ex*- 
tinguife  the  one  as  to  extend  the  other.  The  judg- 
ing rightly  of  Goods ^  brings  a  along  with  it  the 
jifdging  Ibundly  of  Evils.  Both  Pain  has  fomething 
Dot  to  be  avoided  in  its  tender  beginnings,  and  Plear 
furehas  fomething  that  may  be  avoided  in  its  exceP* 
five  end.  Plato  couples  them  together,  andwillthat 
it  fliould  be  equally  the  Office  of  Fortitude  to  fight 
againfl:  Pain,and  againfl:  the  immoderate  and  charm*- 
ing  blandiOiments  of  Ple^fure.  They  are  two  Foun- 
tains, from  which  whoever  draws,  when  and  as  . 
much  as  he  needs,  whether  City^  Man^  or  Beafis^ 
Is  v«ry  happy.  The  firft  is  to  be  taken  Phyfically^ 
and  upon  neceflity  more  Icarcely  i  the  other  for 
Tbirft,  but  not  to  Drunkenners*  Fain,  Pleafure^ 
Love  gnd  Hatred,  are  the  firft  things  that  a  Child 
is  (enfible  of ;  if  when  his  Reafon  comes  to  him  he* 
apply  him(elf  to  it,  that  is  Virtue.  I  have  ape*- 
culiar  Metl^Ki  of  giy  own,  I  fquander  away  my  time 
when  it  is  ill  and  uneafie;  but  when  'tis  good,  I 
w^llnot  fquander  it  away.  I  run  it  over  again,  and 
ftick  to't  J  a  Man  moft  run  over  the  ill,  and  infift 
jupon  the  good.  This  ordinary  Phrafe  of  Paft-time^ 
and  pafljng  away  the  time,  reprefents  the  ufance  or 
tbpfe  Wife  fort  of  People,  who  think  they  cannot 
*;:  have 
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have  a  better  account  6f  their  Lives,  than  to  let 
*  them  rati  out  and  Aide  away,  to  pafs  them  over, 

and  to  baulk  them,  and  as  mtich  is  they  caa,  to  take 
no  notice  of  them,  and  to  fjiun  them,  as  a  thing  of 
trouWelbme  and  contemptiMe  Quality :  But  I  know 
it  to  be  another  kind  of  thing,  and  find  it  both  va- 
lisable  and  commodious,  even  iur  Its  lateft  decay, 
lV herein  I  now  enjoy  it  r  And  Nature  has  deliver'd 
it  into  our  Hands  in  fuch  and  fo  favourable  Cir- 
cumftances,  that  we  commonly  complain  of  our 
felves  if  it  be  iroublefbme  to  us,  or  Hide  unprofi- 
SenecOf     tably  away.     Stntti  vita  iftjrrata  efi^  trefida  tfl^  tcta 
Egift.  15.  in  fHtHTHm  fennr.     The  Life  of  a  Fool  is  tmeafiej  ti^ 
tnoroHs^  ¥tnd  wholly  bent  Hfhn  tht  future.    Nevetthe; 
lefs,  I  comjpofe  my  felf  to  bfe  irrfhe  without  regf et^ 
but  withal,  as  a  thing  that  is  lofeable  by  its  con* 
ditiori,  not  that  it  trbubles  or  importunes  me.  Nei- 
ther does  it  properly  well  become  any,  not  to  be 
difpleasM  when   they  die,  excepting  fuch  a^  arc 
pleasM  to  live.     There  is  good  husbandry  in  en- 
joying it.    I  enjoy  it  doubl*  to  what  others  do  ^  for 
the  meafure  In  Fruition  depends  more  or  left  upon 
our  application  to  it.    Now,  efpecially,  that  I  per- 
ceive mine  to  be  f[>  ftiort  in  time,  I  will  extend'  it 
in  weight:  1  will  ftop  the  fhdderiniBrs  of  its  flight, 
by  the  fuddennefs  of  my  fming  upon  it :  and  by 
the  vigour  of  uling  it,  recJompertcc  the  f|)eed  of  its 
funning  iWay.

fturb'd  ia  my  Sleep,  to  the  end  th^t  l  might  the

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better  and'tnore  fenfibly  relifh  and  tafte  it.  ^  I  con- 
fult  my  fclf  of  a  coatcntment  j  I  do  not  skin,  but 
found  it,  and  bend  my  Reafon,^now  grown  per- 
verfeand  iH-humour'd,  to  entertain  it.    Do  I  find 
my  fclf  in  any  calm  compofednefs  ?   Is  there  anjr 
Pleafurc  that  tickles  me  ?  f  do  not  fuffer  it  to  dally 
with  my  Senfes  only,  I  aflbciate  my  Soul  to  it  too  : 
Not  there  to  engage  itfelf,  but  therein  to  take  de- 
light ;  not  there  to  lofe  itfelf,  but  to  be  prelent 
there  j  and  employ  it  on  its  part  to  view  itfelf  in 
this  prolperous  Eftate,  to  weigh,  efteem,  and  am- 
plifie  the  good  hap.    It  reckons  how  much  it  ftands 
indebted  to  Almighty  God  that  it  is  in  repofe  of  Con* 
fcience,  and  other  inteftine  Paffions,  to  have  the  Bo- 
dy in  a  natural  difpofednefs,  orderly  and  compe- 
tently  enjoyning  the  foft  and  flattering  funftions, 
by  which  he  of  his  Bounty  is  pleas'd  to  recompence 
the  Sufferings  wherewith  his  Juftice  at  bis  good 
Pleafure  does  fcourge  and  chaftife  us.

This  Con- 
lideration  takes  great  luftre  from  the  comparifon  of 
different  Conditions,  and  therefore  it  is,  that  I  pro- 
pofe  to  my  felf  in  a  thoufand  Faces,  thofe  whonsi 
Fortune,  or  their  own  Error,  torment  and  carry  a- 
way  •,  and  moreover  thofe,  who  more  like  to  me, 
lb  negligently  and  incUrioufly  receive  their  good 
Fortune.

For  the  jnoft 
part  we  had  better  deep,  than  wake  to  the  Pnrpofe 
we  do :  and  .that  his  OiicQur&s  and  Notions  wc  aoc 
worth  the  word;  Mefs  ibecet  thoi^  they  w«c«  rhe 
Raptures  of  Archimedes  hia^etf,  mhat  9»ere'  Dhey 
worth  ?  I  do  not  here  fpeak  lOf,  nor  mix  vfith  the 
Rabble  of  us  ordinary  Med,  and  tibe  Vafiifiy.  pf  the 
Thongbti  Md  pefires.thit4i«ect.Qs,  tfaoft  Tfinenbte 
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Soiils,  elevated  biy  the  Arcjor  of  Devotion  and  Reli- 
gion, CO  a  coiifta^t,  and  confcientious  Meditadon  of 
Divine  Things,  w,ho,  by  a  lively  Endeavour,  and  ve- 
tieraent  Hope,  profefllng  the  ufe  of  the  Eijerual  Nou- 
riihment,  the  finaJi  Aim,  and  lafi:  Step  of  Chriftiaa 
Defires,  the  fole,  conftanc,  and  incorrapcible  Plea- 
fure,  difdaia  to  apply  tbemfelves  to  onr  neceflitous, 
fluid,  and  ambiguous  Conveniences,  and  eafily  reiiga 
CO  the  Body  the  Care  aqd  life  of  fenfual  and  tempe- 
rate Feeding.    'Tisa  privileged  Study.    I  have  ever 
amongflrirs  obferved  fopercelcftial  Opinions,  andfub- 
terrajoc^n  Manners  to  be  of  (ingular  Accord.    ty£fo9^ 
that  great  Man,  law  his  Mafter  pifs  as  he  walk'd: 
Wiiat,  laid  he,  muft  we  then  dung  as  tpe  run  ?  Let  us 
manage  oar  Time  as  well  as  we  can\  there  will  yeif 
remain  a  great  deal  that  will  be  idle  and  ill  employed. 
As  if  the  Mind  had  no  other  Hours  enough  whereia* 
qgI  doits  ^ofiuefs,  without  dilalTociating  it  feif  fromr 
die  Bddy,  in  thafC  little  Space  it  needs  for  it$  N^ceffi^ 
ty,    They  will  put  themfelves  out  of  tbemfelvcfi;, 
and  efcape  from  being  Men.

^rtn  themfelves  into  Beads,  and  inftead  of  elevating 
lay  themfelves  lo.wef .  '  Theie  traufcrodeDt  Hamoart 
affi'ighc  me,  like  h!j|h.  and  inacceflible  CUflFs  a^d  Pre«^ 
ciptces :  An)d  nothito^  is  bard  for  m^  to  digeft  in  liie 
Life  of  Socrates  but  his  Ecftafies  aad  Coaimisnicatioa 
with  Devils.^   Nothing  fo  Human  in  FUto^s  that  for 
which  they  fay  be  was  called  Divioe.    And  of  our 
Sciences,  tbofe  leem  to  te  the  moft  terrcftrial  and  low 
that  are  higheft  meuMed    And  I  find  nothing  (b 
hamble  and  mortal  in  the  Life  of  ^xander  as  bis 
Fancies  about  ImiiliohCaliKaiion.    Philotoi  pleafantly 
quipt  him  m  bis  Anfanor.    He  dctt]^i;Matoted  him  by 
Letter  poncetaing  the  Oracle  of  Jiifi^er  fUmmon^ 
who  had  placed  him  iimongft  tbie  Q9A%\  Vp^n  thy 
jiccoHttt^  1 4m  glad  ofit^  faia  he,  hm  the  Men  are  to 
ka'lmnmudj  vm tfciCa JiVe  with  a.l)^^ aod.  to o^y 
bio^  who  exceedsj^.aipl  -4$  aot  contented  with  the 
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Meafare  of  a  Man.  DUs  te  minorem  qt$od  geris^  im* 
peras.  Becauft  tboH  carrieft  thy  ftlf  tower  thun  the  Gods^ 
thou  dofi  rule  and  command.  The  qoeinc  lofcripcioa 
wherewith  the  AthenUm  honour'd  the  Entry  of  Pom- 
fey  into  their  City  is  conformable  to  my  felf ;

'Tis  an  abfolote^  and  as  it  were,  a  Dl?ine  Pcrfedion, 
for  a  Man  to  know  how  loyally  to  enjoy  bis  Being ; 
We  feck  other  Conditions^  by  reafon  we  do  not  un« 
decftand  tbe.ufe  of  dur  own  j  and  go  out  of  our  felves, 
becaure  we  know,  not  how  there  to  reilde,  'Tis  to 
much  purpofe  to  go  upon  Stilts,  for  when  upon  Stilts, 
we  muft  yet  walk  upon  our  Le^s :  And  when  feated 
upon  the  molt  elevated  Throne  m  the  World,  vft  are 
but  feated  upon  our  Breech*  The  fairelt  Lives,  in 
my  Opinion,  are  thofe  which  regularly  accootjnodate 
themfelves  to  the  common  and  Human  Model :  but 
without  Miracle,  and  without  Extravagance,.  Bui 
Old  Age  ftaDds  9  little  in  need  of  a  more  gentle 
Treatment.  Let  us  recommend  i(  toOod,.  the  Pro- 
tedor  of  Health  and  Wifdpmibul;  witba],let  us' be;  gay
